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Politics a trois: Bulger, Keating, and Goldman 
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FBI PROBES 
LICENSE SCAM 


Laws requiring driver’s licenses to be 
taken away from habitual drunk drivers, 
drug offenders, speeders, and accident- 
prone motorists may have sparked an ille- 
gal market in fraudulent licenses and 
computer hackery at the Registry of Mo- 
tor Vehicles. The FBI is probing a mon- 
ey-for-license scam involving a West- 
wood man who has become a federal in- 
formant, the Phoenix has learned. 

Last week, a similar story erupted in 
Framingham, when, according to the 
Middlesex News, a state trooper pulled 
over Mark Yanoff, who had four drunk- 
driving convictions on his record. The 
trooper found Yanoff in possession of a 
counterfeit driver’s license. Yanoff re- 
portedly claimed he had paid a local at- 
torney $4000 for the license, which ap- 
peared to originate from the Registry. 

The FBI informant is Robert Ferraro, a 
57-year-old Westwood resident, who on 
November 18 appeared before the state’s 
Board of Appeal on Motor Vehicle Liabil- 
ity Policies and Bonds — the three-mem- 
ber panel that decides whether a defen- 
dant can reclaim his or her license or re- 
ceive a reduction in auto-insurance sur- 
charges — and waved a letter from the 
FBI in front of board members. 

“The purpose of this letter,” wrote FBI 
special agent in charge Richard Swensen 
and supervisory special agent Richard 
Watson, “is to notify appropriate agen- 
cies of assistance provided by Robert 
Ferraro in an active Federal criminal in- 
vestigation. 

“In September of 1993,” the letter 
continues, “Mr. Ferraro was approached 
by Special Agent Stuart A. Robinson of 
the Boston Division of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. Mr. Ferraro’s co- 
operation as a witness to possible crimi- 
nal activity was solicited by Special Agent 
Robinson.” 

“The letter is legitimate,” says 
Swensen. “It was sent out by us. But we 
can neither confirm nor deny any specif- 
ic pending investigation.” 

But according to a source knowledge- 
able about the case, the FBI investigation 
centers on an allegation that an individual 
offered to “wipe the slate clean” on Fer- 
raro’s driving record, an act that would 
have allowed him to reclaim his suspend- 
ed license. Ferraro, who lost his license 
for 10 years because of four drunk-driv- 
ing convictions, told the Board of Appeal 
that, as part of the investigation, he’s al- 
ready worn a hidden microphone in an 
FBI sting operation. 

According to the FBI letter, Ferraro 
“was promised nothing in return for his 
cooperation, but nevertheless went be- 
yond the call of ordinary citizenship in his 
assistance. The investigation that Mr. 
Ferraro assisted in is still active, and 


therefore its details cannot be disclosed at 
this time.” 

The Board of Appeal, which has al- 
ready heard 35,000 cases in 1993 (about 
7000 of them were license appeals), de- 
nied Ferraro’s request. In addition to his 
four drunk-driving convictions, Ferraro 
has been cited for 1.1 traffic offenses.

Pedrick began her literary career in the 
1940s at Houghton Mifflin, where she 
brought the work of poet Elizabeth Bish- 
op to the publisher’s attention. She later 
published her own first novel, The Fasci- 
nation, with Houghton Mifflin, and has 
written three books of poetry and several 
chapbooks. She’s taught classes and writ- 
ers’ workshops throughout Greater Bos- 
ton. She was a founder of Alice James 
Press and one of three incorporators of 
Rowan Tree Press. 

Monahan, an award-winning poet, has 
published poetry and non-fiction in sev- 
eral magazines, and has written interac- 
tive learning features for WGBH’s Nova 
section on the Prodigy computer net- 
work. Trained in psychology, creative 
writing, and linguistics, Monahan has 
taught writing and lectured on Western 
culture at Xi Dian University, in China’s 
Ki’An Shaanxi province. Anhinga Press 
published Hands, her collection of poetry, 
in 1992.

“The problems these institutions encountered during the 
transitional period of coeducation were widely publicized. 
Vassar could not attract good male students. Dartmouth 
fraternity brothers insulted and ignored Dartmouth wom- 
en. Yale women found themselves alone on weekends while 
the men cleared out to the women’s colleges. 

“Attitudes have been slow to change. After all, the men 
were there first and existed very happily without women for 
several generations.

How the Wise Use movement 
fuels right-wing green-bashing

o hear John Birch Society 
coordinator Harold Shurt- 
leff speak, there’s no mistak- 
ing it: Governor Bill Weld’s 
ambitious $300 million plan 
to buy and protect open space has the 
markings of a Marxist land grab, a blatant 
abuse of the government’s limited consti- 
tutional role in acquiring land. 

“The purpose of government is to pro- 
tect life, liberty, and property, not confis- 
cate it,” Shurtleff says. “There are some 
people in the environmental movement 
who are not just interested in spotted owls 
— they’re using it as a way to control 
more land. It’s always a spotted owl here 
or a newt over there. And before you know 
it, we’re not going to have any property 
rights. Where do you draw the line? 

“The first plank of the Communist Man- 
ifesto,” he warns, “calls for the abolition of 
property.” 

Time was when environmentalists would 
have dismissed Shurtleff’s words as the 
isolated rants of a crackpot. No one’s 
property would be confiscated under 
Weld’s plan, which would, among other 
things, create a board that would help 





cities, towns, and nonprofit organizations 
buy land. But now, as the nascent “Wise 
Use” movement gains momentum in New 
England, environmentalists are learning to 
tread more carefully. In the last few years, 
groups ranging from the Birchers to log- 
ging and snowmobiling organizations have 
adopted the right-wing Wise Use credo 
and made significant inroads into environ- 
mental policymaking. 

For otherwise disparate or fringe 
groups, the loose network of Wise Use af- 
filiates sharing strategy, information, and 
media soundbites has sweceeded in giving 
them a unified voice and the appearance of 
being: something more than lone wolves 
crying wolf. At the same time, the move- 
ment has given the handful of national 
anti-environmental ideologues who are fu- 
eling it (some with corporate and right- 
wing ties) the appearance of leading a 
large-scale grassroots uprising. 

So when a Wise Use activist like Con- 
cord resident Erich Veyhle, who’s fighting 
legislation to expand the Minuteman Na- 
tional Historic Park, says he has problems 
with Weld’s proposal, those who have wit- 
nessed the movement in motion say his 
words should not be treated lightly. Veyhle 
worries about “radical” environmental 
groups, such as the Audubon Society and

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the Sierra Club, unduly influencing gov- 
ernment land-acquisition decisions. 

The Weld administration need only look 
to the state’s border to see how even the 
best-laid conservation plans can be upend- 
ed by tactics that some liken to environ- 
mental McCarthyism. 

“It’s a real threat,” says Nathan 
Frohling, executive director of the Con- 
necticut-based Farmington River Water- 
shed Association. “One of the most scary 
things is how quickly and easily people in 
a community can be duped . . . and how 
readily fear can be a motivating force to 
stimulate people.” 


Such was the case last year along the 
Farmington River, a picturesque waterway 
that flows from southwestern Massachu- 
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ROBERT PRIEST 


setts into northwestern Connecticut. For 
five years, communities in both states and 
the National Park Service navigated 
through the bureaucratic complexities of 
protecting the Farmington under the fed- 
eral Wild and Scenic Rivers Act. Wild and 
Scenic status, among other things, pro- 
tects waterways from pollution, damming, 
and diversion. 

A carefully worded proposal specified 
that vegetation bordering the river should 
be protected and that new septic systems 
should be placed no closer than 100 feet 
from the river, but allowed for variances. 
The plan’s authors took great pains to 
maintain local control over the designated 
area. For example, they obtained written 
congressional assurances that federal offi-

cials would neither acquire nor manage land, and that 
there would be no federal restrictions on home-building. 
The proposal also stipulated that the land would not be- 
come part of the national-park system or subject to park- 
system regulations. 

All eight communities in the proposed designation area 
— four towns along an 11-mile stretch in Massachusetts 
and four towns along 14 miles of the river in Connecticut 
— passed resolutions approving Wild and Scenic classifi- 
cation. After that, local zoning laws needed to be tinkered 
with, a management plan ironed out, and final approval 
obtained by Congress. 

The plan was progressing nicely when, according to 
Frohling, “all hell broke loose.” It’s unclear whether a 
handful of locals contacted some of the Wise Use move- 
ment’s national organizers or vice versa. But suddenly a 
group calling itself Friends of the River appeared on the 
Massachusetts side to oppose the designation. 

“It seemed that overnight a torch set a fire to the whole 
Wild and Scenic process,” Frohling says. 

In mass mailings, leaflets, and vitriolic public meetings, 
Wise Users let loose a dizzying barrage of property-rights 
propaganda. Friends of the River charged that state legisla- 
tors who supported the Farmington’s Wild and Scenic des- 
ignation had been paid off by environmental groups. Some 
literature falsely claimed that land along the river would 
automatically become a wildlife refuge, and thus subject to 
onerous restrictions. Businesses in town would be closed 
and property values would plummet, the group warned. 
Posters proclaimed: YOUR LAND HAS BEEN STOLEN!! LEARN 
HOW OUR GOVERNMENT HAS COME LIKE A THIEF IN THE 
NIGHT. 

“I’m telling you,” says Frohling, “in my life I’ve never 
experienced something like this, and for the first time I had 
a real, direct experience that made me understand why and 
how things went the way they did in Nazi Germany. Fear. 
There was definitely a kind of hatred energy. People were 
talking about keeping out the federal government with 
their guns. There was a level of hysteria and paranoia that 
was scary.” 

Indeed, some Wise Users began treating the Wild and 
Scenic designation as a conspiratorial affront to their basic 
liberties. In the center of town they posted the résumé of 
Wild and Scenic supporter Robert Tarasuk, of Sandisfield, 
Massachusetts, a forestry consultant who had volunteered 
to review the designation plan for the town. Circling a seg- 
ment describing a summer job with the Bureau of Land 
Management 12 years ago, when Tarasuk first graduated 
from college, Wise Users scrawled “Federal Agent” over 
his résumé. Strangers approached Tarasuk, calling him a 
liar. Harassing phone calls became frequent. 

“That showed people how far they would go,” Tarasuk 
says. “They were just lying, lying, and lying. It took me to- 
tally by surprise. We had had unanimous support. But the 
scare tactics and intimidation worked well. It polarized the 
town.” 

Early last year, three of the four Massachusetts towns — 
Sandisfield, Tolland, and Otis — rescinded their endorse- 
ments of the Wild and Scenic designation. The fourth 
town, Becket, has put the issue on hold, with officials say- 
ing it would be futile to move ahead without the other 
three. The Connecticut towns are going forward; environ- 
mentalists on the Massachusetts side hope Connecticut’s

At the root of the campaign were the Alliance for Ameri- 
ca and Don Rupp, an associate of the Alliance who several 
years ago unsuccessfully fought Wild and Scenic status for 
New York’s Upper Delaware River. The Alliance is a na- 
tional organization, born from the Oregon Lands Coali- 
tion. In recent years the Alliance, through newsletters, ral- 
lies, and conferences, has drawn together under the Wise 
Use umbrella an eclectic mix of grassroots organizations. 
The ranks range from loggers, hunters, ranchers, farmers, 
and snowmobilers, to developers and timber and oil com- 
panies, to members of fringe groups like Lyndon 
LaRouche’s followers and John Birchers, some of whom 
call environmentalists “watermelons — green on the out- 
side and red on the inside.” 

According to the Cambridge-based Political Research 
Associates, a not-for-profit information clearinghouse that 
tracks right-wing organizations, the Wise Use movement 
was the brainchild of Ron Arnold. A former organizer for 
the Sierra Club, Arnold swung to the right during the Rea- 
gan era and quickly aligned himself with Reagan’s first In- 
terior secretary, James Watt, a notorious anti-environmen- 
talist, whose biography Arnold wrote. Arnold minces no 
words when speaking about his mission, which he says is 
to “destroy the environmental movement once and for all.” 

Last year Arnold told the Boston Globe, “Environmental- 
ism is the new paganism, trees are worshipped and humans 
sacrificed at its altar. . . . It is evil . . . and we intend to de- 
stroy it.” 

Arnold is responsible for advancing the name Wise Use, 
which he disingenuously borrowed from the writings of 
Gifford Pinchot, the first chief of the US Forest Service, 
who in 1907 defined conservation as “the wise use of re- 
sources.” 

Although Arnold is credited with being the ideological 
father of the Wise Use movement, Alan Gottlieb is the or- 
ganizational mastermind. Gottlieb has made millions of 
dollars by raising funds for right-wing causes. Through his 
Center for Defense of Free Enterprise, he has provided 
mailing lists and fundraising capabilities to bolster the 
movement. 

In 1988, a Nevada conference organized by Arnold and 
Gottlieb, and sponsored by an array of unlikely allies — 
Exxon, the National Rifle Association, and motorcycle

Is The Boston Globe unfair to its workers? 





You be the judge. 














The Boston Globe Employees Association, a labor union representing various staff at The Boston Globe, has recently been distributing an “open letter to the public” in the 
form of leaflets and print advertisements in local newspapers. 

This letter says that The Boston Globe “does not practice with its own workers what it preaches on its editorial pages” and that “the Globe is being unfair to its workers” in 
contract negotiations. The letter also says that the B.G.E.A. has had to deal with “unscrupulous tactics and unfair concessionary demands in negotiating a contract,” and that 
this newspaper and its management is “demanding major concessions from the B.G.E.A. all in the name of meeting the company’s so-called financial needs.” 

The union further claims that the company does not have financial need, but is motivated by “corporate greed.” Charges of union-busting have also been made against the 
Globe by the union in previous statements and letters. 

It is difficult for a company to engage in a public dispute with its own employees. We think labor negotiations should be conducted across the negotiation table between the 
two parties involved. 

But we also believe that inaccurate and unsubstantiated charges made public should not be allowed to go unanswered. And we believe - since the Employees Association has 
chosen to make this a public issue - that newspaper readers and advertisers should know more about this relationship to make an informed judgment on just how this company 


does treat its employees. 
In this space, The Boston Globe presents facts and information about this situation so that readers and advertisers and the public may judge for themselves. 


Background 


For more than 50 years, The Boston Globe has recognized The Boston Globe Employees Association as the legal bargaining agent for selected Globe staff, including news and 
editorial, advertising and circulation salespersons, selected computer systems personnel, accounting, security, maintenance, clerical and support ‘aff. The B.G.E.A., one of 11 
major unions represented in the workforce at the Globe, currently has some 770 full-time and 350 part-time staff at the Globe. 

Through those 50 years, the company and the union have successfully negotiated contracts time and again. 

For the last three years, however, Globe Newspaper Company and The Boston Globe Employees Association have been stalled in negotiations to reach a new contract. The 


last contract expired on December 31, 1990. 
For the last two years, these negotiations have been held under the auspices of Federal mediators. Despite that assistance, the union and management have been unable to 


reach an agreement. 


The company’s position 


In the middle of one of the toughest recessions in recent memory, the Globe, unlike many other major metropolitan newspapers, has not laid off any full-time workers. To 
reduce staff, the Globe offered some employees a generous voluntary buyout/early retirement program. About 70 employees in all, both managers and other white collar employ- 
ees, accepted the buyout in 1991 and 1992. 

Meanwhile, many other newspapers and companies throughout New England and the U.S. were laying off thousands of workers of all kinds in the interests of “downsizing.” 

The Globe in these negotiations has sought and is still seeking flexibility in this contract in ordér to remain competitive in a vastly and rapidly changing economy and indus- 
try. The company was asking for contract relief in certain key areas: telemarketing, sick time abuse, promotion language, subcontracting, and more competitive wages for future 
hires in a few selected job classifications. It is important to recognize that no current employee working at the Globe would lose any money in salary or wages. 

It is also important to note that the Globe does not and never did intend - as the union claims - “to sell the jobs of its dedicated employees at the newspaper to subcontrac- 
tors.” The issue of subcontracting was finally restricted to business projects and programs requiring a major capital investment by the company - such items as major computer 
software programs. Employees affected by this limited subcontracting would have their jobs at the Globe, including wages and benefits, guaranteed. 

The company’s position in these negotiations was - and is - that of “value given for value received.” For example, the establishment of marketplace wage-adjusted salaries - 
the so-called two-tier wage system - for selected job classifications would save the company after a considerable period of time approximately $2 million a year. Without this sav- 
ings, the company would not be in a position to offer an increase in the payments to the union’s health fund. 

As a quid pro quo for agreeing to that and the other requests by the company, the Globe was offering lifetime guaranteed jobs and the contribution of nearly a million dollars 
a year - in perpetuity - into the union’s health care fund to help employees cut their health care payments significantly. 


What the Globe offered 


The Boston Globe offered a contract to the B.G.E.A. with the following four primary elements: 

A Wage Increase _ The Globe offered this union a 9 percent wage increase over the three-year life of the contract. This was consistent with a time-honored, long-stand- 
ing, wage-pattern settlement with its other unions that has been in place for many years. 

Wages at The Boston Globe are among the top five among unionized newspapers natiowide. The average annual wage of full-time members of the B.G.E.A., without 
benefits, overtime, or bonuses, is $49,045. 

Lifetime Job Security The Globe offered more than 97 percent of the B.G.E.A. full-time membership lifetime job guarantees, by name. This portion of the offer was con- 
tained in a supplemental agreement, which meant that. this protection from layoff was guaranteed for the life of the individual. We know of no other newspaper, indeed, of no 
other company, that has offered lifetime, guaranteed jobs to its employees. In addition to this, the company guaranteed that no layoffs of any kind would happen before June 
1994 for the remaining three percent of the membership. 

More Company-Paid Health Care The company offered a 50 percent increase in the company-paid portion of the members’ health care. As a result, the company 
would initially pay 80 percent of the total health care payments for employees. 

A Better Pension Program The Globe's pension program, which is already recognized as one of the best in the newspaper industry and which is in addition to any 
Social Security benefits retirees would receive, was improved - without any cost to the employees - with an increase in the salary cap on which a person's pension is based. 

Those four items above are just the major elements of the contract offer. The offer, in addition to retroactive pay, also continued many of the following benefits received in 
prior contracts, such as: three weeks paid vacation after one year and four and five weeks for longer service; 10 paid holidays annually; an employee stock purchase plan; a 
tuition reimbursement program; paid eye exams for Video Display Terminal users; and overtime pay as appropriate, among others. 

It should be noted that Globe employees represented by the Boston Globe Employees Association also receive many of the same benefits that other Globe employees receive, 
such as on-site free parking, an on-site, company-subsidized cafeteria, and free college counseling for their children, to name a few. 


The union’s response 
This contract offer has twice been voted down by the members of the B.G.E.A. The first vote was taken in September 1992; the second, in August of this year. Following the 


second vote, the Globe withdrew its offer of lifetime job guarantees, as it told the union prior to the second vote it would do if its proposal were rejected. 


In May, an impasse 


In May of this year, after nearly two and one-half years of negotiation, after approximately 130 bargaining sessions, and after 16 months under Federal mediation, the com- 
pany declared an impasse in the negotiations. For economic and competitive reasons, we believed the company could wait no longer to implement the conditions we were seeking. 
As a result of declaring impasse, the Globe unilaterally implemented most of the provisions of the final contract offer. Retroactive pay was not provided, as the company’s 
position is that retroactivity only comes with a signed, ratified contract. Lifetime job guarantees were also not implemented. 

Globe employees, therefore, even in the absence of a signed contract, received their wage increases for the last three years, and their payments for health 
care were reduced, as the company increased its portion of paying for health care to 80 percent of the total. 

It was the Globe's view that after one of the toughest recessions ever felt in Massachusetts and New England, Globe employees should receive some increases despite three 


years of stalled negotiations. 


Our relations with other unions 
The Globe historically has had good relations with all of its labor unions. Three years ago the company successfully negotiated a round of contracts with its other unions, 


including the Electrical Workers, Teamsters, Typographers, Mailers, Garage Mechanics, and Pressmen. Many of these agreed-to contracts contain major changes in work rules, 
manning and staffing levels and jurisdictional issues sought by the Globe. In turn, “value was given” to those unions over and above the pattern wage and economic settlement 


that went to the health and pension funds of these unions. 
The company is now in another round of negotiations to renew contracts with those same unions. Those negotiations are being conducted in good faith and in a spirit of 


cooperation. Several have already been concluded, and a new wage and economic pattern has been set.

book, The Wise Use Agenda. Among its 
top 25 goals: 

* Clear-cutting old-growth and nation- 
al-forest lands. 

* Opening all public lands to mineral 
and energy production. 

* Developing national parks under the 
direction of private firms “with expertise in 
people-moving, such as Walt Disney.” 

¢ Removing “non-adaptive” species, like 
the California condor, from the protection 
they receive under the Endangered Species 
Act. 

¢ Imposing civil penalties on anyone 
who files what Wise Users would consider 
capricious lawsuits that challenge “eco- 
nomic action or development on federal 
lands.” 

The agenda struck a chord in Western 
states, where loggers and ranchers were 
becoming increasingly agitated by the eco- 
nomic uncertainties posed by environmen- 
tal-protection measures being considered 
by the federal government. For many, the 
move to protect the northern spotted owl’s 
habitat came to symbolize the govern- 
ment’s misplaced priorities: it would rather 
protect a bird’s nest than a family’s home. 

But in New England, where the public 
accepts more readily the notion of govern- 
ment-protected land, Wise Users are tak- 
ing a decidedly different tack. Instead of 
framing the issue as one of jobs versus 
owls, the movement is tapping into the in- 
herent Yankee independence and mistrust 
of government. Property rights has become 


the rallying cry from Maine to Connecticut. 


And it is under this banner 
that the Alliance for America 
has had much of its success in 
the East. 

In a special report published 
by Political Research Associ- 
ates in 1992, author William 
Kevin Burke wrote that the Al- 
liance’s emergence in 1991 
was apparently intended to 
distance Wise Users from Ron 
Arnold and Alan Gottlieb. 
Press reports revealed that 
Gottlieb had served seven 
months in prison for tax eva- 
sion and that Arnold was “a 
registered agent” for the 
American Freedom Coalition, 
an organization that received 
funding from the Reverend 
Sun Myung Moon’s Unifica- 
tion Church. 

Still, the Alliance remains in 
close contact with Arnold, 
who is frequently called on to 
deliver motivational speeches 
and provide tactical direction. Arnold and 
the Alliance for America, among other 
groups, such as the National Inholders As- 
sociation, provide local activists with legal 
assistance and ready-made media sound- 
bites. In return, they reap the political ben- 
efits of being associated with local grass- 
roots organizations. 

The tactics used in the fight against the 
Farmington River’s Wild and Scenic des- 
ignation are common. Energized by their 
victory on the Farmington, the Alliance set 
its sights on New Hampshire. Working 
with the New Hampshire Landowners’ Al- 
liance, headed by Alliance for America sec- 
retary Cheryl Johnson, Wise Users blocked 
a move to designate the Pemigewasset Riv- 
er a protected Wild and Scenic area. 

The New Hampshire Alliance and other 
property-rights groups, including the John 
Birch Society, are now fighting the North- 
ern Forest Lands Council. The council is a 
consortium of government agencies, con- 
servation groups, and paper companies 
working to protect the Big North — 26 
million acres of woods stretching through 
northern Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, and New York — from development, 
pollution, and real-estate speculators. 

Along with attending, and at times dis- 
rupting, council hearings and meetings, 
Wise Users have continued their dubious 
information campaigns. The Birch Society 
has distributed fliers warning residents: 
LAND TAKEOVER THREATENS NY, VT, NH AND 
ME! Wise Users in Maine have posted 
NORTHERN FOREST COUNCIL PUKE! signs. 

In its battles, Johnson says the informa- 
tion her group has provided has not been 
inaccurate, simply different from what’s 
been espoused by the environmental 
groups. Johnson acknowledges, though, 
that at times her group’s tactics have been 
overzealous. 

“There is no doubt there are some in the

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movement who go to the extreme, but 
sometimes you have to do that to get at- 
tention,” she says. “But there is nothing 
we’ve done that they [environmentalists]} 
haven’t done to us in spades.” 

The bottom line, Johnson says, is that 
environmentalists have strayed from their 
role as educators and have moved into the 
invasive realm of population control, land- 
use restriction, and growth management: 
“There is no end to what they’ll do. 
They’re just pushing too hard. They want 
wilderness, wilderness, and more wilder- 
ness. That seems to be their only goal.” 

And experience shows, she says, that 
seemingly tame regulations inevitably get 
prohibitively restrictive as time goes on. 
“We ran across someone in Wisconsin 
who literally could not put up a bird-feed- 
er without a permit,” she says. “That’s 
how bad they can get.” 

Wise Users like Johnson and the Birch 
Society’s Harold Shurtleff contend that 
making private property public and impos- 
ing protective regulations on its use is tan- 
tamount to unconstitutional “takings.” 
They commonly cite the Fifth Amendment, 
which states in part: “. . . nor shall private 
property be taken for public use, without 
just compensation.” 

According to Political Research Associ- 
ates, property-rights advocates have in the 
last few years introduced legislation in at 
least 27 states that attempts to expand the 
definition of takings. “If passed,” the orga- 
nization reports, “these bills would rule 
that government regulatory actions such as 
wetlands protection or even zoning restric- 
tions are ‘takings,’ and require that 
landowners be paid for the potential value 
of the land they lost due to government 
actions. A single lost taking could 
bankrupt most state regulatory agencies.” 
sgn Gregor McGregor, an envi- 
ronmental attorney with the 
Boston-based firm McGregor 
& Shea, says the efforts to al- 
ter the takings statutes show 
a failure on the part of the 
Wise Use movement to un- 
derstand the takings doctrine. 
“There is no way you can 
identify whether a taking is 
constitutional without nam- 
ing specific land,” he says. 
“You can’t do it in the ab- 
stract. The Constitution does 
not guarantee profit. It re- 
quires government to consid- 
er all practical uses. It doesn’t 
cover the wildest dreams of a 
developer.” 

McGregor believes the at- 
tempts to change the takings 
laws are, in reality, a back- 
door effort to chill environ- 
mental-protection measures. 






It remains to be seen on 
what grounds Wise Users will oppose 
Weld’s land-acquisition-and-protection 
proposal. And it’s that uncertainty that 
troubles thuse who have watched Wise 
Users wage last-minute guerrilla warfare 
against measures that were thought to 
have broad-based support. 

A spokesman for the Massachusetts Of- 
fice of Environmental Affairs, who asked 
not to be named for fear of being harassed 
by Wise Users, says the Weld administra- 
tion has not yet been contacted by move- 
ment members. 

“Our first priority is the legislative pro- 
cess and getting the bill through the legis- 
lature,” he says. “If the Wise Use move- 
ment impacts on that process, then we will 
of course pay them our due attention.” 

But environmentalists who have 
watched Wise Users in action say the best 
defense is to educate communities and 
build trust in policymakers before opposi- 
tion arises. “They depend on the emotion- 
al momentum of fear,” Frohling says. 
“There didn’t seem to be any venue for 
just trying to get the facts on the table. It 
all came down to who could outmaneuver 
whom. And if you are an environmentalist 
responding to these accusations, you’ve al- 
ready lost the battle.” 

Wise Users like Cheryl Johnson seem to 
relish the burgeoning movement’s spoiler 
role and the environmentalists’ reaction to 
it. And having the likes of Rush Limbaugh 
and George Will continually recite the 
Wise Use mantra has only strengthened 
their conviction that they wear the populist 
mantle — i.e., for too long government 
has been the unquestioning pawn of elitist 
environmentalists who don’t care a whit 
about working people. 

“The consensus is that the whole envi- 
ronmental movement has become too 
extreme,” Johnson says. “We’re the 
backlash.” Q

Bill Keating: An insider 





with a rebel streak 


by Al Giordano 


is father died on Au- 

gust 30. “We were 

very close,” says Bill 

Keating, whose moth- 

er passed away the 

day after he was 

elected to the State Senate, in 1984. “Fif- 

teen minutes before he died he was mak- 

ing jokes about my driving. It’s a bitter- 

sweet feeling if you lose parents or anyone 

close to you. A lot of people don’t have 
that.” 

Did his father know that two months 

later his son would challenge the long 

reign of Senate President Billy Bulger? 


“He knew there was tension for quite a 
while,” says Keating, a Sharon Democrat. 
“I got from him a sense that if you want to 
do something, do it. In the State House, 
you sit here and begin to think this is the 
world. ‘Hey,’ he said, ‘that’s not your 
world.’” 

But for most of William Richard Keat- 
ing’s Senate career, it has been his world. 
The first vote he cast was to retain Bulger 
as president. And he’s voted for Bulger ev- 
ery time since. Bulger appointed him 
chairman of the Steering and Policy Com- 
mittee, which under his leadership re- 
mained a burial ground for much legisla- 
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tion Bulger wanted killed. Bulger later ap- 
pointed him chairman of Taxation, an in- 
fluential committee that provides its chair 
with extra staff; Keating still heads that 
committee. 

Although he had no challengers, Demo- 
cratic or Republican, in 1992, he began 
that year with $123,000 in his campaign 
account. He raised another $63,000, 
largely from 73 political-action commit- 
tees and 39 Beacon Hill lobbyists — the 
kind of money that flows to powerful 
committee chairs. Keating spent $33,000 
of his campaign money, mostly on 
fundraising events, leasing a car, attend- 
ing the Democratic National Convention, 
in New York, and contributing money to 
local civic and sports organizations. He 
began 1993 with $153,000 in the bank. 

Keating has also maintained a lucrative 
law practice in Canton, next to his home- 
town of Sharon. According to his 1992 
State Ethics Commission report, the firm 
of Keating and Fishman brought the sena- 
tor income in excess of $100,000. (In the 
previous two years he reported earning 
less than $40,000 from the firm). That’s 
on top of his $30,000 salary as a senator 
and his $7500 stipend as a committee 
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chair. He also received between $5000 
and $10,000 as a director of the Sharon 
Credit Union. 

When Keating stood up on October 26 
and announced his challenge to Bulger, 
with the support of six other senators, the 
group called for a series of rules reforms: 
term limits for the president and leader- 
ship; roll-call votes for president; the elim- 
ination of honoraria; bipartisan scheduling 
of legislative votes; equal representation 
by Republicans and Democrats on the 
Senate Ethics Committee (an in-house 
panel not to be confused with the Ethics 
Commission); more autonomy for sena- 
tors to hire, fire, and set wages for staff; 
the right for committee chairs to sit in 
when the Ways and Means Committee 
votes on bills from their committee; and a 
rotating chairperson for the majority-party 
caucus. 

But in previous years, when these and 
other reforms were proposed in the Sen- 
ate, Keating voted against most of them, 
as did most Democratic senators. He was 
a go-along, get-along senator, with an 
easy Democratic district, who differed 
with Bulger on ideological concerns such 
as abortion rights and public aid to pri- 














vate schools, but who could almost al- 
ways be counted on to vote with the 
president on the procedural and parlia- 
mentary matters that are the daily bread 
of the state legislature. 

“I have some problems with an individ- 
ual who says they’re for reform and 
change but who hasn’t supported it,” says 
Senate Minority Leader Brian Lees (R- 
East Longmeadow). “Don’t hide behind 
the fact that you don’t like the way the in- 
stitution is run when you’ve used it for the 
last decade.” 

“The palace coup is about who’s going 
to be president, not about rules,” says 
Senator Tom Norton (D-Fall River), a 
strong Bulger partisan. “The rest is bull- 
shit.” 

Maybe so. But no one can deny that 
Keating’s challenge has already changed 
the Senate. A day after Keating joined 
with Senators Mike Barrett (D-Cam- 
bridge), Bob Havern (D-Arlington), Dan 
Leahy (D-Lowell), Mike Morrissey (D- 
Quincy), Lois Pines (D-Newton), and Di- 
anne Wilkerson (D-Roxbury) to rise up 
against the Senate president, Bulger ap- 
pointed a rules-reform committee com- 
posed of five “uncommitted” freshman 
senators. 

More significant, Keating has brought 
public attention to the Senate and its 40 
members, and stolen the banner of change 
from Massachusetts Republicans and their 
leader, Governor William Weld. 

History is made by men and women 
who take risks, who stand up, usually 
alone, and change the context of events 
— from Rosa Parks, who refused to sit at 
the back of a segregated bus, to Lech 
Walesa, who stood up on a wall and 
punched out a Polish Communist Party 
leader in front of a crowd of angry ship- 
yard workers in Gdansk. Like Parks and 
Walesa before hint, Keating may be in the 
right place at the right time. 

In the weeks before he fired the shot 
heard ’round the:State House, Keating 
was one of a number of senators who had 
privately complained about Bulger’s rule, 
and who had talked discreetly among 
themselves about what would happen if 
the president suddenly retired. They fret- 
ted over what they perceived as a pending 
attempt by Bulger to name his successor. 

Keating, Pines, and Havern met in early 
October to -plot.a coup; The three sena- 
tors went down the list and discussed how 
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they thought each senator would eventual- 
ly vote on a contest for the presidency. At 
the Democratic issues convention, in 
Worcester, on October 16, Keating 
passed out copies of a Phoenix story about 
the behind-the-scenes jockeying within 
the Senate (“Talking Politics,” News, Oc- 
tober 8), and subsequent articles in daily 
newspapers. After the convention, the 
three senators met a second time. 

Days later, according to Havern, Keat- 
ing called and said, “I’m going.” 

“He was the first one who had an incli- 
nation to go right at Bulger quickly,” says 
Havern. “You’ve got to have big ones to 
do this. 

“Most revolutions only last a night,” says 
Havern. “It’s going to be a big headache 
for those in the status quo. You’re only in 
the middle because you’re with Bulger. 
The Republicans have been co-opted. The 
only minority party now is us.” 


Retail politics 


It was the nation’s bicentennial, 1976, 
when State Representative Larry 
Buxbaum (D-Sharon) announced he was 
leaving the legislature for a post in the 
Dukakis administration. Keating was 23, 
two years out of Boston College, working 
at the Sharon Post Office. He faced two 
selectmen from Foxborough (the other 
town in the legislative district) for the 
Democratic nomination. “I knocked,” 
says Keating, “on every door in the dis- 
trict.” 

He entered the House in January 
1977 and became a loyal supporter of 
House Speaker Tommy McGee (D- 
Lynn). Keating was soon rewarded with 
a leadership position: vice-chairman of 
the Election Laws Committee, and after 
that vice-chairman of the Criminal Jus- 
tice Committee. 

Keating’s brother, Jim, is a cop in 
Sharon. Though Keating has a mostly lib- 
eral voting record, he has been hawkish 
on crime. Laws he’s sponsored include 
those that increased penalties against ju- 
venile murderers, drug dealers, obscenity- 
law violators, and those who write bad 
checks. He’s been presented awards by 
the Massachusetts Police Association, 
Massachusetts DARE Officers, and the 
Massachusetts Bar Association. 

Keating has made a specialty of provid-

Leader Lou Bertonazzi (D-Milford), a Bulger loyalist, began 1992 with $55,922 
in the bank, and raised another $22,737. The committee spent only $27,154 to 
help Bulger’s friends in the Senate, leaving it with $31,505 in the bank. 

A Committee To Retain a Democratic Senate is on file at OCPF, with 
William M. Bulger listed as its treasurer. But for all of 1992, the committee had 
less than $150 in its account at the South Boston Savings Bank. This group 
clearly took a back seat to Bertonazzi’s team. 

Keating’s own fundraising during past campaigns came largely from PACs 
and lobbyists (see “Bill Keating: An Insider with a Rebel Streak,” facing page) who 
will be reluctant to donate to an anti-Bulger campaign, so he'll be setting up a 
very different kind of fundraising apparatus. Sources say he’s negotiating with 
direct-mail and telemarketing consultants to raise dollars from pro-choicers, 
gays and lesbians, good-government advocates, and rank-and-file Bulger- 


haters. 


“We don’t know whether to give money to both sides or neither,” says one

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‘Michael Goldman: A hired 
‘gun who needs a victory

n the surface there 
are two primary com- 
batants in the month- 
old battle for control 
of the Massachusetts 
Senate — Bill Keat- 
ing, the 41-year-old suburban liberal, and 
Bill Bulger, the 59-year-old Southie boss 
who’s run the joint for the past 15 years. 

At stake are two careers and at least 
one legacy. If Keating’s bid to wrest the 
Senate presidency from Bulger fails, he 
will, at best, be relegated to anonymous 
back-bencher status — another bloody 
loser mangled by the windmill at which he 
tilted. If Bulger is defeated, the second- 
most-powerful man in state politics may 
be remembered no more fondly than de- 
posed House Speaker Tom McGee — as 
an aging autocrat who, like a fool, stayed 
too long. 

But there is a third man in on this 
bloody brawl, one with perhaps as much 
to lose as either senator. He is Michael 
Goldman, the 44-year-old Democratic 
political consultant and 
spinmeister who — by dint 
of hard work and an eter- 
nally flapping tongue — 
transformed himself from a 
working-class Malden kid 
destined for the family un- 
dertaking business into the 
middle-age Marblehead 
resident with higher name 
recognition than most of 
his clients. 

For Goldman, there’s got 
to be a sense of déja vu 
here, of replaying George 
Keverian’s successful 1984 
revolt against McGee, 
which put Goldman’s ca- 
reer on the map. But even 
Goldman understands that 
Bulger is a more formidable foe than was 
the verbally challenged House Speaker, 
and that the Senate, because of its small 
size, is easier for a leader to bend to his 
will. For these and other reasons, the 
Keating team is skittish about giving 
Goldman too public a role in this fight. 

“Right off the bat, they’re trying to de- 
flect the spin from the real issues,” says 
Keating, accusing his opponents of creat- 
ing a diversion by focusing on Goldman’s 
role as Svengali. Then Keating pauses. 
“I’m helping fuel the kind of story I’m 
trying to kill,” he moans. 

But Goldman is already knee-deep in 
the battle against his old foe Bulger. In a 
November 15 Boston Globe column, John 
Ellis called Bulger’s challengers a “motley 
crew, guided . . . by political consultant 
Michael Goldman.” Channel 56 political 
analyst Jon Keller called Goldman Keat- 
ing’s “puppeteer” in a November 7 col- 
umn in the Globe’s City Weekly. And 
during the November 6 Senate debate on 
redistricting, after Keating got up and de- 
livered a speech urging members to 
“stand up” to Bulger, Senator Walter 
Boverini (D-Lynn) angrily retorted, “I 
don’t have a PR man to write my stuff,” a 
transparent reference to Goldman. 

Publicly, Goldman hews to the Keating 
line, minimizing his role in the insurrec- 
tion and worrying that he, rather than 
Senate governance, may become the is- 
sue. But this is a crossroads campaign for 
Goldman, who, despite all his notoriety, 
has a checkered won-lost record and has 
only steered one statewide candidate — 
Attorney General Scott Harshbarger — 
across the finish line. 

“I think he sees some of the same dy- 
namics as in the Keverian race,” says 
North Shore Sunday political columnist 
and long-time Goldman-watcher Howard 
Iverson, who thinks the consultant is hun- 
gry for another marquee victory. 

Adds another observer, solemnly: “He 
needs this win. He really does.”

dia outlets in Worcester and Springfield is 
idling outside the State House, but Gold- 
man is having some trouble lining up the 
troops for the waiting TV cameras. State 
Senator Mike Barrett (D-Cambridge), on 
hand to see the bus off, is indisposed in 
the men’s room. And Senators Bob Hav- 
ern (D-Arlington) and Lois Pines (D- 
Newton) have yet to show. 

“She made me run around and get a 
bagel with light cream cheese,” a chuck- 
ling Goldman says, referring to a request 
Pines had made earlier. “Do you know 
how rough it is to find light cream 
cheese?” 

For those reporters tagging along, the 
tour looks like a trip through the sausage 
factory. There’s a weird scene at the 
Worcester Telegram & Gazette as print re- 
porters and a New England Cable News 
cameraman crowd around a phone to 
record Keating doing an interview with 
Worcester radio talk host Upton Bell. By 
the time the troupe arrives in Springfield, 
Senators Michael Morrissey (D-Quincy) 
and Havern have departed, 
leaving only Pines and 
Keating to tell the press 
why it’s time for Bulger to 
go. And then there’s the 
TV appearance with 
Springfield talkmaster Dan 
Yorke. Introducing himself 
off-camera as “Mister 
Fuckin’ Springfield,” 
Yorke grills Pines and 
Keating in a style that’s 
part Don Rickles, part 
Morton Downey Jr. 

But at the end of the 
day, the press caravan has 
paid the hoped-for divi- 
dend: coverage in the 
Boston Globe, the Boston 
Herald, the Telegram & 
Gazette, and the Springfield Union News. 
Reports on the major Boston TV stations. 
A slew of radio stories in Springfield. And 
appearances on the Bell and Yorke shows. 

At every stop, the insurgents chant the 
mantra of change. Goldman can only 
hope the Keating revolution will be as 
successful as the Keverian revolt. 

Some of the similarities are obvious. 
Both McGee and Bulger were press-wary 
insiders who ruled with an iron fist. In 
both cases, the rebels wrapped themselves 
in the mantle of rules reform. And in both 
fights, the challengers’ strategy involved 
enlisting the media in their battle. 

But Bulger is considerably more so- 
phisticated than McGee. And given the 
tighter control the leadership can exercise 
over the 40-member Senate — as op- 
posed to the 160-person House — no 
one is betting on a Keating win just yet. 

“Anyone who boilerplates any fight is 
doomed,” says Goldman, rejecting the 
idea that this battle can be won with the 
Keverian playbook. “To the degree that 
William Bulger is much more facile and 
capable of understanding this fight than 
McGee, that’s a factor.” 

One basic dynamic underscores this 
contest, even if neither side will say so 
publicly: there is no love lost between Bil- 
ly Bulger and Michael Goldman. 

“Apparently there’s a lot of antagonism 
personally for reasons that have nothing 
to do with this effort,” says Lois Pines, 
who has been close to both men. “I don’t 
know the basis.” 

“I’ve never had a conversation with Bil- 
ly Bulger,” says Goldman. “I don’t dislike 
him. I presume issues we differ on make 
it difficult for him to understand who I 
am, what I do.” Several years ago, in an 
offhand comment to a reporter, Bulger 
remarked, perhaps more out of frustra- 
tion than admiration, “I’ve never beaten 
Michael Goldman.” 

Bulger, when contacted by the Phoenix, 
had no comment on Goldman, although 
it’s obvious Bulger’s supporters would 
like to leave the impression that the Sen- 
ate president barely wastes a thought on 
the consultant. That’s not surprising giv- 
en Bulger’s obvious disdain for people 
who make their living advising politicians

next year. True to form, though, Bulger appointed a com- 
mittee that consists of five freshmen. 

If he wants it, Bulger almost certainly has lifetime tenure 
as the senator from Boston’s First Suffolk District. But his 
hold on the presidency is being challenged by Senator 
William Keating (D-Sharon), who has promised to make 
Bulger an issue in every senatorial race in 1994. With 
statewide and legislative elections focusing the voters, and 
populist measures such as campaign-finance reform and 
term limits likely to appear on the ballot, the 1994 election 
may also become a referendum on Bulger. 

Despite the way Bulger carefully protects his image 
among his peers at the State House — charming them with 
his self-deprecating, ironic humor when he can, bludgeon- 
ing them when he must — he has disdained the process of 
public image-building. The fact is, despite his stands on 
such litmus-test issues as choice and gay rights, many of 
Bulger’s positions could come right out of the Brattle Street 
handbook. His support for the arts, for a clean Boston Har- 
bor, for children and the poor, and for a first-class public 
transportation system are just a few examples. But this sup- 
port is inevitably accompanied by patronage of a less savory 
kind, and the public has grown tired of Bulger’s relatives 
and friends clogging the payrolls of the very agencies he has 
protected from short-sighted budget-cutters. 

A statewide poll reported in the Phoenix last week shows 
that the 59-year-old Bulger is viewed unfavorably by 49 
percent of the respondents (only 13 percent viewed him fa- 
vorably), and that 37 percent would likely oppose a pro- 
Bulger Senate candidate in next year’s election (five per- 
cent would support such a candidate). In Boston, 52 per- 
cent of those polled see him negatively. 

It all comes back to power — the way Bulger has exer- 
cised it, and the perception that he is even more powerful 
than he really is. After all, as Bulger himself has said, the 
perception of power is power. Merely by precipitating a se- 
rious challenge, Bulger has suffered a defeat of sorts. Nev- 
er again will his power seem as secure and as pervasive. If 
Bulger loses his gavel, or is forced to accept limits to his 
power, it will be because, as a person with a long history of 
observing the State House says, the “black part of his soul 
is so intimately tied in with his public persona that it’s the 
black part we see.” 

And what we see is, too often, too vivid. Bulger’s person- 
al vendettas over the years make the point. 


Getting mad, getting even 


In 1981 Bulger promised Governor’s Councilor Patrick 
“Sonny” McDonough, then on his deathbed, that he would 
get a job for McDonough’s son as an assistant clerk in the 
Boston Housing Court. Bulger was confident in making 
such a promise: he believed the court’s chief justice, 
George Daher, had made a commitment. 

For whatever reason — Daher no longer discusses the 
case — the job did not materialize. In the next state bud- 
get, the housing court’s administrative account vanished

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entirely. For years thereafter, the funds for Daher’s court 
were routinely killed in the Senate — an action that con- 
tinues to this day. It reached the point that, from 1983 to 
1987, Governor Michael Dukakis did not even offer the 
money in his budget; they were added on the House floor 
and removed when the spending bill reached the Senate. 

In an instantly famous, if ill-considered, eruption in the 
Boston Herald in 1987, Daher said of presidential candi- 
date Dukakis, “How can he stand up to the Russians if he 
can’t stand up to a corrupt midget?” That prompted a 
stern reprimand from the Supreme Judicial Court (which 
oversees judicial conduct), Bulger’s undying enmity, and 
an ever-recurring line for Herald columnist and WHDH 
Radio talk-show host Howie Carr. 

Said Bulger of Daher that same year: “I thought he 
should honor his commitment. I honestly believed he made 
a commitment. . . . I mean, we are supposed to be men of 
our word.” It seemed not to matter to Bulger that his 
working-class constituents, who had often been protected 
by the housing court, were the most harmed. 

The Daher matter also spilled over into one of the most 
damaging episodes of Bulger’s career. 

State Senator Alan Sisitsky (D-Springfield) was livid 
over the Daher vendetta. For months in 1981, he railed 
against Bulger from the floor and through the media. He 
even claimed Bulger had played a nasty joke on him, forc- 
ing Sisitsky to fly back to Boston from Seattle for a non- 
existent special session. Sisitsky’s behavior became more 
and more disruptive. 

Former state senator George Bachrach (D-Cambridge) 
— who ran against Bulger for the Senate presidency in 
1985 and lost, but who generally says nice things about 
Bulger these days — recalls that Bulger “would wait for it 
[a Sisitsky outburst] to pass and then move on. But he also 
did not want to resolve the housing-court issue in a way to 
deal with Sisitsky.” Bulger just wouldn’t give on Daher. 

Eventually Sisitsky suffered what was publicly described 
as a nervous breakdown, and the Senate expelled him from 
the chamber. To this day, Bulger foes believe he precipitat- 
ed Sisitsky’s personal crisis. Whatever the truth, the per- 
ception remains that it was Bulger’s nefarious doing. 

Bulger’s feuds with such political rivals as former Boston 
mayor Ray Flynn, former attorney general Francis Bellotti, 
and current State Treasurer Joseph Malone are well 
known. Such antagonisms are a routine part of any politi- 
cal power game. 

The confrontation he had in 1990 with attorneys Alan 
Dershowitz and Harvey Silverglate, however, reveals a 
more clever side of Bulger. That year Bulger’s chief aide, 
Paul Mahoney, was nominated to be a district-court judge. 
The two lawyers condemned the appointment, calling Ma- 


honey, .whe they charged was, anti-Semiti¢, ancthug/amdop 
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Bulger’s “henchman.” 

On the day the Governor’s Council took 
up Mahoney’s nomination, Bulger ap- 
peared at the meeting and called Der- 
showitz and Silverglate “true, true con- 
nivers.” The lawyers then accused Bulger 
himself of anti-Semitism; Bulger’s allies re- 
torted the two lawyers were guilty of anti- 
Irish prejudice against Mahoney. The fight 
spilled into the press, with the nastiness 
continuing for several weeks. All attention 
was focused on Bulger v. Dershowitz et all. 

Lost in the commotion — and accord- 
ing to insiders the real motive for Bulger’s 
comments — was that, by turning the is- 
sue into a tribal matter, Bulger deflected 
the heat from Mahoney, who ended up 
winning the Governor’s Council’s unani- 
mous endorsement. 


Record of achievement 


The way Bulger exercises his power is 
not always malignant. If he has aggrieved 
many, he has also achieved much. 

One of Bulger’s principal achievements 
was guiding to passage the 1985 legislation 
creating the Massachusetts Water Re- 
sources Authority, thus preventing the fed- 
eral courts from throwing Greater Boston’s 
water-and-sewer system into receivership 
in order to clean up Boston Harbor. The 
MWRA bill prompted an editorial in the 
Globe, Bulger’s personal béte noire, that 
said: “Among the state’s political leaders, 
few have worked on behalf of Boston Har- 
bor as consistently, and to such effect, as 
Senate President William M. Bulger.” 

Bulger won universal acclaim for lead- 
ing the legislature to resolve the fiscal cri- 
sis that ended Dukakis’s stint and began 
Weld’s. 

Bulger also earns praise for selecting 
Chester Atkins (D-Concord), Patricia Mc- 
Govern (D-Lawrence), and, currently, 
Thomas Birmingham (D-Chelsea) to chair 
the Ways and Means Committee. Citizens 
for Limited Taxation executive director 
Barbara Anderson — the force behind 
Proposition 22, which drastically cut local 
property taxes — says it was Atkins who 
“made 2’ work” by increasing state aid to 
cities and towns. 

Most observers consider McGovern a 
worthy successor to Atkins. But Bulger 
does not get high marks for the way he 
treated her. 


McGovern “helped open up the process ° 


for the rest of us,” says one of her former 
colleagues. “Of course, she got killed for 
it.” According to someone close to Mc- 
Govern, Bulger did not want such an open 
system and especially did not like the fa- 
vorable publicity that was starting to come 
McGovern’s way. Bulger began leaving her 
off important joint conference committees 
and deliberately pushed her farther from 
the center of power. McGovern did not 
seek re-election in 1992. 

To some extent Bulger exercises his 
power out of concern for those he sees as 
powerless. His childhood in a South Bos- 
ton housing project helped shape an agen- 
da of standing up for his poor and blue- 
collar constituents in Southie and for the 
working class throughout the state. 

As president, Bulger rarely votes. But as 
a state representative from 1961 to 1970 
and a rank-and-file senator from 1971 
through 1977, he recorded enough votes 
to reveal a consistent philosophy. 

As a rep, Bulger won passage of a law 
requiring doctors to report suspected cas- 
es of child abuse. He filed numerous bills 
to strengthen child-abuse laws. In 1974 
he voted against a bill allowing landlords 
to collect rent directly from the state wel- 
fare department. The same year he voted 
for a bond issue to develop housing for 
the handicapped. In 1976 he backed $4.5 
million for a summer youth-jobs program. 
In 1991 he cast a rare floor vote against 
cutting funds for the state’s Office for 
Children. 

In 1985 he urged the legislature to pro- 
vide immediate funding for 144 additional 
beds for the homeless at the Long Island 
Shelter. In 1990 he helped create a special 
section at Boston City Hospital for chil- 
dren with AIDS. 

A year later, just the threat of legislation 
from Bulger spurred Boston Edison to 
convert its South Boston plant from oil to 
gas, thus reducing the pollution that resi- 
dents said was causing sickness in the 
neighborhood. 

Over the years he has consistently 
sought more federal money for public 
housing. For the benefit of his neighbors 
in East Boston, he has voted against Lo- 
gan Airport expansion. In 1974 he voted 
to increase the state minimum wage. Both 
before and after his appointment in 1983 
to the 
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Boston Public Library Board of 


Trustees, he has supported more funding 
for all public libraries in the state. 

It was also in 1991, under Weld, that 
Bulger won his 10-year fight to allow pub- 
lic access to beaches behind private resi- 
dences, between the low- and high-tide 
marks. 

Bulger reflects the socially conservative 
side of his constituency as well. 

In 1974 and again in 1978 he voted in 
favor of restoring the death penalty. (A 
death-penalty bill has never passed in the 
Senate, however, and some observers be- 
lieve he has worked behind the scenes to 
keep it that way.) In 1974 he voted against 
a ban on handguns, but in 1989 he voted 
against an amendment that would have 
gutted a ban on assault weapons. 

Bulger’s position on fiscal issues is more 
liberal. 

In 1985 he voted for the graduated in- 
come tax and supported it again in a 1992 
procedural vote. In 1983 he backed a pro- 
posal to double the amount people can 
earn before paying income tax. In 1990 he 
supported an increase in income and gaso- 
line taxes, which passed, as well as a new 
tax on professional services, including his 
favorite whipping boys, the print media, 
which was rescinded. He’s also shown he’s 
not particularly concerned about the dem- 
ocratic process when he sees a need for 
new taxes: in 1991 he said he would rather 
allow the Chelsea mayor and aldermen to 
override Proposition 2'2 without the re- 
quired citywide referendum than send the 
city into receivership. Ultimately, of 
course, Chelsea did fall into the hands of a 
state-appointed receiver. 

Despite such fiscal liberalism, though, 
Barbara Anderson says “he has never been 
anti-business. He must. have some basic 
understanding of how business works.” As 
well as what business wants. 

He fought off an increase in the capital- 
gains tax as well as the imposition of a 
unitary tax, which basically treats Massa- 
chusetts-based businesses as single entities 
for tax purposes even if some of their op- 
erations are located elsewhere. Richard 
Manley, the retired president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Taxpayers Foundation, credits 
him with “reducing the estate tax, which 
was the most punitive in the United 
States,” especially for the very rich. 


Mr. President 


The Senate presidency itself gives its oc- 
cupant great power, and Bulger has been 
more than willing to twist it toward his 
own ends. Such was the case in 1982. 

It was another one of those typical late 
nights at the end of the session, when 
many of the 8000 or so bills filed in the 
legislature every year are disposed of by 
voice vote or a quick gavel and death in 
committee. 

David Locke, of Wellesley, then the Re- 
publican leader, was sitting close to the 
rostrum. 

“Over the years, I had developed an un- 
canny ability to hear the words droning 
from the clerk, which was often the only 
way I knew what was happening,” he re- 
calls. Under Senate rules, the president 
controls the agenda and, as often as not, 
what appears on the printed calendar 
bears no relationship to what is actually 
taken up. Just as routinely, despite Senate 
rules, bills are acted on without ever ap- 
pearing in print. 

Controlling the flow of legislation is one 
of three significant sources of power built 
into the Senate presidency. The president 
single-handedly appoints all committee 
chairs and, with them, the attendant pay 
bonus. All 32 Democrats in the Senate 
chair a committee. Bulger can even create 
committees to help keep senators in the 
fold, as he did this past June with a brand- 
new Science and Technology Committee 
for Springfield’s Linda Melconian. 

The president is the spigot for all inter- 
nal Senate funding. Even personal staffs 
are employees of the Senate, not of the in- 
dividual senators. “If you need a typewrit- 
er ribbon,” says one GOP senator, “you 
don’t call maintenance, you call the presi- 
dent’s office.” 

Moreover, few senators have either the 
interest or the knowledge to outmaneuver 
Bulger. Or the longevity. Of the 40 sena- 
tors in office when Bulger became presi- 
dent, in January 1978, only Walter Boveri- 
ni (D-Lynn) and Robert Wetmore (D- 
Barre) remain. For that matter, the current 
Senate includes 13 freshmen, the largest 
rookie class ever. (These numbers are also 
an interesting debating point against term 
limits — an initiative Bulger killed by par- 
liamentary maneuver last year.) 

The president’s unilateral control, says

| one current senator, “may not create loy- 
| alty, but it sure creates obligation.” 


Obligingly, senators often acquiesce to 
the president. At the same time, Bulger 


| frequently provides plausible deniability 


for the members by allowing voice votes 


| on tough issues or by simply burying the 
| matter in committee. “He gave us cover,” 


says George Bachrach. “We wanted exact- 


| ly what he did.” 


Voice votes are also used to benefit spe- 
cial interests. 

So, on this night in 1982, when Locke 
heard the speed-talking clerk mutter the 
words “convention-center authority,” he 
perked up. “The bill wasn’t even in print,” 
sniffs Locke. At the rostrum, Bulger im- 
mediately sent the bill to committee, which 
quickly sent it to Ways and Means, which 
in turn discharged it overnight back to the 
Senate, which promptly approved it and 
sent it to the House. All in one 24-hour 


| period. 


The bill created the Massachusetts Con- 
vention Center Authority — and lifetime 
tenure for the position of executive direc- 
tor, which was promptly filled by Bulger’s 
pal Francis Joyce. 

“It was absolutely absurd to create a 


| new state authority without input from the 


members,” says Locke. The howls of 


| protest kept the bill locked up in the 


House for three years until, in Locke’s 


| words, “Bulger put superglue on it and at- 
| tached it to the Tregor [Boston bailout] 
bill that the House had to have.” 


This is also how Bulger extends his 


| power beyond his own chamber. “He al- 


ways makes sure there is something in 


| there [the conference-committee report] 


that the House cannot live without,” says 
Barbara Anderson. 

Even when the ends are justified, Bul- 
ger’s means sometimes aren’t. 

Earlier this year, just when it appeared 
that a new Boston Garden was finally go- 
ing to be built, Bulger blocked the autho- 
rizing bill at the 11th hour. Bulger waited 
for days to explain his actions, adding to 
the uncertainty over the project’s fate and 
to speculation about his motives. Bulger fi- 
nally explained that the bill cut too sweet a 
deal on a loan for the Garden developers 
and that he was merely acting in the public 
interest. 

In a masterful piece of irony for the 
godfather of the convention center, Bulger 
told the press: “When someone is asking 
for something very fast and wants you to 
act very fast, then everything should be 
fully explained.” 

Democracy is a rowdy, cantankerous, 
and often silly form of government, but in 
the end the people usually get what they 
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want. Unless Billy Bulger is in charge. 

In 1992, all the supporters of term lim- 
its wanted was a chance to put the issue to 
the voters. That’s why they gathered more 
than 70,000 signatures to put it on the 
ballot. But first it had to get through the 
legislature meeting as a constitutional con- 
vention. Fat chance. 

One rule governing such conventions 
says: “If the two houses are in joint session 
ten minutes before their hour of meeting 
of either branch, the President shall de- 
clare an adjournment.” At the final session 
of the 1992 ConCon, Senator Paul White 
(D-Dorchester), a Bulger ally, took the 
floor for a long speech. White finished his

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There is also the question of whether 
Bulger the politician can rise above Bulger 
the man. He has never been able to put his 
anger and resentments behind him — 
whether it be Judge Daher or the trauma of 
busing. Just last May, after a nasty con- 
frontation among residents in South Bos- 
ton over integrating the neighborhood’s 
housing projects (a confrontation that blew 
up following a riot at South Boston High 
School), Bulger defended angry whites 
with an almost-verbatim repeat of a speech 
he gave against busing in 1975. 

As a legislator, Bulger’s record is mixed. 
He has always seen himself as acting for 
the public good.

power. Now that image may be his undoing. 


speech 10 minutes before the House was 
due to convene, Bulger invoked the rule, 
and term limits was dead. 

Said Bulger at the time: “Everybody 
who gets signatures on a petition doesn’t 
have the right to insist that we rubber- 
stamp it and put it on the ballot.” 

Well, the purpose of initiative petitions 
is to get stuff on the ballot that legislatures 
won't touch. Bulger’s peculiar logic merely 
underscores his aloofness in his citadel of 
power. 

Whatever his railings against his critics, 
Bulger painted his own portrait. It’s his 
actions that have obscured the good he has 
done and highlighted the bad and the ugly. 

Many in the State House now believe 
Bulger will clean up his act in 1994. He 
has announced his intention to seek re- 
election and battle Keating and must, 
therefore, do something to change his im- 
age and the Senate’s. But 33 years cannot 
be undone in 13 months. 


In a 1985 speech at Boston College that 
could stand as his self-definition, Bulger 
said of the Greek orator Demosthenes: 
“There was a man who gave himself un- 
sparingly to the common good of his coun- 
try. There was a man who adhered to prin- 
ciple and who relied on common sense in 
his statesmanship. There was a man who 
meant what he said and said what he 


meant. Yes, and there. was a man who," 


when fortune was unkind, knew that he 
had done his best, and had done it un- 
selfishly.” 

But there, too, is Bulger, a man who is 
remembered less for his accomplishments 
than for his methods, and less for his 
record than his arrogance. It is a stark and 
unforgiving image. 

“Billy Bulger,” says George Bachrach, 
“will never outlive Daher and Sisitsky. He 
will never outlive shutting down the Con- 
Con on term limits. He will never outlive 
his own reputation.” Q

ing constituent services, using the power 
of his office to cut red tape for citizens. 
Take, for instance, Joe Chapman, 63, of 
Canton, who, when he met Keating, 
weighed 412 pounds and could not per- 
suade Medicaid to pay for an operation to 
close up his stomach. “This was a life- 
threatening situation,” recalls Chapman. 
“Bill worked very hard on it. He arranged 
with Medicaid to let me have this opera- 
tion. It was ruled as life-threatening. Since 
then, I’ve lost 162 pounds. I have never 
heard of anyone who was in real trouble 
who wasn’t helped by Bill Keating.” 

Keating has used his office to raise mon- 
ey for causes, including a child who need- 
ed a new liver and kidney, a group home 
owned by parents of the mentally retarded 
residents, and a home for unwed mothers, 
and to pass legislation in response to spe- 
cific constituents’ problems. For instance, 
he sponsored a bill regulating the use of 
phosphate, a fertilizer, after a resident of 
his district complained about out-of-con- 
trol algae growth in the lake behind his 
home. His sponsorship of a law providing 
for scoliosis screening came after a mom 
in his district called to talk about her kid’s 
problems with the condition. 

Legislators get far too much credit, 
though, for constituent services. In many 
cases they are cutting red tape of their own 
collective making, providing access to gov- 
ernment that ought to be available to ev- 
eryone without having to go through a 
politician. Keating’s eagerness to help with 
constituent services, responsive though the 
man may be, comes with the job of belong- 
ing to a legislative club that, collectively, 
doesn’t do its job. 

But those who have followed the career 
of 41-year-old Bill Keating tell of another 
strong instinct — a rebel streak that they 
say is backed by his courage. 

In the fall of 1983, the House was 
rocked by its own leadership struggle. Ma- 
jority Leader George Keverian (D-Ev- 
erett), in tandem with Representative 
Charlie Flaherty (D-Cambridge), an- 
nounced they would challenge Speaker 
McGee — a challenge that ultimately sac- 
ceeded. 

Keating was the first of McGee’s team 
to resign his leadership post and an- 
nounce his support of the insurrection. In 
another blow against the Speaker, Keat- 
ing and then-Representative Nick Paleol- 
ogos (D-Woburn) co-sponsored the bill 
mandating televised gavel-to-gavel cover- 
age of House proceedings, a program that 
still airs on Channel 44 each day the 
House is in session. 

Republican leader Lees has seized upon

Keating’s votes against allowing commer- 
cial TV cameras on the floor of the Senate 
| to imply that Keating has opposed televis- 
| ing Senate proceedings. But Keating has 
been one of the leading advocates of gav- 
el-to-gavel coverage. The Senate has 
spent more than $1 million installing TV 
equipment, but Bulger has so far succeed- 
ed in delaying the broadcast of Senate de- 
liberations. 

“Billy [Keating] has always been a sup- 
porter of TV,” says Paleologos, who now 
| produces films and plays. “I don’t find 
| his stand currently in favor of television 
| in the Senate inconsistent with his record 
| in the House. If the yardstick of his alle- 
| giance to rules reform is going to be his 
| record in the House, then it’s a pretty 
good one.” 

The early ’80s were the years of bud- 





| getary nightmare, after the voters approved 
| Proposition 21, in 1980. The referendum 


mandated huge cuts in local property taxes 


| — and city and town officials were looking 
| to Beacon Hill to bail them out. Keating 


joined with Republicans and renegade 


| Democrats in supporting the “Better Bud- 
| get” put together by then-House Minority 
| Leader Bill Robinson (R-Melrose). In so 
| doing, they rejected the budget submitted 
| by the Ways and Means Committee, which 
| was then chaired by Mike Creedon (D- 


Brockton), now one of Bulger’s most loyal 
senators. Much of the “Better Budget,” 
which provided for a big increase in local 
aid, was included in the final budget. “Bill 


| was in the thick of that,” remembers one of 


the rebel Dems. “He was an early re- 
former, even before Keverian.” 

Even in the heat of that bitter battle, 
Keating maintained relationships with 
McGee supporters, not to mention his 


' sense of humor. During one late-night 


session when legislators were particularly 
irritable, Keating and Representative 
Kevin Fitzgerald (D-Jamaica Plain), a 
McGee supporter, grabbed a bicycle- 
built-for-two that a legislator had assem- 


| bled in his office as a Christmas present 
| for his kids. Keating and Fitzgerald 
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donned dark sunglasses and pedaled in 
tandem onto the House floor, a la Blues 
Brothers Dan Aykroyd and John Belushi. 
They and other reps launched into a half- 
hour comedy routine, parodying the ten- 
sions in the House. 

Keating is also a bit of a practical joker. 
During the filming of the motion picture 
The Verdict at the State House, Keating 
engineered a prank on then-Representa- 
tive Mike Morrissey. A man claiming to be 
a producer with Polymer Productions en- 
listed Morrissey as an extra. But when 
Morrissey told Keating he was about to 
cancel all his appointments to take part in 
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pee; and Dennis Baker, of Westminster. 
“Keating is much more liberal than I am,” 
says Morrissey. “But the five of us became 
best of friends.” 


lone wolves 


The Senate is a body that does not 
breed that kind of bonding among the in- 
mates. Each senator inherits a private of- 
fice and staff. All Democratic senators au- 
tomatically become committee chairs. Like 
the Knights of the Round Table, they are 
seated in circular formation, beneath the 
huge chandelier and gold-lettered banner

the filming, Keating 
quickly confessed. “I had 
to tell him the truth,” re- 
members Keating. “But I 
paid for it. For months 
after that, every time a 
reporter called who I did 
not know, I thought it 
was him. You don’t see 
much of that spirit in the 
State House these days.” 

While returning from 
Springfield on his recent

Senators are lone wolves who, for the 
most part, don’t like or trust each other. 
They need the permission of the Senate 
president to hire, fire, and set salaries for 
their staff. Indeed, the president’s ap- 
proval is required for the most mundane 
matters, right down to buying a box of pa- 
per clips. This bizarre dynamic breeds in- 
security among members. Outside the 
chambers they are kings and queens, 
feasting off the public perception of their 
power. But the dirty little secret of the 
Massachusetts Senate is that, on the in- 
side, they are mere serfs. 

Keating’s challenge to Bulger has ripped 
the illusory curtain off the Senate, training 
the klieg lights on a group of individuals 
who prefer to work in relative darkness. 
Keating’s October 26 announcement for 
an election that may not happen until Jan- 
uary 1995 actually comes later, by com- 
parison, than Keverian’s 1983 challenge to 
McGee. Even so, his timing has angered 
some of his colleagues. 

“It’s much too early,” complains Sena- 
tor Stan Rosenberg (D-Amherst), “be- 
cause it essentially now places everything 
we do in the context of a contest that isn’t 
going to happen for 14 months. It could 
lead to paralyzing the branch, resulting in 
us getting little or nothing done.” 

Rosenberg served for more than a 
decade on the Senate staff of his predeces- 
sor, John Olver, a Bulger loyalist who now 
sits in Congress. Rosenberg has also been 
sharply critical of Keating’s use of political 
consultant Michael Goldman, who attend- 
ed third grade with Rosenberg in Malden. 
“This new dynamic will change the context 
of the debate away from the subject matter 
and to the politics,” says Rosenberg. “We 
were all put into a tailspin and had to sort 
out what was going on.” 

“I believe a false choice is being creat- 
ed,” adds Rosenberg, who represents a lib- 
eral district and has voted against Bulger 
on social issues like abortion rights and 
school choice. “You’re either with Bulger, 
which is the status quo and tyranny, or 
you’re with Keating, which means reform 
and opening the process. It ignores some 
very fundamental things, like no one else

can run. It assumes the only way to get 
change is by supporting one particular 
candidate.” 

“Some folks are saying this will detract 
from many of the issues, and I would 
agree,” says Senator Mark Montigny (D- 
New Bedford). “On the other hand, in any 
kind of crisis or turmoil, there’s potential 
for learning and opportunity.” 

“The Senate has always been very 
staid,” adds Montigny, a member of Bul- 
ger’s new rules-reform committee. 
“Where I come from, the vast majority of 
people are frustrated with the powers that 
be in both parties here. I will be pushing 
for aggressive rules reform, and if we 
don’t agree, I guess I’ll be a detractor on 
the floor.” 

“I look at it practically,” says Montigny, 
who sits next to Keating in the Senate and 
considers both him and Bulger to be politi- 
cal friends. “While the election isn’t until 
1995, there could be some kind of mid- 
year anointing, as when Kevin Harrington 
vacated the presidency. For a challenger 
like Bill Keating, it’s a proper reaction to 
move forward now.” 


Master of timing 


Keating has displayed a keen sense of 
timing in politics, and a history of entering 
successful battles early, from his entrance 
into the 1976 race for representative to his 
1983 decision to join the House insurrec- 
tion. Although by 1984 it was clear to him 
that his candidate, Keverian, was likely to 
gain the Speaker’s gavel, which would 
have brought a choice leadership position 
for Keating, he instead ran for the State 
Senate. 

That year Boston political legend Joe 
Timilty retired from electoral politics, de- 
ciding not to seek re-election to the Sen- 
ate. Timilty kept his own counsel. On the 
morning he made it official, Timilty made 
phone calls to each of the people who had 
expressed an interest in succeeding him: 


| Keating, Representative Angelo Scaccia 
| (D-West Roxbury), Representative Jack 
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Flood (D-Canton), and his own Senate 
aide, a young man named Tommy Meni- 
no. 

Forty percent of Timilty’s district con- 
sisted of Menino’s Hyde Park neighbor- 
hood, and Timilty’s failure to give Menino 
early notice caused a falling-out between 
the two men. According to sources close 
to Menino, the new mayor also holds a 
grudge against Keating, and may help pro- 
Bulger senators in districts that include 
parts of Boston. 

“Within two days of Timilty’s exit, Bill 
came out to run for Senate,” remembers 
Keating’s law partner, Joel Fishman, who 
has known Keating since they attended 
high school together. “Knowing there 
were others who wanted it, Bill just went 
for it.” 

On the third day after Timilty’s an- 
nouncement, Flood met with Keating and 
said he would like to run for Senate, but 
added if Keating ran, he would support 
him. Keating took Flood to his car and 
showed him the campaign bumper stick- 
ers, already printed. 

It was during that campaign, on a Hal- 
loween event at the Boston Athletic Club, 
that Keating met his wife, Tevis, a flight 
attendant for USAir. The Keatings have 
two children, who often attend political 
functions with the man they call “Senator 
Dad.” 

Throughout his political life, Keating 
has shown an ability to build coalitions 
that span ideology. Liberals like US Rep- 
resentatives Barney Frank (D-Newton) 
and Democratic State Committee mem- 
bers Ann Carney and Jean DeVebber all 
say they support Keating’s challenge to 
Bulger. Last month, during his bus tour to 


. Springfield, Keating picked up the support 


of Democratic State Committee members 
Debbie Kozikowski, a long-time campaign 
worker for US Senator John Kerry, and 
Brian Hoose, a leading Western Massa- 
chusetts operative for Attorney General 
Scott Harshbarger. 

Keating is also close to conservative 
Democrats like Flood, Morrissey, and for- 
mer representative Bill Galvin (D- 
Brighton). His friendship with Galvin, a 
1994 candidate for secretary of state, be- 
gan in the House, when Keating was hos- 
pitalized with a ruptured disk. “He visited 
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me,” recalls Keating. “He’s become a good 
friend. There’s a side of him people don’t 
take the time to learn. He’s got a very 
smart political mind. I don’t choose my 
friendships based on ideology.” 


‘Tribal bartering’ 


Keating has been repeatedly accused of 
challenging Bulger out of spite because he 
was not appointed to chair the Ways and 
Means Committee after Pat McGovern 
(D-Lawrence) left the Senate. Bulger gave 
the post to a relative newcomer, Tom 
Birmingham (D-Chelsea). 

“That’s ludicrous,” responds Lois Pines. 
“The Senate president had said that Bill, 
myself, Paul White [D-Dorchester], and 
Tom Birmingham were also under consid- 
eration, but we all fully expected him to 
name Birmingham. It was a fait accompli. 
Bill Bulger’s been a political godfather to 
Birmingham. He sang at Tom’s wedding. 
Birmingham’s father is close friends with 
Bulger.” 

“The fact is that Bill Keating wouldn’t 
support Bulger on public aid to private 
schools or school choice,” argues Pines, 
making the point that Birmingham passed 
Bulger’s litmus test and Keating did not. 
“Birmingham never cast a pro-choice vote 
until the clinic-access bill came up.” 

Although the holy-war issues of abor- 
tion, school choice, and public aid to pri- 
vate schools have driven much of the pub- 
lic opposition to Bulger, along with public 
concern over the president’s autocratic 
rule, Keating has drawn additional lines in 
the ideological sand. “I want people to 
vote their self-interest on education, 
crime, women’s rights, and the environ- 
ment,” he says. “These issues are going to 
have their day in the sun.” 

“When I sponsored the bill to try juve- 
nile murderers as adults, I had to explain 
to the mother of a murdered child every 
year why it was not even voted on,” Keat- 
ing says. “I’ve had to explain why my 
clean-water bill was held up for four years. 
The education package was held up for 
years because of the president’s singular 
focus on school choice.” 

Keating says he wants to end the “tribal 
bartering” caused by round-the-clock 
year-end sessions — when legislation 
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more often than not is passed only when 
attached as an outside section on the bud- 
get, usually without time for debate. “The 
way business is conducted in the Senate 
hurts the public. Waiting until the last 
minute leads to bad legislation and bad 
government,” he says. 

By bringing the battle outside the mar- 
ble halls of the State House, Keating has 
become, in effect, a statewide candidate, 
subject to the same public hazing faced by 
candidates for governor and other 
statewide offices. At times, he has shown 
his inexperience on the statewide stage, 
like when he invoked Elie Wiesel’s name 
in telling the story, on the Senate floor, of 
Pastor Martin Niemoeller in Nazi Ger- 
many. Wiesel, a Boston University profes- 
sor, fired off a letter to the Globe object- 
ing to Keating’s invocation of his name 
and of the Hitler era. Keating should have 
known better than to invoke the name of a 
revered Nobel Peace Prize laureate who 
also happens to be a professor on the 
campus of one of Bulger’s staunchest al- 
lies, John Silber. 

Keating has also shown some strengths 
as a candidate. He’s been attacked by 
nearly every political player with a stake in 
Bulger or the rival Republicans, but has 
clung tenaciously to his message of change 
without taking the attacks personally or 
defensively. And on some points he’s al- 
ready won battles. 

Bulger’s response has been to play 
Mikhail Gorbachev to Keating’s Boris 
Yeltsin, offering a glasnost of sorts: ap- 
pointing the rules-reform committee, al- 
lowing debate on Dianne Wilkerson’s plan 
to create two minority districts, and 
promising more access to the press. 

What Keating has really accomplished 
is to make Bulger a statewide candidate 
as well, no longer answering only to the 
narrow constituencies of one parochial 
Senate district and 39 senators. And 
Keating has opened up the long-overdue 
debate over the issue behind all issues: 
power. 

“Power is a vehicle, not the destination,” 
says Keating. “Just because you can get a 
bill passed, that takes no magic. It’s what 
the bill means. For some, power is the des- 
tination. Other members and the public 
should be part of the navigation.” oO

and spinning the press. So part of the an- 
tipathy may simply stem from Bulger’s be- 
lief that Goldman’s in a disreputable line 
of work. 

Goldman and Bulger have been on op- 
posite sides of issues ranging from the new 
Boston Garden to Goldman’s work on the 
pro-choice side of a 1986 ballot question. 
And part of the problem may also be duel- 
ing images. Bulger treasures his buttoned- 
down, calm-and-controlled persona, 
choosing his words painstakingly and his 
listeners even more so. Goldman is a rum- 
pled perpetual-motion machine who fires 


| off furious verbal volleys aimed at anyone 
| in the vicinity. 


“Someone with Michael’s style,” asserts 
a State House source, “is very hard for 
Bulger to comprehend.” Maybe it’s cultur- 
al. The 59-year-old Senate president, in a 
recent speech to the Catholic Lawyers 
Guild, raised the hope that the pope’s re- 


| cent visit to Denver would spell “the epi- 
| taph of Woodstock.” Goldman, on the oth- 
| er hand, is a Baby Boomer who’s selected 
| the Beatles’ “Revolution” as the Keating 


campaign’s theme song and who procures 


| Grateful Dead tickets for his friends. 


But some observers chalk up much of 


| the antagonism to that handy-dandy catch- 
| all euphemism for ethnic hostility called 
| “tribalism.” Start with Goldman, whose in- 


your-face style and overt Jewishness seems 
more tailored for New York than Boston. 
“His Judaism is a sense of his own man- 
hood,” says one source. “He won’t be 
rolled because his religion is a minority.” 
Then there’s Bulger, who found himself 
in the middle of an ugly episode in De- 
cember 1990 when his top aide, Paul Ma- 
honey — who'd been nominated to be a 
district-court judge — faced charges from 
attorney Alan Dershowitz that he’d made 
comments to a reporter that essentially be- 
littled Jews. At the Governor’s Council 
hearing on Mahoney, a furious Bulger 
turned to Dershowitz and his ally, attorney 
Harvey Silverglate — both Jews — and 
assailed them as “true connivers,” “very 
manipulative,” and “exceedingly crafty.” 


In the firestorm that followed, Dershowitz 
accused Bulger of using “anti-Semitic 
words.” Anti-Defamation League director 
Lenny Zakim said the fracas came “very 
close to the line, but falls short of being 
overtly anti-Semitic.” 

In late 1992, when Bulger temporarily 
derailed the Boston Garden bill, theories 
surfaced that perhaps one reason was his 
personal dislike of Goldman — who was 
working for the Garden — and Garden 
owner Jeremy Jacobs. Once again, “tribal- 
ism” reared its ugly head. 

And it may not be a coincidence that the 
Keating speech that prompted Bulger ally 
Boverini to accuse Goldman of writing it 
contained references to a famous Elie 
Wiesel Holocaust story about a Lutheran 
minister who failed to speak out against 
the persecution of Jews and others and 
then found himself alone when the Nazis 
turned on him. 

No one can know what lurks in the 
hearts of Bulger and Goldman. But at least 
one observer thinks they are more alike 
than they realize. 

“Both feel strongly that they are centuri- 
ons for their religion,” this observer says. 
Goldman is the loud, liberal Jew operating 
in a political environment demographically 
dominated by Gentiles and stylistically 
dominated by a gentility that is foreign to 
him. Bulger is the conservative Catholic 
who feels besieged by the secular humanism 
championed by the mass media — particu- 
larly the hated Globe — that he believes 
give people like Goldman a bully pulpit. 

“It makes,” says the observer, who 
doesn’t relish the prospect, “for a dirty lit- 
tle fight.” 


Fire in the belly 


Fighting is a concept that’s not foreign 
to Goldman, a boxing aficionado whose 
father, Murray, taught boxing in the Army. 
Young Michael donned the gloves himself 
as an amateur. And in terms of profession- 
al styles, Goldman could be compared to 
Joe Frazier, the former heavyweight 
champ whose nonstop punching and re- 
lentless pressure eventually wore down his 
opponer: 

Whether it be working himself into a 
sweat during a two-hour lecture to Boston 


University students or the constant 
schmoozing he engages in from his office 
phone, Goldman is a whirling dervish of 
dialogue. 

“He wakes up spinning,” says former 
state senator Gerry D’Amico, of Worces- 
ter, a Goldman friend and client. “Nobody 
works harder than he does,” adds Republi- 
can consultant Charlie Manning. “I’m al- 
ways amazed when the phone rings at 
6:30 a.m. and he’s already at the office.” 

To understand what drives Goldman, 
you have to know where he came from. 
The son of an undertaker growing up in 
the rough Suffolk Square section of 
Malden, Goldman was not exactly a child 
of privilege. As a kid, his trips into the 
shining city of Boston were few and far 
between, and he headed just up the road 
to attend Salem State College before get- 
ting a master’s degree at BU. 

“He’s a blue-collar kid,” says D’Amico. 
“And he has a tremendous sense of inse- 
curity. Every day, when he puts on the 
suspenders and dials the phone, I think he 
has to justify his existence.” 

“Part of what drives him is the fear of 
going back to his roots,” adds Dom 
Slowey, a former Goldman employee who 
is now spokesman for the state’s Executive 
Office of Administration and Finance. 
“Anybody in this business knows it takes 
one bad client, or one bad move, a la Ed 
Rollins, and you’re back at the MDC” — 
the Metropolitan District Commission, 
where Goldman used to work. 

Goldman displays the symbols of those 
insecurities — whether it’s the embalmer’s 
license he carries around to remind him he 
can always return to the family business or 
the clippings of his quotes in national mag- 
azines that adorn his office wall. Those 
blurbs are bound to impress some clients, 
but you sense they’re really there to remind 
him how far he’s come. Several years ago, 
for instance, he ran into an old junior-high 
teacher who lavishly praised his success be- 
fore expressing surprise that such a lousy 
student could have pulled it off. 

“Everybody in this room has demons,” 
Goldman tells a class of BU students, mak- 
ing the point that a public-relations pro ac- 
knowledges shortcomings. Those close to 
him say Goldman has a few demons of his 
own. His father, whom he idolized, died of 
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an aneurysm at age 53. An uncle and both 
grandfathers also passed on early. His wife 
of 20 years, Susan, has waged a long 
struggle against Gaucher’s syndrome, a se- 
rious, genetically transmitted disease. He 
dotes on his 14-year-old twin daughters, 
who have grown up in the comfort of Mar- 
blehead rather than the considerably mean- 
er streets of Malden. All of which may ex- 
acerbate his sense that the good times 
could end any minute. 

“Susan would say I’m fatalistic,” says 
Goldman, who uncharacteristically strug- 
gles for words on the subject. “I’m not go- 
ing to stop being a Type A personality. . . . 
It’s the passion for the fight.” 

Given that passion, some wonder 
whether Goldman is inspired more by the 
prospect of doing battle for bucks than by 
some vision to elect ideologically correct 
people to office. It can be hard to tell by 
the client list. He has represented progres- 
sive suburban goo-goos like Evelyn Mur- 





phy and Barbara Hildt and much-rougher- | 


around-the-edges urban ethnics like for- 
mer state senator Ted Aleixo and former 
state representative John McNeil, who is 
now serving time for accepting bribes and 
videotaping a minor in a sex act. And he 
loves to use the “refrigerator” analogy to 
describe his work, comparing himself to 
the refrigerator salesman who, at the end 
of the pitch, ends up selling that appliance 
to the skeptical customer. 

“Michael likes the hunt,” says Boston 
Garden president Larry Moulter, a close 
friend. “But moral outcomes are important 
to him.” 

Goldman insists that he is guided by a 
basic value system, a message he pounded 
home poignantly during a speech at his 
daughters’ Bat Mitvah ceremony a year 
ago. He warned them that a life spent 
avoiding enemies and tough stands is a life 
poorly spent. 

“I tend to take clients who are the most 
electable liberal Democrats,” he says, out- 
lining criteria that give him wiggle room to 
select candidates who are not necessarily 
the most liberal Democrats in the field. He 
says he is virulently anti-nuke and anti-to- 
bacco, and resolutely pro-choice. During a 
hotly contested State Senate race in 1990, 
Goldman helped persuade long-time pro-

lifer Bob Ambler to switch his position. 
Ambler lost in the final, but not before 
anti-abortion zealots mailed a horrific 
postcard with a picture of a mutilated fetus 
throughout his district. 

Finally, Goldman claims he won’t han- 
dle a pol who he doesn’t think can raise 
the necessary dough. That’s why after a 
meeting with one 1983 mayoral hopeful, 








he says he advised the man to “take your 
money, take your kids, go out to Disney 
World, come back, and get yourself a job.” 
Needless to say, Ray Flynn took his busi- 
ness elsewhere. 


The sultan of schmooze 


“He’s the most friendly person I’ve ever 
seen handling reporters,” says Alix De- 
seife, a veteran consultant who worked for 
Goldman from 1985 to 1987. “He returns 
calls. He has mastered the quick quip. He 
takes the drudgery out of reporters’ jobs.” 

It is a half-serious joke that every news- 
room inside Route 495 has tried to enact a 
ban on Goldman quotes. But the legend of 
“Have Soundbite, Will Travel” lives on. 
This is a man who once interrupted his 
own Christmas party to do a television in- 
terview. At one point, after D’Amico 
stunned the pundits by winning the 1986 
Democratic Convention balloting for lieu- 
tenant governor, a D’Amico staffer was re- 
ported to have cracked: “Hasn’t Gerry 
done a marvelous job with Michael’s cam- 
paign?” The relationship between Gold- 
man and Keverian, who’s now out of pub- 
lic life, is said to have soured in recent 
years in part due to the ex-Speaker’s con- 
cern that Goldman got too much credit for 
his defeat of McGee. 

“Am I too much of a public figure?” re- 
sponds Goldman. “The answer to that 
question is find a reporter who'll tell you I 
picked up the phone and called and said, ‘I 
have a quote for you.’ ” In fact, Goldman 


| does pick up the phone to pass on tidbits 


and spin to reporters. Only hours after El- 
lis’s Globe column slamming the Keating 
revolt hit the newsstands, Goldman’s con- 
voluted conspiracy theory on why Ellis was 
in the tank to Bulger was already reverber- 
ating around newsrooms. 

But the frequency with which he appears 
in the press often has more to do with re- 


| porters’ needs than with Goldman’s. He 
| constantly makes himself available for 


comment, treats reporters at community 


| weeklies with the same solicitousness as he 
| does Globe bigfeet, and gives good phone. 
| So journalists bumping up against deadline 








| pressure often find themselves flipping to 


that trusty “G” in the Rolodex. 

Goldman also knows that today’s un- 
friendly columnist can be tomorrow’s sym- 
pathetic voice. “Michael understands the 
game,” says Channel 5 editorial director 
Marjorie Arons-Barron, who also counts 
herself as a friend of Goldman’s. “If he is 
pushing you on one cause and you come 
out in opposition, he doesn’t take that per- 
sonally. He takes it as part of the process.” 
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Goldman also manages to curry favor by 
indulging in some old-fashioned fun with 
the press. In 1986, when Howard Iverson 
wrote a column warning the consultant 
that he would need a few “tricks up his 
sleeve” to elect D’Amico, Goldman sent 
him a package containing a pair of his sev- 
ered shirt sleeves. He is famous for his 
satirical political buttons — from THE HELL 
WITH WALDO . . . WHERE’S 
WELD?, which poked fun at 
the governor’s frequent 
overseas jaunts, to the im- 
mortal IN YOUR GUTS YOU 
KNOW HE’S NUTS, commem- 
orating John Silber’s 1990 
gubernatorial campaign. 

This past September, 
much of the city’s political- 
pundit corps (this writer in- 
cluded) was reelin’ and 
rockin’ in a luxurious Bos- 
ton Garden skybox during a 
Grateful Dead concert. 
Though everyone paid his 
own freight, it was Garden 
consultant Goldman who 
reserved the seats — even 
though his own musical 
tastes tend more toward 
brooding balladeers like 
Leonard Cohen and Paul 
Simon. 

Sometimes, however, the 
Goldman media magic fails. 
Back in 1986, in an effort to 
stop Herald columnist 
Howie Carr’s ceaseless as- 
sault on congressional can- 
didate Joe Kennedy, Gold- 
man took Carr and Ken- 
nedy-campaign manager 
Chuck McDermott to a 
Celtics game. Pointing out 
that Carr was philosophical- 
ly closer to Kennedy than to any other 
Democrat in the race, Goldman asked, all 
kidding aside, whom he would ultimately 
vote for. “Anybody who could beat Joe 
Kennedy,” responded Carr, who contin- 
ued gleefully to maul Kennedy in print. 

Earlier this year, Governor Bill Weld — 
whom the class-conscious Goldman seems 
to view as little more than a wealthy dilet- 
tante — ran into some trouble when first 
his friend Ron Kaufman and then a politi- 
cal appointee, Dan Harrington, were ar- 
rested for drunk driving. After the latter 
incident, Goldman, who prides himself on 
his ability to keep it light and easy, was 
quoted in the Herald referring to the 
drinking issue as a “ticking time bomb” 
for the governor. (Weld has been known 
to take a pop or two:) For that, he earned 
the white-hot anger of the governor’s peo- 
ple, who furiously dubbed him “the 
Garbageman,” a nickname that no doubt 
caused Goldman some discomfort. 

But perhaps the most serious challenge 
to his integrity came when Gerry D’Ami- 
co’s 1990 lieutenant-governor’s campaign 
was derailed by revelations that he’d accu- 
mulated a bunch of unpaid parking tickets. 
After the Herald got wind of the story, 
Goldman says he accidentally ran into 
Globe reporter Renee Loth (now op-ed- 
page editor) and casually mentioned what

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the rival paper was working on — without 
realizing how serious the parking infrac- 
tions were. The Globe quickly sprung into 
action and was able to trump the Herald’s 
scoop the next morning. The tabloid retali- 
ated by accusing Goldman of handing the 
story to the Globe to enhance his own sta- 
tus to the detriment of his friend’s and 
client’s career. No one — including D’Am-

ico — believed the treason charge. But 
Goldman was stunned by the accusation. 


Today he chalks the Herald’s accusation 


up to the myth of Michael’s Machiavellian 
Spin. “There’s a detriment to being mysti- 
cal and magical,” he says. “People forget 
it’s 99 percent sweat.” 


The track record 


Goldman says there is another common 


myth that gets his goat — the idea that 
he’s lost more big fights than he’s won. He 
rattles off the Keverian and Harshbarger 
triumphs, wins in a number of state-rep 
fights and on ballot questions, D’Amico’s 
spirited but unsuccessful campaign in 


1986, and Lois Pines’s unchallenged as- 


cension to the State Senate that same year 
— thanks to a Goldman strategy that es- 
sentially bluffed all her would-be foes out 
of the race. 


“I think that part of it is professional 


jealousy,” he says of the doubters. 


But by his own admission, winning 


hasn’t always come easy for someone who 
toiled in the bowels of the bureaucracy — 
doing media for the MDC and the Boston 
Water and Sewer Commission — before 
starting his own business in 1979. 


In 1982, for example, Goldman worked 


for gubernatorial candidate Tom O'Neill, 


1993 


who dropped out of the race; lieutenant- 
governor candidate Pines, who finished 
last in the Democratic primary; and Lloyd 
Macdonald, who ran a valiant but unsuc- 
cessful campaign against then-Suffolk 
County District Attorney Newman Flana- 
gan. Flanagan was so impressed, or fright- 
ened, by that effort, though, that he hired 
Goldman for his 1986 re-election bid. 

The next big cycle occurred in 1986, 
when Goldman handled the press for Joe 
Kennedy’s runaway win in the Eighth 
Congressional District and helped master- 
mind Pines’s election. But that year, he 
was best known for the race he lost, 
D’Amico’s campaign for lieutenant gover- 
nor against Evelyn Murphy. 

Playing the expectations game perfectly, 
Goldman convinced reporters that a show- 
ing of 40 percent at the state nominating 
convention would represent a win for the 
underdog D’Amico. After a stirring con- 
vention speech (in a memorable scene, a 
somewhat bewildered D’Amico could be 
seen looking at Goldman, who was franti- 
cally signaling him to stay at the podium 
and acknowledge the cascading cheers), 
D’Amico took 51 percent of the delegate 
tallies and was treated like a landslide win- 
ner. D’Amico ended up losing to Murphy 
in the primary — and, ironically enough, 
one reason may have been his unwise deci- 
sion to lavish praise on his boss, Bulger, 
during his convention remarks. Still, 
D’Amico asserts, “I came further than I 
ever dreamed of in that race.” 

In 1990, D’Amico’s lieutenant-governor 
campaign collapsed after the parking-ticket 
scandal. That same year, Goldman signed 
on to work on the gubernatorial campaign 
of his old rival Evelyn Murphy, who floun- 
dered badly and ended up withdrawing be- 
fore the Democratic primary. But he found 
his silver lining in Scott Harshbarger, the 
Middlesex County district attorney who 
launched a successful longshot bid against 
fellow Democrat Jim Shannon, the incum- 
bent attorney general. The Harshbarger 
people say the race turned around during 
an August TV debate, when the challenger 
overwhelmed Shannon with a forceful per- 
formance. The Harshbarger campaign 
manager and now chief-of-staff, Don Dav- 
enport, credits Goldman with giving the 
campaign “a good perspective on how to 
deliver a message,” in which Harshbarger 
depicted himself as a career prosecutor 
running against a career politician. Two 
years later, though, Goldman endured a 
disappointing loss when his candidate Bar- 
bara Hildt ran a poor primary race against 
a vulnerable incumbent, soon-to-be-jailed 
Congressman Nick Mavroules. 

But that’s ancient history. And in the 
what-have-you-done-for-me-lately world 
of political combat, Goldman must know 
that a solid chunk of his professional well- 
being and reputation hangs on the out- 
come of Keating’s audacious challenge to 
a man he would dearly love to retire. So 
he’s getting his game face on. 

As the Keating crew leaves the Spring- 
field TV studio following the Dan Yorke 
session, a huge black cargo plane — flying 
ominously low — roars by overhead. 

“Look,” laughs Goldman as he points to 
the sky.

Why is it that when I rub my eyes, I see psychedelic 
op-art patterns? Could it be the result of too many gru- 
eling hours in art-history classes?

We must have been in the same class, kid, because I 
see the patterns, foo. So does everybody. For best 
results, press firmly on both eyes with the heels of your 
palms. After several seconds, your field of vision will be 
filled with a kaleidoscopic array of geometric patterns. 
If you’d made a poster out of it in the 60s, you’d have 
made millions. 

You’d probably guess the patterns vary with the indi- 
vidual, but they don’t. In 1942, University of Chicago 
researcher Heinrich Kluver pointed out there are just 
four basic patterns: 1) grating, lattice, fretwork, fili- 
gree, honeycomb, or chessboard; 2) cobweb; 3) tunnel, 
funnel, alley, cone, or vessel; and 4) spiral. Heinrich 
noticed the patterns while hallucinating on mescaline 
—- you know what party animals those U of C guys are 
— but they can be triggered by everything from 
migraine to hand pressure to petit mal epilepsy. 

Where do the patterns come from? It was once 
thought they had something to do with the nerves or 
blood vessels of the retina, but many researchers today 
think it all happens in the visual cortex, the brain’s visu- 
al processing center. U of C neurobiologist Jack Cowan 
has crammed a scholarly paper with more equations 
than Cecil feels is decent to show that . . . well, frankly, 
I’m not sure what it shows, except maybe that some- 
body has gotten into Heinrich Kluver’s leftover mesca- 
line supply. But the gist of it is that random nerve fir- 
ing, such as that caused by hand pressure, will produce 
“stripes” in the cortex that may be perceived as spirals. 

British psychologist Susan Blackmore has proposed 
that since there are more cortical nerve cells represent- 
ing the center of the visual field than the edges, random 
firing will produce a “floating toward a light at the end 
of the tunnel” effect. This is commonly seen in near- 
death experiences, a topic we have discussed in the 
past. Checkerboards and honeycombs they’re still 
working on; we can’t rule out the possibility that it all 
comes from staring at the backs of too many Rice Chex 
boxes on too many bleary mornings. But more likely it 
reflects some physiological characteristic of the brain.

I have heard many times that smoking commercially 
available filtered clove cigarettes is “10 times worse for 
your lungs that normal cigarettes.” I suspect this is just 
an urban legend, but if it’s true maybe I should quit 
smoking cloves. Are cloves worse than other cigarettes?

The “10 times worse” figure is probably an exaggera- 
tion, but this is no urban legend. At least two teenagers 
died after smoking clove cigarettes during the clove 
craze of the early 1980s. Five others were hospitalized 
and 250 others reported breathing difficulties, includ- 
ing coughing up blood. 

Called “kreteks,” clove cigarettes are imported from 
Indonesia and were first brought to California by 
Australian surfers. Typically they’re a 40/60 mix of 
shredded clove buds and tobacco. Sales rose from 15 
million in 1980 to 150 million in 1984, but then plum- 
meted following reports of health problems and a warn- 
ing from the American Lung Association. Clove- 
cigarette importers claimed that the media were whip- 
ping up anti-kretek hysteria, pointing out that 80 billion 
had been sold worldwide in 1984 and that Indonesians 
had been smoking them for a century without massive 
loss of life (at least due to smoking kreteks). 

But we’re not talking candy cigarettes here. Kreteks 
produce more tar, nicotine, and carbon monoxide than 
ordinary cigarettes. Little research has been done on 
eugenol, the active ingredient in clove cigarettes, but 
there is reason to believe it promotes lung infections or 
allergic reactions in vulnerable individuals. One of the 
two clove fatalities involved somebody with a cold; the 
other victim had a history of severe allergies. Part of 
the original appeal of clove cigarettes was that they 
were healthier than the all-tobacco variety; clearly 
that’s not the case.

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At 25, Patrick Wolff is one of Boston’s 
least-known local heroes by Timothy Gower 
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atrick Wolff and I sit knee-to-knee, a 
large chessboard resting on our laps, 
in the study of his Somerville apart- 
ment. For the last five minutes or so, 
I’ve been trying to attack his king. 
But he’s handily repelled each assault; 
my men are getting picked off like 
puppies on a busy freeway. 

“Is there a chess term for the position I’m in right 
now?” I ask. 

“Trouble.” 

Wolff captures yet another piece and says, “Right 
now, I’ve taken a rook, two bishops, and two knights.” 
Surveying the few remaining pieces on my side of the 
board, he adds, “You do have more pawns than I do.” 

He is trying to be consoling, but the sympathy doesn’t 
last long. On his next move, Wolff sacrifices his queen 
to clear a path for his rook, which, in one surgical 
strike, sweeps across the board and traps my king. 

“Check,” he murmurs. I move my doomed head of 
state forward one square, but it’s too little too late. 
“And, ’mate,” Wolff softly adds, cornering my king with 
a knight that seems to come from nowhere. 

As warm-ups go, this was a bit like Evander Holyfield 
training for a heavyweight bout by sparring with 
Macaulay Culkin. But for Wolff — who began defend- 
ing his title as US chess champion on December 1 at an 
11-round tournament in Long Beach, California — it’s 
a welcome break from reading up on chess theory and 
studying the notations from famous games. As we put 
away the pieces, he’s happy to analyze and discuss a 
meaningless, comically lopsided game with a novice. 

“One of the rough things about chess is that if you 
lose too many pieces, you’re outgunned,” he says. “You 
let me take too much of the center of the board too ear- 
ly. You let me build up this huge, massive wall of pawns 
— which isn’t necessarily disastrous — but you never 
had a strategy for chipping away at it, which is bad.” 

It all seems so obvious, yet Wolff's explanation of my 
swift and ugly defeat is patient and precise. Any chess is 
good chess. “That was fun,” he says. 

At a time when Boston’s professional sports teams 
are foundering, when no squad from the Hub has held 
a title for years (the last was the Celtics in 1986), few 
outside the chess-playing community realize that a na- 
tional champion is living in our midst. Wolff won his 
current title last December at the United States Chess 
Championship, which is considered the nation’s most 
important tournament — a sort of World Series of 
kings and pawns for the top dozen players in the US. 
Today, he’s considered one of the top five chess players 
in the country. 

At the crowded S & S Restaurant, a few blocks from 
his home, Wolff enters unnoticed and orders a lunch of 
eggs Copenhagen, a bagel with lox, and a mimosa. He 
instinctively digs his driver’s license from his pocket to 
show the waitress that he’s old enough to drink the or- 
ange-juice-and-champagne cocktail. She glances at the 
ID, shrugs, and says, “I wasn’t gonna ask for it.” 

“They always ask me here,” Wolff says as the woman 
walks away, knitting his long, bushy eyebrows in sur- 
prise. Slender, with a broad, full-lipped smile, wire 
glasses, and carefully styled brunette locks, Wolff is 25 
but could pass for a college freshman. 

And though he’s used to being taken for a younger 
man, Wolff has also grown accustomed to bewildered 
expressions when he tells people what he does for a 
living. 

“Sometimes I have to go through this whole explana- 
tion. I say, ‘Imagine I’m a tennis player, and take away 
the racquet and the shorts, and put me in a suit and in 
front of a chessboard. That’s what I am,’ ” he says. 
“People don’t really get it.” 

Wolff dissects such moments of social awkwardness 
the way he analyzes chess. “It’s funny. Not long after I 
became US chess champion someone asked me what I 
do. Instead of saying I play chess, I said, ‘I’m the US 
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chess champion,’ ” he recalls. “I didn’t say what I do — 
I said what I was. What I do is play chess, just like Dee 
Brown plays basketball. It’s exactly the same thing. . . . 
But if you say ‘I play chess,’ people think that’s kind of 
weird. So you have to substitute what it is you’ve ac- 
complished.” 

Whether they ask or not, people meeting someone 
who plays a board game full-time are likely to wonder: 
can you make a living at it? Wolff loves to tell a story 
about going night-clubbing with a group of friends-of- 
friends in Manhattan shortly after winning the US title. 
“So this guy, a lawyer, asks me what I do,” he begins. “I 
say I play chess, that I’m the US chess champion. So he 
says, ‘Oh — do you make a lot of money doing that?’ I 
said, ‘No, not really.’ And he was like, ‘So you don’t 
make six figures? Oh, gee, I’m not that impressed.’ ” 

By now, Wolff’s eyes are wide with wonder and disbe- 
lief as he exclaims, “He actually said that. You got to 
figure he was joking on some level, otherwise there’s no 
hope for this guy. Nevertheless, even the fact that he 
would say that — even if he thinks it’s a joke — is so 
sick.” 

Wolff avoids specifics about money, but says his an- 
nual earnings from chess — including cash prizes from 
a dozen or so tournaments a year, writing about the 
game for several publications, and tutoring a few stu- 
dents — allow him to lead what he describes as a “mid- 
dle-class” life. 

It’s not bad, he says, but it’s not enough. “I’m hoping 
to get rich from playing this game,” he says, even as he 
acknowledges that chess pros make far less than cham- 
pion players in sports such as golf and tennis. 

He finds the discrepancy frustrating. Although Garry 
Kasparov, the top player in the world since 1985, is a 
millionaire, he’s by far the exception. One of Wolff's 
close friends is Viswanathan Anand, an Indian grand- 
master who is currently ranked third in the world 
(grandmaster is the title given to players who have com- 
peted successfully at the highest levels of chess competi- 
tion; Wolff has been one since he was 22). “Anand 
probably makes as much as a second- or third-year as- 
sociate at a New York law firm,” Wolff says. “For this 
guy, who’s number three in the world in chess, to be 
making — what? — $130,000? C’mon, it’s good mon- 
ey, but it’s nothing special.” 
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Although Wolff has been playing chess obsessively 
since he was five, he rejects the prodigy tag. “I don’t 
know what that means,” he says. “I don’t think of my- 
self as having been a prodigy. That should only be used 
for one of a handful of players who come around every 
generation, like Bobby Fischer.” 

Prodigy or not, Wolff was no ordinary child. Born in 
Manhattan to academic parents, he appeared capable of 
deep thought while he was still in diapers. “Patrick had 
an attention span that was not on anyone’s map,” says 
his mother, Cynthia Griffin Wolff, a professor of writing 
and literature at MIT. 

Little Patrick’s powers of concentration led to confu- 
sion for his parents. The only toys he enjoyed as a tod- 
dler were jigsaw puzzles. “I used to spend a lot of time 
pushing cars around on the floor, feeling like an idiot,” 
says Cynthia Wolff. “But all he wanted to do was play 
with his puzzles.” 

Early on, Patrick’s parents became concerned that 
their son had a hearing problem. His father, Robert Paul 
Wolff, who teaches in the Afro-American studies de- 
partment-at the University of Massachusetts at Amherst 
(the Wolffs divorced when Patrick was 16), remembers 
calling Patrick’s name while he was playing and fre- 
quently getting no response. Concerned, the Wolffs had 
his hearing tested, but were told that it was fine. 

The coupi: eventually figured out that Patrick wasn’t 
deaf to their calls — he was simply ignoring them, or at 
least concenirating so deeply that he didn’t acknowl- 
edge their presence. 

When Patrick was three, the Wolffs moved from New 


York City to Northampton; Robert and Cynthia had 
taken teaching positions at UMass. When he was five, 
the family attended an open house at the kindergarten 
Patrick attended. At one point, they walked into a room 
where some game boards had been set up, including a 
chess/checkers set. “Teach me that,” said Patrick, 
pointing to the chess pieces. 

“Well, that’s pretty complicated,” his father respond- 
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ed. “Why don’t I teach you checkers?” 

Patrick was adamant. “No, I want to learn that.” 

The story, not surprisingly, has become part of the 
family lore. “It was quite strange,” Robert Wolff recalled 
recently. “Literally, from the first moment, it was clear 
that something inside him clicked. Chess was what he 
wanted to do.” 

The elder Wolff owned a chess set, but wasn’t a seri- 
ous player. He gave the set to Patrick and soon found 
himself waking up at dawn to the sound of click-click- 
click — his son practicing moves. Patrick learned to 
read by studying the chess column in the newspaper. 
One of the first books he read was Bobby Fischer’s My 
60 Memorable Games. 

Cynthia Wolff played her young son in chess a few 
times; she never won. Eventually, Patrick approached 
her and very politely said, “I don’t want to hurt your 
feelings, but I don’t want to play you any more because I 
beat you all the time.” 

Robert Wolff was another story. At first, he’d let 
Patrick win, but the little boy learned quickly. By the 
time he was seven or eight, the games had become com- 
petitive and very intense. Patrick threw temper tantrums 
when he lost. The Wolffs eventually limited the father- 
son competition to one game a day; when he was nine, 
the rivalry had become so heated that they decided it 
was time for Patrick to find another opponent. 

“He wanted to beat his father, but he didn’t want to 
beat his father,” remembers Cynthia Wolff. “We were 
just trying to make life a little less intense. We didn’t 
think of launching him into the chess world. We just 
wanted him to have someone else to play with.” 

The Northampton Chess Club was the answer. Al- 
though only adults belonged, the club was happy to let 
Patrick join once members saw him play. The Tuesday 
night meetings added another dimension to Patrick’s 
obsession with chess. 

“There was this world of adults, where, as a little kid, 
I was looked on as special,” he says. “It gave me a sense 
of companionship that as a little kid I lacked. When I 
was in grade school, I didn’t get along very well with 
other kids. It wasn’t until high school that I felt comfort- 
able and had friends my own age.” 
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Wolff is asked why he thinks he had so few friends as 
a child. His back straightens and the tone of his voice 
rises. “Uh, I don’t know,” he says. “Complicated stuff. 
Stuff I’d rather not get into. I had a tough time getting 
along with kids.” 

His voice deepens again and he settles back in his 
chair. “I was very competitive. The chess club was a per- 
fect world for me. I had this world where adults would 
give me attention, and thought what I was doing was 
great. That was pretty easy to maintain for a while. I was 
a kid, doing what kids do. And I was pretty good at the 
game.” 

An un-self-conscious understatement: he started win- 
ning titles when he was nine and was competing interna- 
tionally by age 14. Wolff claimed his first major title, the 
US Junior Championship, when he was 16 (he won it 
again three years later). 

“When I was in junior high, I was a lot more of a 
geek. In high school, I definitely started coming out, so- 
cializing more,” he says. Though he joined the chorus 
and math. club, he eventually found he didn’t have time 
for either, just as he’d quit piano lessons a few years 
earlier. Finding time for homework was hard enough, 
since he studied chess three hours a day. “Chess,” he 
says, “had become my life.”

By the time Patrick hit seventh grade, the Wolff family 
had long since added another son, Tobias, and moved to 
Belmont so Cynthia could take her current position at 
MIT. After graduating from Belmont High, Patrick 
spent a year in Europe. His intent was to play in tourna- 
ments across the continent, the way many Americans do. 
But romance interrupted his plans. 

“I had a very serious relationship with a French wom- 
an,” he says. “What ended up happening was that I 
played chess for a while, then I met this woman and I 
stayed in Paris for a while. Now I speak French and I 
know Paris pretty well. And I had a great time.” 

The romance ended when Wolff returned to the US to 
enroll at Yale University. At New Haven, he joined an 
old friend, Andrew Metrick, whom he’d met at a juniors 
tournament in 1982. Metrick, now a graduate student at 
Harvard, was happy to have his pal on campus and ec- 
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static to have Wolff join the Yale chess team. “It was a 
passing fancy for him to play on the team,” says Metrick 
of his friend, who was still competing in professional 
tournaments at the time. “But it was a big deal for us.” 

Metrick describes Wolff's style of play by using a bas- 
ketball metaphor. In chess, he explains, there are two 
types of players: half-court and open-court players. The 
former is cautious and more concerned with defense 
than offense; the latter is aggressive, given to dramatic, 
risky moves. 

“Patrick thrives in the open court,” says Metrick. 
“Very early on, he possessed spectacular open-court 
moves. No one could guard him. When he was younger, 
he lacked patience and would go after his opponent’s 
king with incredible abandon.” Now, Metrick says, 
Wolff plays strong offense and defense. “He doesn’t 
have weaknesses.” 

While at Yale, Wolff was invited to play in a simulta- 
neous exhibition match against Garry Kasparov. The 
world champ took on six college players at once; he beat 
three, tied two, and lost one game — to Wolff. 

The following year, Wolff was awarded the Frank P. 
Samford chess fellowship, which gave him $30,000 a 
year for two years. One condition of the fellowship is 
that the recipient must use the money to pursue chess as 
a full-time profession. Wolff didn’t think twice about 
quitting Yale.

Two chess buffs were talking on the elevator at the 
Computer Museum. “Have you heard how the comput- 
ers are doing?” one asked. 

“Well,” the other responded, “I heard Patrick Wolff 
lost his first match.” The two men arched their eyebrows 
and nodded. 

The scene was the fourth-annual Harvard Cup Hu- 
man Versus Computer Chess Challenge, held in early 
November, and the rumor was true: a chess program 
called M-Chess Professional, considered one of the 
strongest programs in existence, had defeated Wolff that 
morning. 

“I made a boo-boo. I made a mistake,” Wolff said lat- 
er. In the middle of executing a series of moves he

thought would mate his computerized 
opponent, Wolff realized that he’d mis- 
calculated. “I knew right away I was 
dead.” 

Event organizers remained poker- 
faced, but were undoubtedly tickled. The 
Harvard Cup is held in large part as a 
showcase for ever-improving artificial in- 
telligence; sales representatives from 
computer-chess-game makers buzzed 
around the room that day, hyping their 
products to anyone who’d listen. Cup 
co-founders Dan Edelman and Christo- 
pher Chabris spent the preceding week 
touting the speedy new Pentium comput- 
er chip from Intel — a major event 
sponsor — that would be driving the 
software this year. The faster a computer 
can consider possible moves, the tougher 
it is to beat. For the US champ to fall 
early was a sign that the humans might 
have met their match. 

Wolff was undaunted and unim- 
pressed, however. He played five more 
games, winning four and playing to a 
draw in one. “I was surprised. I was ex- 
pecting it to be harder,” he said after- 
ward. “Computers are getting quite 
good, especially with the Pentium chip. 

. But this was too easy.” 

Around mid-afternoon, he sat down 
between games to be interviewed by a 
producer from Nightline, which was tap- 
ing footage for a segment on chess, be- 
fore rushing back to the board for his 
next contest. 

His open, friendly bearing changes 
dramatically when he plays. Dressed in a 
blue blazer and yellow jacquard tie, Wolff 
slips off his glasses and leans forward, el- 
bows on the table, chin cradled in his 
hands. He shifts in his seat, stares at the 
board, nods at some internal suggestion. 
Then he softly grasps the top of a piece 
with his fingertips and, with a dramatic 
flick of the wrist, makes his move, the 
felt-bottomed chess piece never leaving 
the polished-wood surface of the board. 

While playing, Wolff turns on that 
ability to focus he’s had since birth. He 
doesn’t hear the crowd, doesn’t think 
about whether his opponent is a friend 
or some arrogant jerk, doesn’t have any 
emotion except how he feels about the 
arrangement of the pieces on the board. 

“They say that there are more chess 
positions than there are hydrogen atoms. 
So that means analysis, though obviously 
a powerful tool, has to be supplemented 
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by something else — and that’s judg- 
ment.” Wolff explains. “You have rules, 
but there’s also feeling and intuition. 
And intuition is nothing special. It’s just 
a faster, looser, sloppier way of making 
choices. But it’s extremely important. 
There’s no way you can be just analytical 
and leave out the intuitive side.” 
Between games, Wolff shook hands 
with a few young fans and schmoozed 
with members of the local chess commu- 
nity. More than a few fit the chess-fanat- 
ic stereotype: high-water pants, polyester 
suits with white socks, a few haircuts 
that would have looked very much at 
home around the Kremlin, circa 1975. 
Here and there fans huddled to replay 
game endings on pocket chess sets with 
magnetic pieces. 

Wolff's friend, Andrew Metrick, has 
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attended dozens of tournaments, and re- 
luctantly admits that chess enthusiasts 
are different. “Put it this way: if you take 
a random sample of people at a chess 
tournament, they’d be different from 
people you grabbed off the subway,” he 
says. “It’s about the same group you’d 
see at a science fair.”

Yet, there were many fans on hand at 
the Harvard Cup who might just as easi- 
ly have been spotted in the beer line at 
Fenway Park. There is potential for the 
game to flourish in the US, say chess 
proponents, and Patrick Wolff could 
help bring it to the masses. 

Bob Rice is an attorney in New York 
City and the commissioner of the newly 
formed Professional Chess Association. 
He says chess is ready to make the leap 
to big-time pro sport, the way tennis and 
golf did years ago. “There’s a huge invis- 
ible chess market in the United States,” 
he says, estimating that in addition to the 
75,000 hard-core tournament-level chess 
players nationwide, as many as 15 to 25 
million Americans play the game on a ca- 
sual basis, many on personal computers. 

Rice says that Wolff’s appealing per- 
sonality can only help turn casual players 
into devoted fans. “I think Patrick is a 
key element in popularizing the game,” 
he says. “He’s a normal, attractive, pleas- 
ant human being. He belies the stereo- 
type that all chess players are weird, uni- 
faceted, unsociable creatures who like sit 
off by themselves in libraries.” 

Dispelling that stereotype is a respon- 
sibility Wolff is still growing into — he 
seems at once weary of having to explain 
that he’s just a regular guy, yet careful to 
measure his words, as if he’s saying them 
for the first time. Still, Wolff is a far cry 
from an irascible eccentric like Bobby 
Fischer. He’s an affable guy — eager to 
meet people, outgoing, the kind of player 
casual fans might admire, perhaps even 
relate to. 

He reads a lot, he says, works out a 
little, but not as much as he should. He 
likes Seinfeld, sports, hanging out with 
his friends from his Yale days. “I guess I 
do what other people do,” Wolff says. “I 
try to have sex and I don’t do drugs, ba- 
sically. And what else is there?” 

But if he helps chess build its following 
in the US, what will chess do for Wolff? 
He’s just embarked on a two-month trip 
which will take him to California for the 
US Championship and later to Holland, 
where he'll try to qualify for the Profes- 
sional Chess Association world champi- 
onship, to be held in 1995. If he earns a 
shot at the world title, Wolff will devote 
himself to preparing for the tournament. 

If not, Wolff says, he’ll enroll at Har- 
vard and study philosophy, maybe go on 
to law school someday. He wants to es- 
tablish a chess academy, too, where he 
would tutor amateur players. And he’ll 
continue writing for Chess Life and the 
American Chess Journal. 

Although the next few months will be 
pivotal for Patrick Wolff, he seems ready to 
roll in whichever direction chess takes him. 
When the reigning US champ talks about 
the game he loves, he might just as well be 
describing a sound philosophy for life. 

“There’s no way anyone can be ex- 
pected to make the right move in every 
position,” he says. “You make good 
choices, you make bad choices. You 
win, you get beaten, just like anything 
else.” Q

Close to culinary divinity

t last, the recession is 
thought to have bottomed 
out, and there are chances 
for some talented young 
chefs to start their own 
restaurants and reach for the culinary 
stars. Providence, which seems to refer 
more to the Rhode Island home of the Al 
Forno restaurant than to divine guardian- 
ship, is the newest showcase for Paul 
O’Connell, who has cooked for all the lo- 
cal names, and now has a shot at putting 
his own name up there. 

Eager, perhaps too eager, to check out 
the ideas of this young graduate of 
Olives, we got there on the second night. 
Already, Providence was clearly the best 
restaurant in Brookline, with innovative 
appetizers and desserts to die for. And al- 
ready, there was a personality to the 
eclectic menu, often a nouvelle-American 
flavor read into Mediterranean forms. 
There is a novel subtheme of Northern 
European flavors, which I would like to 
see developed more fully. 

Clearly O’Connell has his own style — 
and something important 
to say. The restaurant’s 
weaknesses, aside from 
second-night errors that 
will all be fixed before this 
column reaches print, were 
a tendency to pile on one 
ingredient too many in the 
entrees, and some confus- 
ing menu prose. My pre- 
diction is that Providence 
will really hit stride with its 
second menu, perhaps in 
mid-winter. 

American tastes in Medi- 
terranean forms begin with 
the bread course, on an ob- 
ject that looks like a French 
bread roll but has the soft 
crust and rich, moist crumb 
of a perfect Southern bis- 
cuit. Alongside are thick 
slices of a whole-wheat 
bread as moist and sweet as 
British barley bread. 

Crispy pan-seared oxtail ravioli in a 
beet-infused beef consommé ($9.95) 
weren’t crispy, but they were thought pro- 
voking and delicious. Here the chef takes 
an Italian idea — a delicate pasta wrapped 
around the beefiest-tasting part of the 
steer — and adds a delicately flavored 
beef broth tinged with cubes of beet. The 
reference to borscht amid consommé adds 
another hearty/elegant contrast. 

Creamy butternut-squash polenta with 
grilled squid, sweet raisins, and toasted 
almonds ($6.95) takes a typical Sicilian 
recipe for stuffed squid and turns it in- 
side out, adding the American sweetness 
of the squash. This is good eating, with a 
bit of hot pepper that makes some bites 
taste like barbecue, and will be even bet- 
ter when the squid is grilled a moment 
longer. But the squash also softens the 
texture of the polenta, which is rather the 
point of polenta. I’d suggest a rough 
grind of chestnuts instead of squash. 

Janet’s Belgian-style potato tart 
($6.95) is a small slice as rich as quiche 
in a glorious puff pastry, on a platter with 
an endive grilled the way the Italians grill 
whole heads of chicory, and a second sal- 
ad of watercress. Just right. 

We took the barley-and-quinoa risotto 
with littleneck clams ($12.95) as an appe- 
tizer, though it was on a menu of pastas 
and grains. The littlenecks were broiled in 
the shells with a delicious topping of hot, 
smoky, and savory morsels. The “risotto,” 
of course, included rice, and the odd 
combination of grains didn’t form the 
classic creamy/al dente texture of risotto. 
As a dish of grains in porridge, I would

have gone with either all barley (for the 
taste) or all quinoa (for the fascinating, 
delicate appearance of the grains), and 
would lighten up on the hot pepper. 

“Crispy cod cheeks on a bed of 
steamed and riced Idaho potatoes with a 
grilled lobster gremolata” ($16.95) were 
rather like mini-portions of crumb- 
topped scrod lined up on a raft of excel- 
lent mashed potatoes. And the grilled 
lobster tail (and claws below) seemed like 
the dominant item on the platter, both in 
appearance and flavor. I like the combi- 
nation, but why list the lobster last, and 
as though it were a garnish? (A gremola- 
ta is something like grated lemon peel 
and parsley added at the end to top off an 
Italian stew.) 

The signature dish, said our waiter, is 
“Our own cured and smoked veal brisket, 
‘pastrami style,’ with caraway-rye 
dumplings” ($17.95). This is indeed a 
splendid platter, with superb German- 
style dumplings and a medley of terrific 
grilled vegetables (beet, parsnip, carrot, 
onion, zucchini) that could be spun off 
into an entree of its own. The only weak- 
ness was in the central conceit, as I found 
the cured veal too lean and chewy to carry 
the smoked flavor or the 
pastrami spices. A lighter 
cure or some tweaking of 
the smoker could make 
this veal a breakthrough in 
modernized Continental 
cuisine. 

Roast duckling breast 
with a confit leg ($21.95) 
is a familiar dish, but well- 
executed here, with de- 
lectable slices of the breast 
and a light, hammy flavor 
to the cured leg. It was 
well set off by pickled red 
onion and a pilaf that 
seemed like wild rice, al- 
though I suspect the 
crunch may actually have 
come from something like 
rendered duck skin. 

Providence has a fine 
wine list, with prices dip- 
ping only briefly into the 
teens. We had glasses of 
the house red ($4.50), currently the 
Joseph Phelps “Le Mistral” ’91, and 
found it as jam-packed with flavor as 
Paul O’Connell’s food. 

Coffees were excellent, as good a bitter 
cappuccino ($3) as can be found outside 
the North End, and an excellent decaf 
American ($2). 

Desserts are big news, especially the 
warm fondant chocolate cake ($5.95). 
This is like the apotheosis of pudding 
cake, with a yielding shell and a melting 
center, marvelously alive with bitter- 
chocolate flavors. Pumpkin-bread pudding 
($5.95) is as light as a soufflé with roasted 
pecans as a savory, crunchy contrast. A 
chestnut marjolaine ($5.95) was a slice of 
many-layered torte, some bites evoking 
chocolate or coffee, with a sauce of pastry 
cream and a few whole raspberries. 

The room, which has been a hotel lob- 
by and three restaurants, has been re- 
made into an ideal dining room. The 
combination of post-modern iron-sculp- 
ture lamps and the old Corinthian 
columns reminds me of the playful de- 
construction of Victorian luxe at the 
nearby Café MonaGene. I think the 
overall trend of the decor and service is 
toward real, reactionary elegance, but a 
few jazz-age jokes lighten the mix. 

This review has been critical of some 
cooking decisions and menu descriptions 
at Providence. Regular readers will rec- 
ognize that Paul O’Connell is a rare chef 
with the intellectual substance to make 
differences of opinion worthwhile, and 
that this is an important restaurant with 
ambitions toward greatness. Q 
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FlatTop Johnny's 


In days past, dining at pool halls was limited to pickled eggs and mystery- 
meat sandwiches. But as the billiard room went upscale in recent years, 
so did the chow served tableside. FlatTop Johnny’s, which opened in_ 
Kendall Square in October, is a far cry from the dark hustlers’ havens of 
old. It’s a cheerful room with exposed brick walls and furnishings painted 
in bright, rumpus-room colors. Diners will find the menu to be simple, 
but with a hint of adventure. For appetizers, you can order Nine-Ball Na- 


chos ($4.95), a small plate of tortilla chips with sides of bean dip, salsa, 


and sour cream; not memorable, but not bad, either. There are also less-

predictable choices, like 
spinach-and-roasted-pepper 
dip served in a bread bowl 
with fresh vegetables ($4.95) and a brie-and-fruit plate ($5.95). Sand- 
wiches are interesting, too. Consider the Fast Eddie ($5.95), with smoked 
turkey, Monterey Jack cheese, and sun-dried-tomato mayonnaise on 
French bread. For a heartier appetite, there’s FlatTop’s Favorite ($4.95), 
a Louisiana-style pulled-pork sandwich.

etropolis may well be the world’s earliest 
Mw heavy-metal movie. Filmed in 1927, Fritz 
Lang’s dystopian portrayal of a mecha- 
nized future introduced many of the images of techno- 
logical alienation common to modern rock videos, 55 
years before MTV.

This is a band that reads music,” he adds dryly. 





The Alloy Orchestra first accompanied Metropolis 
several years ago, and they’ve played it many times in 
Boston and elsewhere. Nosferatu, however, is new to 
the repertoire. They premiered it at the Museum of 
Fine Arts in October. Through various means, the 
group generally manage to get one silent film under 
their belt every year. This past spring they performed 
The Wind; next year they’re due to work up Buster 
Keaton’s The General. 

The genesis of this sort of mixed-media presentation 
goes back a long time, according to the Coolidge Cor- 
ner’s David Kleiler.

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toyevskian Holy Fool whose meddlings 
bring chaos rather than redemption. 

Not that the lives of those around her 
are very tidy to begin with. The film 
opens with a drunken Anita (Laurie 
Metcalf) plowing her Volvo into the 
porch of Martha’s aunt and guardian 
Frances (Barbara Hershey), who is hav- 
ing an affair with Anita’s husband (John 
Terry). Cockeyed, twitchy, and deter- 
mined, a nightgowned Martha arrives on 
the scene wielding a hammer to help her 
aunt out. 

She doesn’t get to use it, but the re- 
sponse is typical of her well-intended, 
wrongheaded impulses. She’s incapable of 
the breezy prevarication that gets most 
people through moments of social awk- 
wardness and injustice. In a funny, heart- 
breaking scene at the dry-cleaner’s where 
she works, she self-righteously informs a 
prominent customer that he’s being 
charged for services that weren’t per- 
formed and in making her point rips a 
sleeve off his jacket. She gets canned, and 
it only makes things worse when she ac- 
cuses her best friend’s boyfriend (played 
by Strathairn in a performance that is at 
once cocky, repellent, and vulnerable) of 
robbing from the till. 

Unemployed and friendless, she mopes 
at her aunt’s house while boozy handyman 
Mackey (Gabriel Byrne) is hired to repair 
the porch. What follows is a bizarre and 
wrenching triangle, as the drunken Mack- 
ey beds first Martha and then Frances. 
Brooding, squalid, and brimming with 
self-contempt, Mackey regards Martha 
with a chilling, charming cross between 
sadism and worship. In one unsettling 
scene he confesses his sins, winning her 
heart moments before he takes advantage 
of her. 

Barbara Hershey brings shrill, sexy des- 
peration to Frances, a woman with social 
ambitions trapped by a dysfunctional 
charge and a dead-end relationship. But as 
her fitful tenderness toward Martha makes 
clear, she’s a woman with heart, and when

t’s the holiday season again, time 
for Hollywood to treat us to tales 
of suffering, incurable maladies, 
and death. In this year’s Christmas 
stocking of woe you will find can- 
cer (My Life, Shadowlands), AIDS 
(Philadelphia), obesity and autism 


(What’s Eating Gilbert Grape?), acciden- 
tal death (Fearless, Blue), rape and un- 
wanted pregnancy (The Snapper), war 
refugees (The Joy Luck Club, Heaven and 
Earth), terrorism and tyranny (Jn the 
Name of the Father), and the Holocaust 
(Schindler’s List). 

Studio marketing people, however, are 
no fools. With a few exceptions, all these 
films transform unendurable tragedy into 
manipulative tearjerkers designed to make 
audiences feel good about feeling bad — 
just the warm kind of feeling with which to 
curl up to a laden table and a tree full of 
gifts. One of those exceptions is A Danger- 
ous Woman, Stephen Gyllenhaal and Nao- 
mi Foner’s taut and intelligent adaptation 
of Mary McGarry Morris’s fine novel 
about mental illness. 

A Dangerous Woman is a dangerous 
movie. Featuring an Oscar-worthy perfor- 


mance by Debra Winger and an outstand- 
ing supporting cast including Barbara 
Hershey, Gabriel Byrne, and David 
Strathairn, this film offers no easy answers 
to its questioning of fundamental family 
values, no glib emotional shelter from its 
naked depiction of cruelty, need, and hu- 
man limitation. In its unsentimental, un- 
judgmental depiction of the brutality of ev- 
eryday life as seen through the eyes of its 
benighted heroine, it’s like Raymond Carv- 
er’s version of Rain Man. 

Winger is Martha Horgan, a 30ish 
woman with the emotional development of 
a child whose combination of utter hon- 
esty and complete ineptitude wreaks havoc 
everywhere she stumbles. Played by 
Winger in glasses, clothes, and hairstyle 
reminiscent of Gilda Radner’s Lisa Loopn- 
er in the old Saturday Night Live sketch, 
she’s an idiot-savant of truth, a Dos- 


the human wreckage of Mackey is offered 
to fill her void, she responds with an ardor 
that is as triumphant as it is pathetic. 
Without such uncompromising perfor- 
mances — made possible by the way Fon- 
er and Gyllenhaal have tightened Morris’s 
somewhat episodic story — A Dangerous 
Woman would be an exploitive wringing of 
tear ducts. Unlike Dustin Hoffman’s. man- 
nered, maudlin impersonation in Rain 
Man, Winger’s portrayal of Martha 
doesn’t allow you the luxury of pity. *In 
scene after scene she exposes her charac- 
ter to escalating cruelty, misfortune, and 
stupidity; each time she reaffirms her dig- 
nity — and dangerousness. When at last 
she turns on her tormentor and the tone 
shifts from rage to vindication, horror, and 
then tragedy, you realize that these char- 
acters, none of them totally good or bad, 
all demand our compassion. Q 





Who is Martha Horgan? 


EW YORK — She’s not autistic, retarded, 
BAG icone or possessed by demons. But 

she definitely is not quite right. Played by De- 
bra Winger, Martha Horgan cuts a swath of chaos 
through the lives of everyone she crosses in Steven Gyl- 
lenhaal’s adaptation of Mary McGarry Morris’s A Dan- 
gerous Woman. But what exactly is her problem? 

“You,” says Winger with a laugh. “People like you. 
What is her problem? It’s great you put it that way. I 
don’t know if it’s a singular answer. It’s not a problem. 
She’s not a medical case. She was socialized, or not so- 
cialized, in such a way that she lacked development in 
certain areas. Therefore that left her kind of myopic. She 
couldn’t see any perspective but her own. She’s fixated 
on the truth, without social grace. Doesn’t know her 
own body. Fairly low self-esteem but a strong desire to 
do well. And no luck. It’s curious to think that she might 
have started out like you and me but she lost her mom 
early on, her father a little later, and that’s what hap- 
pened to her, 

“Martha had nothing. She was hidden away. Swept 
under the rug, as it were. People get bothered when they 
don’t know what’s wrong. They ask, “What’s her prob- 
lem?’ It really bugs people, especially in the 90s, when 
we have so many names, we’ve got Epstein-Barr and 
autism, which I’m not saying is a bad thing, it’s very im- 
portant to be specific so we don’t mistreat people and 
lump things together. But the downside is that nobody 
can just be in a condition of life due to a number of soci- 
etal factors, it has.to be called something to be treated.” 

If Martha has anything, it’s a terminal case of honesty, 
something Winger shares. With a reputation for being 
“difficult,” a perfectionist who meticulously researches 
her roles and refuses to compromise on artistic princi- 
ples, she has taken on parts that other actors might find 


too honest, harrowing, and dangerous. Battling cancer in 
Terms of Endearment (1983) and confronting the void in 
The Sheltering Sky (1991), she plays women who face 
the terrors of mortality and madness with the single- 
minded determination of a Martha Horgan. 

In her next film she tackles death yet again. As Joy 
Gresham in Richard Attenborough’s Shadowlands, she 
plays the feisty American writer who wins the love of a 
crusty and reserved C.S. Lewis only to fall ill with can- 
cer. Ten years after wringing tears from audiences in 
Terms, she’s dying on the screen again. 

“At the risk of minimizing it by talking about it,” she 


says, “I've lost two of my dearest friends in that many 
years, one while I was shooting this, actually three days 
before that death scene, Tim Bridges, who directed me 
in my first movie and was my dearest friend in the world 
of acting. 

“There’s not enough times I can explore this, there’s 
not anything I could do that I haven’t seen already in life, 
and I would do another film tomorrow on the same sub- 
ject because I wish it were the other way around. I’ve 
had more friends die in life than I have died in films. 

“Cancer is pretty prevalent in our society, and it 
needs to be explored because a lot of people are missing 
that moment of saying goodbye to someone or someone 
saying goodbye to them because of the fear, and it’s very 
important especially if you leave a child behind to give 
them something. To accept that it is happening and to 
somehow reach out and leave something. That’s pretty 
much the same as what Terms of Endearment

was saying, and I’m attracted to that idea.” 
Unlike what happens in A Dangerous Woman, 
her character in Shadowlands seeks the truth 
and it sets her free. Comforted by Lewis, one 
of the most popular religious writers of the 
20th century, she accepts her mortality and 
reaffirms her faith. Does Winger think that the 
film’s view of death might be a little facile and 
dishonest; or that Lewis, as one of the charac- 
ters in the movie puts it, “is in the market of 
providing easy answers to difficult questions”? 
“No, not at all. I think he makes difficult 
questions accessible, but I don’t think he makes 
the answers easy. I don’t think he answers 
questions. He discusses them. That’s why he 
opened up Christianity to so many people; he’s 
not dogmatic. But I’m not of that persuasion.” 
Joy’s religious beliefs, however, were not the 
most uncomfortable aspect of the character. 
“It was the underwear,” she admits. “Those 
50s-style bras.”

here are no riddles,” pro- 
claims the title philosopher 
of Derek Jarman’s Wittgen- 
stein. “Nothing is hidden. 
Everything is open to view.” 
That’s just one of many riddles that spark 
this wry and moving exploration of the 
20th century’s most influential and least 
understood thinker, a man who struggled 
to unravel the meaning of that most hu- 
man of commodities, language itself. 
Matching this complex and profound 
subject with the lightest and simplest of 
artifices, Jarman succeeds in making ac- 
cessible not only Wittgenstein’s ideas but 
also the forbidding genius’s character and 
life. “If a lion could speak, we could not 
understand him,” Wittgenstein declaims 
to his clueless Cambridge students. “We 
cannot understand a lion’s language be- 
cause we do not know what his world is 
like.” With this film, Jarman makes the 
lion speak, and makes him almost com- 
prehensible. 

Through a series of black-box tableaux 
in which the young (Clancy Chassay) and 
adult Wittgenstein (Karl Johnson, who 
bears an uncanny resemblance to the 
philosopher) narrate the events of his life 
and have dialogues with celebrities ranging 
from Bertrand Russell (Michael Gough) to 
Mr. Green (Nabil Shaban), a Martian, Jar- 
man discloses the fascinating details of 
Wittgenstein’s life and demonstrates the 
basic concepts of his philosophy. The 
youngest of eight children in a fabulously 
wealthy family, young Ludwig notes 
blithely that three of his four brothers 
committed suicide. He tells of his early 
failed ambitions to become a musician and 
an aeronautical engineer. It’s his fate to be 
a philosopher, an uncompromising seeker 
of truth. He’s lured to Cambridge by Rus- 
sell, Russell’s mistress Lady Ottoline Mor- 
rell (Tilda Swinton, outrageous and patri- 
cian in a series of gaudily hued gowns and 
feathered hats), and John Maynard Keynes 
(John Quentin, natty in a puce suit and 


green leather waistcoat), where he is frus- 
trated by “the drunken chitchat of English 
intellectuals.” 

In the trenches during World War I, he 
fires at the enemy while calling on God; he 
composes his magnum opus, Tractatus 
Logico-Philosophicus, while in an Italian 
prisoner-of-war camp. Inspired more by 
Tolstoy, Dostoyevsky, and St. Matthew 
than by Aristotle (whom he apparently 
never read), he gives away all his money 
and works as a provincial schoolteacher. 
Annoyed that his young charges cannot 
understand his abstruse concepts, he 
sadistically abuses them and quits in dis- 
gust. Other attempts to flee his calling — 
a cabin in Norway, an attempt to work as 
a manual laborer in Moscow, obsessive 
viewing of Carmen Miranda movies — fail 
as well. Inevitably he’s drawn back to 
Cambridge and confrontations with Rus- 
sell, Morrell, and Keynes. 

It’s a life rich in drama and absurdity, 
and Jarman reduces it to its deceptively 
whimsical essence, using the minimum of 
props and the most flamboyant of cos- 
tumes. Himself an outspoken homosexual 
suffering from AIDS, Jarman explores 
Wittgenstein’s sexuality both matter-of- 
factly and subtly. Drawn to a working-class 
student named “Johnny” (Kevin Collins), 
Ludwig observes the futility of pursuing the 
truth in a society where his love is forbid- 
den and must remain a secret. 

Not that he has much hope of solving 
the riddle of no riddles otherwise. He nev- 
er really solves the conundrum of defining 
language through language itself — is it a 
picture, a tool, a cultural construct, a 
game? But he can’t abandon the problem 
either. As played by Johnson, Ludwig is 
passionate, frazzled, and often hysterical, 
tyrannical in his doubt and certitude, 
seething in his inability to be understood, 
frequently exploding in rage. 

He is also gentle, serene, and downright 
joyful. When he does break through the 
fog of language to communicate a point, 
the screen positively radiates. “Why is it 
that people thought the sun revolves 
around the earth,” he asks one flummoxed 
student. When told, “Because it looks that 
way,” Wittgenstein asks, “And how would 
it look if the earth revolved around the 
sun?” Wittgenstein allows us to look anew 
at what we take most for granted and what 
is the substance of our lives. Q

Johnny Depp on what’s 
eating young Hollywood

EW YORK — He’s talk- 
ing to the press about his 
new film, What’s Eating 
Gilbert Grape?, but ev- 
erything Johnny Depp 
says has a subtext, an eerie allusion to the 
tragedy that happened at his Sunset Strip 
club, the Viper Room, on Halloween. 
While he was jamming on stage with Flea 
and other musicians, his friend River 
Phoenix was convulsing his life away on 
the sidewalk just outside his front door. 
Later, an autopsy would determine that 
Phoenix had died of an overdose of vari- 
ous drugs, including heroin and cocaine. 
Wearying of reporters’ efforts to nudge 
him toward the subject (the publicists for 
the movie insisted it not be broached), 
Depp finally brings it up himself. 

“We all know what we’re talking about, 
and we all know it’s a tragic thing and very 
sad. I thought a lot of the press on certain 
things were incredibly irresponsible. All 
the tabloid things were complete fiction. 
There was a lot of speculation going on. A 
lot of people playing backyard detective 
exploiting the situation to get ratings and 
sell newspapers and magazines. 

“The family has to go through such pain 
at that point and for the rest of their lives. 
How many times did people need to hear 
the 911 tape? For how long does that kid, 
the brother, have to live with that rewind- 
ing in his head?” 

Doesn’t Depp think the overexposure, 
tasteless though it was, may have served as 
a deterrent for others so inclined? 

“No — I hope so. That’s where some 





of the irresponsibility comes in. They spec- 
ulated on what it would be. They found 
out. They didn’t say to kids, listen, there’s 
a normal guy. He was a great actor. A 
great human being with a very level view 
of life and a promising future. He made a 
mistake. There were some things he was 
confused about. But anybody can make a 
mistake. It could easily be any one of us. 
Watch yourself. Nobody said that.” 

According to much of the press, 
though, this is the kind of mistake most 
likely to be committed by rising young ac- 
tors of Depp and Phoenix’s generation. 
Depp finds this charge naive. “There’s 
been a lot of focus on Hollywood. Where 
have they been for the last 20 or 30 years? 
This epidemic has been going on for years 
and years. It’s supply and demand. If 
there was no supply, there’d be no de- 
mand. It’s a huge business. Drugs, sub- 
stances of all kinds.” 

Depp, agrees, however, that the kind of 
anomie that leads to drug use is endemic 
to his generation as a whole. “This gener- 
ation got screwed over in a way. We 
didn’t get to experience the optimism of 
the early "60s and the 50s. We have a 
generation of children who are cynical. 
This generation is probably more jaded 
than any other before. 

“We've seen it all. We’ve done it all. 
There’s nothing fresh or new. There’s 
nothing to look forward to. There’s no in- 
nocence any more. 

“In the ’60s there was optimism because 
it was experimental. People were finding 
themselves and creating new worlds. To- 
day it’s not experimental, it’s all about 
capitalizing on things. It’s not exploring, 
it’s making the most of things, exploiting 


things to make more money or get a better 
car. There was a kind of idealism, almost, 
when Clinton was running. I couldn’t be- 
lieve it. Kids were getting out the vote. But 
that sort of strangled itself.” 

Depp doesn’t think that being a famous 
actor makes him responsible as a role mod- 
el. He does, however, acknowledge that be- 
ing an actor obliges him sometimes to 
touch on those areas in his psyche and in 
society that most people avoid. It was dur- 


ing the production of My Own Private Ida- 
ho — a film some consider River Phoenix’s 
greatest role — that the young actor first 
contacted the drug world that killed him. 
And during the making of Gilbert Grape, a 
tale of a young man trapped in a small 
town with a bizarrely dysfunctional family, 
Depp drew on his own personal distress, 
not the least of which was his on-the-rocks 
relationship with Winona Ryder. “I under- 
stand the feeling of being stuck in a place. I 
understand that rage of

Out of Africa 


New cinema brings the Dark 
Continent into the light

f your idea of African cinema is still 
rooted in the social-realist tracts of 
Ousmane Sembene, you won’t be 
disappointed by “New African 
Films,” a nine-film series at the 
Museum of Fine Arts that includes Guel- 
waar, a compelling new entry by the elo- 


quent agitproppist from Senegal. Equally 
| exciting is the emergence of several direc- 
| tors whose styles spill over into new forms 
| — documentaries, music videos, and 
| something that’s already been dubbed 
| “African magical realism.” Yes, the con- 
| cerns of the films remain primarily politi- 


cal. (The December 4 screening of Jean- 
Marie Teno’s film Africa, I Will Fleece You 


| is followed by a discussion by a represen- 
tative of an African support organization.) 


The good news is that storytelling isn’t 
taking a backseat to dogma anymore. 

One eye-opening example of African 
and Western cross-breeding is Quartier 
Mozart (1992), an MTV-influenced prod-

searches by bicycle for an ancient herbal 
gift that aids women in childbirth. Like- 
wise raising the cry for Africans to reclaim 
their national identities in the deep wake 
of European colonization is Teno’s Africa, 
I Will Fleece You, which examines the af- 
termath of a century of foreign interven- 
tion in Cameroon. Also from Cameroon is 
Sango Malo, Bassek ba Kobhio’s 1991 re- 
form-minded drama that extolls the virtues 
of villagers who become self-reliant. 

Two films deal with politics on startingly 
personal levels. David Achkar’s Allah Tan- 
tou (1991) is an attempt by the director to 
reconcile his feelings for his father, a 
Guinea diplomat who became a political 
prisoner in the 1960s. Following the cur- 
rent trend of memoir-style documentaries, 
Achkar has used home movies and news- 
reel footage to sketch the way his father’s 
fate affected his own life. Raoul Peck’s Lu- 
mumba: Death of a Prophet is an idiosyn- 
cratic examination of the life and death of 
the Belgian Congo’s liberator, Patrice Lu- 
mumba. 

Newcomers notwithstanding, the big 
guns in “New African Films” are Sembene 
and Idrissa Quedraogo, whose new works, 
Guelwaar and Samba Traore, respectively, 
screen together on the double bill that 
opens the series this Friday, December 3. 
Of the two, Samba Traore is the more 
straightforward entry, with its story about 
Samba, a villager who robs a gas station in 
the city and then repairs to his hometown. 
Samba tries to start a new life, courting a 
young woman with a son, and raising sus- 
picions when he’s able to bankroll an ex- 
travagant new house and saloon. His story 
takes place at the dangerous intersection 
of small-town security and urban opportu- 
nity, but what’s most compelling is the 
way Ouedraogo lets Samba, neither a 
rogue nor a hero, remain a sympathetic 
character. 

Less sympathetic but equally transfixing 
is Guelwaar, the hero and title character of 
Sembene’s film, which tells the story of 


happens to be Christian, is stolen the day 
of his funeral and accidentally buried in a 
Muslim cemetery. An extended metaphor 
for the way a national hero belongs to his 
constituency rather than his family, Guel- 
waar also examines the irony of making a 
saint out of an imperfect human. We see 
the toll of Guelwaar’s idealism on his own 
family, but also the way his presence kept 
warring factions in check. Even more so 
than in earlier films, Sembene’s voice is 
hardly subtle, but with Guelwaar his can- 
vas is as big as Africa itself. Q

Moral minority 





Anthony Burgess gave us more 
than A Clockwork Orange

nthony Burgess, who died 
on November 25, at age 76, 
of lung cancer, believed 
himself a frequent victim of 
misperception throughout 
his long and prodigious career. A deeply 
moral man, he saw his work attacked for its 
bleak and violent visions of society. An au- 
thor of numerous novels, memoirs, essays, 
plays, television scripts, and opera libretti, 
he worried that the sheer volume of his out- 
put would lead critics to consider him a 
dilettante or an educated hack. A fluent 
speaker of seven languages whose innova- 
tive work expanded the range of the novel 
in terms of both subject matter and linguis- 
tic creativity, he saw few if any others build 
on his innovations or cite him as an influ- 
ence. And as the prolific author of more 
than 50 books, he will most likely be re- 
membered for the one that was made into a 
notorious movie, A Clockwork Orange. 

“I wish people would think of me as a 
musician who writes novels instead of as a 
novelist who writes music on the side,” he 
wrote. Of his reputation as a comic novel- 
ist, he mused, “One writes in grim earnest, 
only to discover when my work is pub- 
lished that Burgess has done it again, an- 
other funny farce.” Still, one imagines that 
any artist so misunderstood, so alternately 
acclaimed and reviled, so defiant of his au- 





| dience’s expectations, must have been do- 


ing something right. 
Burgess’s work was in the tradition of 
some of the other great Catholic writers in 


| the English language. Like Swift, he wrote 
| satire that painted a despairing picture of 


human folly only because he knew how 
enormous was the potential that man had 
failed to live up to. From Joyce, he learned 


| the malleability and infinite possibility of 





| authoritarianism and anarchy. 


language, as well as a fearlessness in 
showing off his erudition and skill as a 
wordsmith. His narratives of morally am- 
biguous antiheroes tripped up by the in- 
trigues of a corrupt, compromised world 
owe a debt to Graham Greene. Emulating 
Evelyn Waugh, he took pleasure in literary 
craftsmanship, airy wit, and political con- 
trarianism. Like them all, Burgess had a 
healthy skepticism for extremes of both 


Critics couldn’t help seeing an autobio- 
graphical resonance in his tales (several 
novels and a symphony) of F. X. Enderby. 
The middle-aged lyric poet who was still 
an arrested adolescent, the semi-famous 
author who was at his most creative while 
shut up alone in his bathroom — they 
seemed paradoxes from his own life. Also | 
clearly autobiographical was A Vision of | 
Battlements (1965), inspired by his World 
War II service in Gibraltar. 

Yet the most eerie case of Burgess turn- 
ing his life into art came in his sci-fi por- 
trayal of the futuristic dystopia of A Clock- 
work Orange (1962). The book’s most dis- 
turbing episode — for sport, teenage Alex 
and his gang of “droogs” invade a writer’s 
home, inflict on him a crippling beating, 
and rape his wife, who later dies from 
shock — came from an episode in 
Burgess’s life, when three Gls raped his 
wife during a London blackout in WW2, 
causing her to miscarry. It is a sign of 
Burgess’s courage that he could look un- 
flinchingly at that memory to create Alex, 
endow him with some humanity (his love 
of Beethoven), and suggest that it is better 
to let such monsters exist than to dehu- 
manize them further (as the bureaucrats do 
to Alex) by taking away their capacity for 
free will. Burgess’s invention of “nadsat,” 
the lively Russian-cockney slang dialect of 
Alex’s narration, also made his antihero | 
more charismatic, if not sympathetic. 

Although Kubrick’s 1971 film and its 
video remain banned in Britain (because | 
of violence), the movie became a cult hit 
among young American audiences, who 
saw Burgess as something of a British 
Burroughs, a hip, scholarly, linguistically | 
playful oldster who admired the wild boys 
and hated the system. As usual with 
Burgess, this perception was an oversim- 
plification. A couple years ago, he tried to 
set his rock-era audience straight by pub- 
lishing in Rolling Stone the final chapter of 
Clockwork, which did not appear in Amer- 
ican editions of the novel or in Kubrick’s 
otherwise faithful film. In that ending, his 
free will having been restored, Alex ma- 
tures and opts out of his adolescent ten- 
dency for “ultraviolence.” Some critics 
called this addendum an anticlimactic 
copout, but it only adds to the work’s 
moral complexity, and to Burgess’s refusal 
to settle for easy answers.

Graves and Zweig: sharp 
stuff at Mass College of Art

ancy Graves’s sculptures 
look like brightly garbed 
dancers bobbing and 
swiveling over the hard- 
wood floor of the Massa- 
chusetts College of Art’s Main Gallery. Her 
works delight with their color and motion; 
she’s got metal on its toes, as delicate and 
graceful as a flying kite. But there’s much 
more to her paintings and sculptures than 
whimsy. They are formally exquisite, and 
dense with image and metaphor. 

Her 1989 sculpture Splendid Mental 
Isolation is a vivid ring of forms that look 
as if they’d been linked purely by chance. 
A fat noose of blue rope-shaped metal ris- 
es in coils off the floor like a cobra. Two 
chunks of metal are welded atop its 
humps: one as sunken and wrinkled as old 
skin, the other a whale-shaped plane 
brushed with fat gray and yellow strokes of 
paint. A mint-green upside-down window 
box balances upon these two pieces, and 
an expansive cluster of blue clouds 
streaked with red leaps into the air from 
its back. Each component of the sculpture 
is the unlikely piece of a bizarre jigsaw 
puzzle of images that marry the natural 
world with industry and human fancy. 

Graves’s paintings, like her sculptures, 





tures a man and a woman sketched in tiny 
purple lines on white; behind them fish 
swirl and lines dance, and in the lower left 
a large man’s head looks downward. 

The careful use of line in the painting is 
re-created in the sculpture, a plain metal 
diorama that features Egyptian figures in 
an aviary of long-billed birds. To the right 
of the sculpture tilts a confetti painting, 
heavenly and light, with swabs of paint 
clouding over drawings of the same bird. 
Below, a darker work is looped with or- 
ange and black ribbons of paint interlaced 
with arrows and silver beams; in the mid- 
dle, there’s a moonlit love scene. The title 
suggests that this complex of emotions 
passes through a body like a dream in the 
midst of an embrace. As with her other 
works, there’s a galaxy of images here, one 
beneath the next, adding more and more 
subtle layers of meaning and emotion to 
Graves’s intuitive, ingenious lexicon.

Janet Zweig’s sculptures, downstairs 
from Graves’s exhibit, provide a sharp 
counterpoint to the latter’s colorful, fanci- 
ful works. Zweig is sharp and to the point. 
Where Graves uses images from the 
archives of Western culture to explore who 
we are, Zweig pulls the rug out from un- 
der the old standbys of academic thought. 

Zweig uses text to undermine old con- 
structs of language and ideas. Solid 
Facts, a 1993 sculpture, is a six-foot-tall 
pile of reams of paper. What is fact, 
then? Can you burn it? A fact is about as 
solid as the paper it’s written on these 
days, but we stubbornly hold onto data 
like a life preserver.

kay, so UMass and Bos- 

ton College don’t pull the 

big upset every time out. 

And Foxboro Stadium, 

Fenway Park, and the 

Garden aren’t exactly festooned with re- 

cent pennants. We still have one champion 

that repeats year after year: Boston Ballet’s 

Nutcracker. Enjoyed by 140,000 people 

each Christmas season, it’s the world’s 

most popular presentation of this holiday 

favorite. Is it also the best? Well, I don’t 
know of a better one right now. 

Other companies may have more ac- 


| complished dancers, but Boston Ballet has 


the most accomplished production. Ap- 
propriately for a season that’s being de- 
voted to Tchaikovsky (in commemoration 


| of the 100th anniversary of the compos- 
| er’s death), this Nutcracker takes its cue 
| from the music. In last weekend’s preview 
| performances, associate conductor Mark 
| Churchill showed a rare sympathy for the 
| composer’s cross-rhythms and off-the- 


beat accents. Tempos got careful thought: 
a quick run-up to the Party Scene’s clos- 
ing Grossvater Tanz led into a sudden ri- 
tard and a gorgeous, stately tempo for the 


| dance itself. There were revelations in the 


second act: a languid, sensuous Coffee; a 


| lazy, lilting Waltz of the Flowers (it’s so 


difficult to take this slowly and not be 
dull); a weighted Sugar Plum Pas de 
Deux with majestic climaxes. 

This is conducting that tells the dancers 
they’re important. You might wish for a 


darker, more erotic sound for the entrance 


into the Christmas Tree Forest, and a more 


| sensuous approach to the beginning of the 


second act. But it’s hard to complain about 


| the kind of detail that Churchill elicits: the 


gloriously bold, flouncing trumpet in 
Chocolate; the puffing tuba that grounds 


the Waltz of the Flowers; more harp notes 
than you’ve ever heard at the outset of the 
Sugar Plum Pas de Deux, and a deliciously 
enunciated celesta in the Sugar Plum solo. 
Music director Jonathan McPhee, no 
slouch himself, will be in the pit for Open- 
ing Night (December 2); he’ll have a high 
standard to meet. 

The good news about what happens on 
stage is also in the details. It starts with 
the Party set, the Silberhaus drawing 
room, with its high ceiling, its peacock- 
blue appointments accented with gold 
sunbursts, its mullioned gothic windows 
(which are echoed in the doors, and in the 
design of the clock cabinet), its elaborate- 
ly framed cameos. This is a cradling at- 
mosphere, for the audience as well as for 
Clara. And when, under Drosselmeyer’s 
magic, it grows to let in a huge crescent 
moon and a hint of faithful evergreen, 
we’re given to understand that the world 
outside can also be safe. 

Certainly the world of this Nutcracker is 
a very lively place. As the curtain rises on a 
Dickensian street scene, we see a man 
with a young daughter on a sled haggling 
with a vendor over the price of a Christ- 
mas tree; the three of them seem to be 
matching up (Dad loses). Inside Fritz and 
Clara make fun of their fussbudget gov- 
erness, and there’s a hint that Herr and 
Frau Silberhaus, good souls to be sure, 
aren’t above overworking the maid (she 
does get to finish off a discarded glass of 
sherry when locking up for the night). The 
guests’ children fairly jiggle with anticipa- 
tion when the presents are being distribut- 
ed; Grandmother (the indispensable Tony 
Collins) blushes out of vanity over her new 
pearl necklace. The mice, cute but greedy, 
materialize from everywhere (including the 
orchestra pit), and there’s the now-tradi- 
tional Red Cross stretcher and attempted 
CPR for the Mouse King. No matter 
where you look, the members of Boston 
Ballet’s ever-increasing cast give you 
something delectable to look at. 

Each year there are changes; this year 
there are improvements. In the original 
E.T.A. Hoffmann tale, Fritz points out 
that his army needs hussars, so it makes 





sense to add a cavalry regiment (richly ca- 
parisoned in blue, red, and yellow) to the 
Battle Scene. The mice meet this new 
threat by arming themselves with dinner 
knives and forks they’ve stolen from the 
kitchen; when the soldiers bring out a 
cannon, the mice answer by pelting them 
with wedges of cheese. Clara’s sugar toys, 
the ones that in Hoffmann’s story the 
Mouse King devours, also come to life; 
they turn up as the beverages and sweets 
that dance in act two. 

Usually the defining partnership in any 
Nutcracker is Sugar Plum and her Cava- 
lier. This time around, for me, it was the 
Snow Queen and Snow King on Friday 
evening. That’s partly because they have 
the most romantic music in the ballet, and 
partly because it’s hard not to be moved to 
tears when Trinidad Sevillano is doing her 
quicksilver splits or Patrick Armand is exe- 
cuting lightning turns. Passion is their nat- 
ural state, but it’s the combination of pride 
and vulnerability that makes them price- 
less. As Sugar Plum and her Cavalier Sat- 
urday evening, they filled out the phrases 
of Churchill’s measured tempos with a 
languid sexuality. 

Well, you expect Sevillano and Armand 
to be sensational. But the Friday-night 
pairing of Alexandra Koltun and Devon 
Carney? Could this be the same couple 
who seemed so syrupy in last season’s 
Tchaikovsky Piano Concerto No. 2? They 
don’t smolder like Armand and Sevillano, 
but they do glow. Last season’s Romeo 
and Juliet showed that with the right part- 
ner (Dierdre Myles) Carney can be first- 
rate. Koltun reminds me just a bit of Myles 
(same determination in the jaw); perhaps 
she’s a partner Carney can settle down 
with. Near the beginning of the Grand Pas 
de Deux, when Sugar Plum runs up to her 
Cavalier, Koltun paused just a heartbeat 
before letting her leg kick out in dévelop- 
pé; at the end of the section, Carney 
flashed her a quick smile. Her solo was 
oddly tantalizing in the precise way it 
matched Churchill’s clockwork pointing of 
the celesta. Friday was no fluke: they were 
just as endearing Saturday as the Snow 
Queen and Snow King. 

The “third” lead couple, Larissa Pono- 
marenko and Victor Plotnikov, seemed a 
shade less fully characterized. It’s possible 
they’re better suited to story ballets; it’s also 
possible I was suffering from Nutcracker 
overload when I saw them. Technically they 
were fine. These were, again, preview per- 
formances, and though Plotnikov and 
Ponomarenko are well used to each other 
(they’re husband and wife), they’re new to 
the Boston Ballet production. As for the 
“third” Snow Queen and Snow King, every 
company should be so lucky. Adriana 
Suarez and Paul Thrussell aren’t quite as 
intense as Sevillano and Armand, but they

have the same technical panache and regal 
bearing, with just a hint of icy ardor. 

No falling off in the Dew Drops, either. 
I was most taken with Heidi Wolfe, crisp 
like an autumn leaf but with a melting ge- 
ometry. If I was less impressed by Julie 
Bacon and Jennifer Gelfand, I suspect 
that’s because I still have reservations as to 
whether the new choreography for, Dew | 
Drop affords enough scope for characteri- | 
zation. Company director Bruce Marks 
has been tinkering with the second-act 
dances over the past few years. Tea is bet- | 
ter but still lightweight; the Marzipan 
lambs are cute but the ropes are distract- | 
ing, and having the lambs hop’about while | 
serious dancing is going on doesn’t seem a | 
good idea. The Chocolate lady used to be | 
a Carmen with four Don Josés; now she’s | 
just one of the boys. Coffee, surely the 
most difficult of these numbers, has some 
new dancers and was a little rough last 
weekend, but nothing that time won’t fix. 

It’s a mark of Boston Ballet’s continuing 
improvement that the second-act perfor- 
mances are a reviewer’s dream: many 
dancers outstanding, nobody less than 
good. My favorites included Koltun’s 
high-kicking Chocolate, Heather Waldon’s 
Coffee (will she succeed Denise Pons as 
the company’s resident vamp?), and all 
three lead Cossacks — Todd Eric Allen, 
Grant Scruggs, and Reagan Messer — as 
well as their loudly applauded supporting 
quartet (talk about improvement, what’s 
the last time an entire contingent of Bos- 
ton Ballet men were outstanding?). Of all 
the company’s Claras I’ve seen over the 
past 10 years, Brittany Braga just might be 
the best: she has the grace of a much older 
dancer, and the articulation of her wrists 
and hands is an endless delight. Patrick 
Keneally is a fine, not overdone Fritz; 
Roger Cunningham and Carlos Santos are 
tender, reassuring Nutcrackers. I’m still 
getting used to the “new” Drosselmeyer. 
Both Laszlo Berdo and Joseph Sterrett are 
younger and less disturbing than the char- 
acterization Vadim Strukov created, but 
they fit better into the overall scheme. The 
children remain a blessing: their short- 
comings (I didn’t notice many) are in- 
significant next to their enthusiasm and 
high-spirited acting. 

What’s most significant about the 1993 
Nutcracker is the number of different 
dancers it has in featured roles: three Bears, 
four Chocolates, five Coffee trios, four lead 
Cossacks, six Snow couples — and that’s 
just in the first week. The three Snow cou- 
ples I didn’t see were Ponomarenko and 
Plotnikov, Susannah Vennerbeck and Car- 
los Santos, and Kyra Strasberg and Olivier 
Wecxsteen. That, ladies and gentlemen, is 
bench strength. When UMass and BC can 
field that level of “reserves,” they too will 
win every time out. Q

bortion, one of the most di- 
visive issues in America, is 
apparently just too dramat- 
ic for our playwrights.

Keely 
and Du isn’t soap opera or political 
polemic; neither does it stoop to sensation- 
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takes risks about something that matters.

alism. Yet even in the scorching production

Indeed, 
this week’s aisle hop, to productions 
of Womb Song (presented by Out 
of the Blue Theater Company at the 
Boston Center for the Arts’ Leland Center 
through December 12) and The House of 
Blue Leaves (presented by the Massachu- 
setts Bay Theatre Company at the Perfor- 
mance Place through December 11), sug- 
gests a much simpler explanation than 
Freud’s observation of the sexual motiva- 
tion of behavior, especially between men 
and women: men are pigs. 
Womb Song, the first produced play by 





Boston playwright Dorothy Tan, turns 
Freud on his head with its theory, as voiced 
by semi-radical feminist Helen (Chandra 
Pieragostini), that men suffer from “womb 
envy.” That is, men envy and desire to con- 
trol women’s procreative power, and they 
love women only because women are walk- 
ing, talking wombs. I don’t buy the envy 
part (as a man, I’m relieved to know that I 
will never have to bear a child). The rest of 
the theory doesn’t seem too far off the 
mark, though Tan’s black-comic, credibili- 
ty-stretching farce can make it seem so. 
Tan asks whether fertility is such a bless- 
ing for women (her subtitle, Or, Codlins 
and Cream, refers to a white flower, a fer- 
tility symbol that gathers weight over the 
course of the play), but her explorations 





don’t always bear fruit. 

The play centers on Samantha (Kate 
Movius), a well-educated woman trapped 
in a sexless marriage to Gerry (Frank 
Dixon), who’s preoccupied with the lin- 
gerie business he runs with his roughneck 
friend, lan (Brian Scally). Samantha’s best 
friend is the Eve Arden—ish Helen, who 
urges her to seek satisfaction elsewhere. 
There is a wacky cast of supporting charac- 
ters, including Gerry’s religious-visionary 
mother and the dotty, very patriarchal 
priest Father Abraham. 

Samantha shocks her husband and the 
community by running away from home to 
have a hysterectomy, thus absconding with 
a womb Gerry believes is half his. The 
misogynistic Ian (his motto is “Don’t trust 
women, not even your own mother”) in- 
spires Gerry to lower himself to the occa- 
sion; the result is a violent kidnapping plot 
whose slapstick outcome settles the fertility 
question once and for all. 

Setting her play in religious-minded, 
class-conscious England, Tan seems to 
have in mind a farce built on Orton-esque 
transgressiveness. The men take it on the 
chin (and in other painful spots), though 
Tan doesn’t spare the women from looking 
foolish, selfish, or crazy. In these perfor- 
mances, however, all the characters come 
off as nice or pathetic (even Scally’s Ian) 
and certainly undeserving of what befalls 
them. Movius manages to make Samantha 
likable, if not understandable, but the rest 
of the characters are hard to identify with. 

Director Karen Woodward has a firm 
grasp on both the knockabout group 
scenes and the soliloquies, yet the play’s 
intellectual points remain at once obvious 
and underdeveloped. Tan has already 
tried rewriting the play since a staged 
reading last year, so perhaps the flaws lie 
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pregnant woman, handcuffs her to a bed, 
and insists it will force her to bring her 
baby to term. Keely can either keep the 
child or hand it over to a pre-selected cou- 
ple for adoption; either way, the under- 
ground organization has made its political 
point. Through lectures and pamphlets 
provided by an overzealous preacher, Wal- 
ter, Keely is invited to love, rather than 
kill, her fetus. Keely’s keeper, Du, an older 
woman who lost one of her own children, 
is there to encourage the blessed event, 
what Keely calls “God’s visual aid.” 

The heart of Keely and Du is the tenuous 
rapprochement between the two women, 
who end up conspiring against Walter, an 
unholy cross between Bob Barker and Pat 
Robertson. Walter’s angry harangues are fol- 
lowed by abject apologies for his loss of tem- 
per; Du gently shares her life and feelings 
with Keely, a sharing that brings them dan- 
gerously close. In the process, Martin makes 
Du sound less like a Christian than like an 
earth mother who doesn’t want to lose one 
of her flock. For Keely, Du provides the only 
tenderness in a Sunday School of a hell, as 
well as serving as her only chance of escape. 
And Keely wants out bad — she was raped 
by a husband she abhors, has no money, and 


is filled with anger. Above all else, she craves | 


solitude, a time in her life when she doesn’t 
have to please, or be controlled by, men. 

The sadistic paradoxes of the “Operation 
Retrieval” methods are clear: Walter and 


Du want to save the baby yet must turn | 


Keely into an infant (her only way to fight 
them is to spit or bite) to do it. What Keely 
and Du fails to do is make the extremist 


Christians sympathetic — admittedly that | 


would be (at least in my eyes) a challenge 
worthy of Shakespeare. Instead, Martin 
pins the sins of the Christian Right on male 
shoulders, indulging in understandable but 
easy scapegoating. At Walter’s instigation, 
Du betrays Keely by letting her husband, 
Cole, who swears he’s been “born again,” 
come in and beg for another chance. The 
transparently sicko husband not only rein- 


forces the notion of male evil but serves as | 


an unconvincing device to bring about a 
shocking, ultimately melodramatic end. 
There isn’t anything in the least clumsy 
about the Hartford Stage production, 
though, with its fast and furious perfor- 
mance from Julie Boyd as Keely. Bob Bur- 
rus, as Walter the fanatic, is suitably avun- 
cular and scary; as Du, Mary Diveny 
(Anne Pitoniak’s understudy) was, at the 
performance I attended, a little too cuddly 
a Christian. The massively talented Pitoni- 
ak would no doubt have added some nec- 
essary steel to the character’s sentimental 
underpinnings. Director Jon Jory uninten- 
tionally pinpoints the strengths and limita- 
tions of the play in his program note: “The 
author seems to believe that only the end 
of the play is the real beginning . . .” In- 
deed, Keely and Du is a play that ends just 
when it’s beginning. QO 





in Womb Song’s conception. 

John Guare’s 1971 The House of Blue 
Leaves is also a black-comic farce about a 
marriage gone sour, thanks largely to hus- 
band Artie Shaughnessy’s open infidelity 
and his taking out of his frustrations (he’s 
a struggling composer of creaky, Tin Pan 
Alley—style songs) on his wife, the unsub- 
tly named Bananas. Granted, it’s easy to 
see why the harried Artie (Joe Cianciaru- 
lo) considers the unstable Bananas his 
millstone, but it’s hard not to blame his 
stifling behavior for her precarious condi- 
tion. Mass Bay’s Ellen Guarente makes 
her the play’s most sympathetic character. 

Although he’s not without caring (he 
works as a zookeeper), Artie harbors a la- 
tent tendency toward violence; describing 
how he met his mistress, Bunny Flingus 
(Stacy Marr), he says he “kind of raped 
her” in a steam room. His son Ronnie, a 
Vietnam-bound soldier, has inherited this 
tendency, as is evident in his plot to blow 
up Pope Paul VI during the pontiff's 1965 


procession through Queens. Ronnie’s plot | 
goes farcically awry, and by the end of the | 


play three women are dead, victims of male 
folly and brutality. 


Guare’s characters confront obstacles to | 
mental health that Freud never imagined, | 


like the military-industrial complex, and the 
mass-media-influenced desire for 15 min- 
utes of fame (which renders the pope just 
one more celebrity, one more target for an 
obsessed fan). Mike Allard’s stop-and-go 
direction never seems to know whether to 
take a tragic or comic tone, but then, the 
play offers little guidance. Perhaps unwit- 





tingly, The House of Blue Leaves seems to | 


have contempt for its female characters 
while suggesting that everyone would be 


better off if the male ones weren't so | 


testosterone-poisoned.

Past, present, and 
the name game 


Arguments about the nature of 
jazz didn’t start with Wynton 
Marsalis; they’re as old as the mu- 
sic. Can Anthony Braxton play his 
instrument? Is what Cecil Taylor 
plays really jazz? Is Wynton him- 
self an innovator or, like a classical 
musician playing the standard ro- 
mantic repertoire, merely an inter- 
preter? In previous generations, 
Cab Calloway called bebop “Chi- 
nese music,” Roy Eldridge thought 
Ornette Coleman was “jivin,’ ” 
and, conversely, one of the greatest 
composers in the history of the 
music, Jelly Roll Morton, spent his 
last years embittered at having been 
swept aside by jazz fashion. 

One advantage of the jazz-reis- 
sue glut is that it gives us a chance 
to reassess the music’s history 
through the window of particular 
artists’ work. The artists represent- 
ed here — Buck Clayton, Charles 
Mingus, Ornette Coleman, the Art 
Ensemble of Chicago — have all at 
one time or another extended the 
language of the art form. Maybe 
we can get a better picture of 
where jazz is at by taking a look at 
where it’s been. In that context, we 
came up with more answers to the 
question “What is jazz?” than 
you'd think. 


azz reissues and boxed sets tell 

and retell jazz history with 

each new generation of listen- 

ers. Early reissues collected 

78s as “albums” for the first 
time. Miles Davis’s nonet recordings from 
1949-50 were released as influential 10- 
inch LPs before being collected as the 
epochal Birth of the Cool album in 1957. In 
the ’70s, the key independent jazz labels 
went through “twofer” reissue programs, so 
bargain double albums from Prestige, Blue 
Note, and Atlantic presented a comprehen- 
sive slice of an artist’s work at a bargain 
rate. I learned jazz history from “The At- 
lantic Years” of Charles Mingus or the 
Modern Jazz Quartet, “The Impulse! 
Years” of Sonny Rollins and John Coltrane. 
With CDs, the twofers were broken down 
into their “original” formats, with a few 
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“bonus” alternate takes thrown in, though 
they were no longer a bargain. 

The song selection and sequence itself af- 
fects the way we view an artist. A friend has 
commented that he can’t listen to the new 
Rhino “Anthology” of John Coltrane be- 
cause its re-ordering of materigl gives him 
the feeling that he’s “listening tagj memory.” 
(For the pop analogy, consider*the CD-era 
transformation of Meet the Beatles back to 
its original UK edition With the Beatles — 
the difference between beginning with “I 
Want To Hold Your Hand” or “It Won’t Be 
Long,” and omitting “Money” altogether). 

These days, no one packages jazz histo- 
ry, as well as its mystique, better than Mo- 
saic Records of Stamford, Connecticut. 
With its direct-marketing program and 
tasty brochures, Mosaic is the J. Crew or 
Eddie Bauer of jazz. Through its co 
logue, you can order two-, four-, or six- 
CD limited-edition sets, or more, for afty- 
where from $30 (The Complete Blue Note 
Recordings of Don Cherry, on two CDs) to 
$270 (The Complete Capitol Recordings of 
the Nat King Cole Trio, on 18 CDs or 27 
LPs). The remastering is impeccable. They 
include 11x11 glossy booklets with ex- 
haustive discographies, intelligent liner 
notes, and beautiful, often rare, black and 
white photographs, 

For a taste of Mosaic jazz, Jook inside 
the booklet accompanying The Complete 
CBS Buck Clayton Jam Sessions (six CDs 
for $90). There’s Buck, sitting on a riser, 
horn across his lap, wearing a big grin, re- 
sponding to some off-camera remark, a 
handkerchief held to his cheek. He’s wear- 
ing thick, cuffed wool trousers and a black 
turtleneck jersey. Elsewhere, Buck is chat- 
ting with the producers, running over the 
charts with half a dozen other horn men. 
There’s Buck blowing head-to-head with 
Woody Herman. There’s Coleman 
Hawkins, digging into his tenor sax and 
wearing a hat. 

Now listen to Sir Charles Thompson’s 
spry, economical piano intro to the opening 
cut, the Kansas City classic “Moten 
Swing.” By today’s standards, there’s a bit 
too much reverb; you can hear the size of 
the room in the microphone placement. It’s 
the only element even close to being “off” in 
the set’s sound quality. Overall the Buck 
Clayton box’s design and photographs are 
at once plush and austere, and the depth of 
sound is perfect. As Jo Jones’s brushes 
come under the piano, you’re listening to 
and watching musicians at work. It’s 1953, 
Columbia Records’ 30th Street studio — 
and you are there. 

The music, needless to say, is gorgeous. 
How can it not be? The players include 
not only Clayton and Hawkins, Jones and 
Herman, but also trumpeters Joe Newman 
and Ruby Braff. Clayton — broad-toned, 
concise, with a vocalist’s sense of phrasing 
— is always paired with another trumpet, 
producing some of the collection’s peerless 
exchanges. And there’s J.C. Higginboth- 
am, Al Cohn, Milt Hinton, Freddie Green, 
and others. 

There are the surprises from non-stars 
like Charlie Fowlkes, a baritone player who 
subordinated himself to the Basie band, 
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Mosaic and Rhino 
assemble pictures of

solo-less, for years. Here his rich, cav- 
ernous tone is a wonder. There’s Lem 
Davis, an alto-saxophonist who, we are 
told, spent most of his later years in R&B 
outfits. Here his tone and attack (on Basie’s 
“Blue and Sentimental”) suggest a unique 
voice, somewhere between Johnny 
Hodges’s quicksilver lightness and Charlie 
Parker’s steeplechase inventions. 

Listening to the Clayton box is akin to 
reading some vast 19th-century novel. You 
steep yourself in it. The shortest. complete 
take is 6:35, the longest, Chu Berry’s 
“Christopher Columbus,” is 28:56. And 
there are alternate takes. More than six 
hours of music. Hour after hour passes, 
saved from monotony by the soloists’ inven- 
tions, their attention to one another exem- 
plified by the way each takes care to vary 
his attack from his predecessor’s. Backing 
choruses of horns gently call to the soloist 
at the bridge, urging him on to the next 
chorus. It’s like six hours of very urbane 
conversation, with only a few faux pas. 

What’s more, it actually rescues Clayton 
from jazz history. At the time of these 
recordings, Clayton’s Basie-era swing 
(which had gained him fame in the 30s, es- 
pecially in sessions backing Billie Holiday) 
had long been overtaken by bebop. Now 
Clayton’s attention to tone, melody, and 
standard song form restores him to the 
pantheon among the beboppers who had 
eclipsed him. 

The music of Charles Mingus, represent- 
ed by both Mosaic and Rhino/Atlantic, has 
never suffered such neglect. Long respected 
as a virtuoso bassist and bandleader, his 
oeuvre now places him alongside Ellington 
and Copland as one of the great American 
composers. 

The question in the land of the reissues 
is, which Mingus will we meet this time? 
The symphonic Mingus of the unwieldy, 
posthumous Epitath brought forth by Gun- 
ther Schuller a couple of seasons back? 
Mingus of the early, rather dry, chamber- 
jazz era? Or the hard-bop Mingus, or the 
Holiness-church-meets-Charlie Parker? 

Rhino/Atlantic answers with as many 
Minguses as it can find — a series of 
snapshots entitled, aptly enough, Thirteen 
Pictures. The sequence is not chronologi- 
cal. It begins with a piece of offputting 
length: the 28-minute, large-ensemble 
“Cumbia & Jazz Fusion” from 1978, with 
its programmatic arrangement of Afro- 
Latin folk and jazz forms meant to parallel 
the Colombia-to-New-York cocaine drug 
trade of the movie it was written for. But 
despite its complexity and rhythmic vitali- 
ty, it never gets off the ground — and 
could shut the door on the collection be- 
fore you ever get into it. 

Things improve with a piece from Min- 
gus’s solo-piano album for Impulse!, an 
early quintet date, and then the heart of 
the Atlantic catalogue, the tracks from 
1956-'59: “Haitian Fight Song,” 
“Pithecanthropus Erectus,” “Ecclusias- 
tics.” There is also the extended work for 
large ensemble, “Meditations on Integra- 
tion (Parts I and II).” 

It’s difficult to know how the novice will 
take this slab of Mingus. At this point, I find 
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it hard to digest except in sections. And 
here’s where the Mosaic method makes 
sense: take the complete work of a repre- 
sentative year or label as some kind of arbi- 
trary unifying factor. That’s one of the rea- 
sons the Rhino/Atlantic Ornette Coleman 
box and the Clayton box succeed despite 
their daunting length. 

Thirteen Pictures does display Mingus’s 
many virtues. There was in Mingus’s work 
not only the writerly ability to sustain com- 
plex thematic ideas over an extended piece 
or large ensemble, and his delicate balance 
of written and improvised sections, but 
sheer soulful velocity. In my favorite Atlantic 
cuts, Mingus’s compositions earn oft-made 
comparisons to barreling freight trains. 

Whether ballad or anthem, the pieces 
are always more than “songs.” They. are 
true compositions, with multiple parts and 
thematic elements. But every part is 
singable. They build intensity through the 
gradual intertwining of voices supported 
by rolling gospel piano chords and shift- 
ing rhythms from Mingus and his essen- 
tial collaborator, drummer Dannie Rich- 
mond. Each ensemble section or solo pro- 
pels the piece forward. It’s “organized 
chaos,” as Mingus called it. Solos by 
Booker Ervin and Rahsaan Roland Kirk 
(on tenors), or Jackie McLean and John 
Handy (altos), seem shaped by Mingus’s 
writing. With all that prodding from the 
rhythm section, there’s no way a soloist 
can get away with his standard B-flat 
blues solo on a Mingus piece. 

For the sake of coherence, Mosaic’s The 
Complete 1959 CBS Charles Mingus Ses- 
sions ($52, LP only) gets the edge. Here are 
the other great Mingus pieces that stand by 
themselves or as a group — “Boogie Stop 
Shuffle,” “Goodbye Porkpie Hat,” “Fables 
of Faubus,” “Self-Portrait in Three Colors,” 
“Better Git It in Your Soul.” The band line- 
up is almost identical to the ’59 Atlantic ses- 
sions: Handy, Ervin, trombonist Jimmy 
Knepper, the under-recognized (and subse- 
quently unheard from) Shafi Hadi on alto. 

But there’s another solution if you want 
an economical introduction to Mingus: 
the single-disc Atlantic reissue of the 
1959 Blue & Roots. By comparison with 
the smooth consistency of the CBS sides, 
this has a “hot” recorded sound. Engineer 
Tom Dowd, with his R&B experience, 
pushed the sound to the very edge of dis- 
tortion, especially when Mingus howls 
“oh yeahhhh!!” into the microphone dur- 
ing one of his holiness ecstasies. Blues & 
Roots is free of Mingus’s more extreme 
eccentricities from the Atlantic years (like 
the quasi-free jazz “Passions of a Man”). 
Instead, there’s “Moanin’,” with its gut- 
bucket opening riff from baritone Pepper 
Adams, and the exhilarating flights of 
“Wednesday Night Prayer Meeting” and 
“Cryin’ Blues.” In these pieces, the collec- 
tively improvised horn lines become the 
composition, so inevitable is their trajec- 
tory. On Blues & Roots, Mingus and his 
inventions transcend both jazz history and 
packaging. Q

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Remembering when Ornette

s an avid Down Beat reader 
in 1959-’60, I followed the 
controversy surrounding 
Ornette Coleman’s plastic 
alto and his music. When 
Coleman’s quartet first came east from 
California and played New York’s Five 
Spot, I missed them. It was not until I was 
given The Shape of Jazz To Come, Cole- 
man’s first record for Atlantic, that I heard 
what all the noise was about. The music 
thrilled me. It was too physical to be as ab- 
stract as Down Beat made it out to be. Al- 
though it was certainly like no jazz I had 
heard before, I loved it on first hearing. 
Listening to Coleman’s complete Atlantic 
recordings in the collection Beauty Is a 
Rare Thing brought that feeling back in a 
more intense form. 

This set of six CDs (issued by Rhino) 
holds all nine surviving albums Coleman 
recorded for Atlantic from 1959 to 1961, 
plus some previously unreleased material. 
(He actually recorded two or three times 
the six hours of music here, but a 1976 
warehouse fire destroyed the tapes.) There 
are no alternative tracks in the collection, 
for which I am grateful. Coleman’s music 
is thus not embalmed in that most aca- 
demic of practices, and the sides can be 
listened to straight through, without dis- 
traction. The critic Robert Palmer, once a 
student of Coleman’s, contributes a useful 
catalogue essay, and there is an anthology 
of quotes from Coleman and his detractors 
(many) and supporters (few) at the time. 

Before I describe what I hear in this mu- 
sic, let me declare that I do not now nor 
have I ever understood Coleman’s theory 
of harmolodics. When I first heard Cole- 
man’s band, the theory was not part of the 
experience. When the theory arrived, I 
simply could not grasp it. 

Part of this is due to ignorance on my 
part, but I admit to being loath to have my 
pleasure in this music tainted or spoiled by 
“understanding” it. “In music,” Coleman

has said, “the only thing that matters is 
whether you feel it or not.” I take this as 
my text. 

The first moment I “felt” Coleman’s 
music was in the moaningly sad and blues- 
ful “Lonely Woman.” I had heard jazz 
horn playing described as sounding like 
the human voice, but I had never heard 
this before except in Charlie Parker. Now I 
heard it again, but for myself, without be- 
ing told this was what I was hearing. Cole- 
man’s music set me free from the jazz, 
principally Parker and Monk, on which I 
had cut my teeth. In Coleman’s music, I 
had only my own feeling to go on. 

What appealed to me then and carries 
even more appeal today is the dense, 
thorny, pleading, joyous ensemble playing 
balanced or contradicted or strung out — 
extended by the solos, especially Charlie 
Haden’s bass solos. Indeed, I think I’ve 
heard the bass better and been more atten- 
tive to it in Coleman’s music than in any 
other jazz save for the various groups led 
by Charles Mingus. If I compare Cole- 
man’s band with any other of the ’60s, I 
think I’d argue for Mingus as an equiva- 
lent. They share a tightness that produces 
a full-throated blast and long, singing 
lines. 

The other pleasures I find in Coleman 
are the woody wail of his alto and the way, 
as these discs progress, his playing rises to 
joyful abandon. Ed Blackwell, the only 
member of the quartet now dead, is for me 
the consummate Coleman drummer. It’s 
not that he’s better than Billy Higgins, who 
played on the first two Atlantic records; 
he’s just busier. I hear more in his playing, 
and Coleman’s music seems to me to be 
about hearing more. How to celebrate 
Don Cherry? He and Coleman fit together 
like tongue and groove in one of jazz’s 
emphatic collaborations. 

Ninety percent of this compilation fea- 
tures the quartet. Scott LaFaro replaces 
Haden on a number of cuts, and on disc 
six Ornette plays tenor. Half of disc four is 
taken up with “Free Jazz: A Collective Im- 
provisation by the Ornette Coleman Dou-

could well have been subtitled 

Aftermath. By the time these 

recordings — made newly 
available as a Mosaic Records four-CD or 
six-LP set — were cut, McLean had estab- 
lished himself as a passionate hard-bop 
alto-saxist. But he was young (in his late 
20s) and emotionally responsive enough to 
have his musical world view shaken by the 
initial impact of the free-jazz movement — 
a complex and historically driven tremor 
whose onset is officially designated by the 
arrival of Ornette Coleman in New York 
City in 1959. 

The Mosaic sessions show where 
McLean’s playing was at after he absorbed 
the new music’s shock waves and settled 
down from inspired crisis making to the 
equally inspired routine of everyday excel- 
lence. That routine continues to this day, as 
is proven by another new release, The Jack- 
ie Mac Attack Live (Birdology/Verve), 
which was recorded early in ’91. 

McLean’s first and most comprehensive 
statement of how he intended to deal with 
the avant-garde was 1962’s Let Freedom 
Ring (Blue Note). It remains the fiercest al- 
bum by a player whose most-often-gar- 
nered adjective is “searing” (“blistering” is

a close second). With his quartet, McLean 
would set up modal treadmills, sidestepping 
the chord-change dilemma so that he could 
push harder on each go-around, building 
up a nearly unbearable tension. For a play- 
er steeped in the rigors of bop, the process 
of breaking free, as much as freedom itself, 
was the subject matter of his music. Al- 
though an exhilarating record, Let Freedom 
Ring was also often frustrating; its recur- 
ring motif is a piercing squeal, a blasphe- 
mous denial of pitch, harmony, 
and rhythm that at first seems 
exciting but after a while starts 
to sound like the musical equiv- 
alent of Tourette’s Syndrome. 
Of the six LP-length sets, 
which are presented in chrono- 
logical order, the first three were 
released in their day, but the 
others didn’t surface until they 
were part of a late-’70s reissue 
series. I can remember being 
distinctly disappointed as each 
of the mid-’60s albums — It’s 
Time, Right Now, and Action — 
arrived. I fully expected the 
adrenaline-inducing experimen- 
tation of Freedom and its imme- 
diate follow-up, One Step Be- 
yond, to continue indefinitely. It

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ble Quartet,” which adds Eric Dolphy and 
Freddie Hubbard to the mix. Gunther 
Schuller’s two compositions for Jazz Ab- 
stractions complete the set. 

In the summer of 1960, I did, finally, 
get to hear Coleman live at the Five Spot. 
He and his band were dressed in char- 
coal-gray suits and thin dark ties like 
prep-school students for Sunday chapel. 
They created such a hail of sound and 
demanded by their concentration such 
concentration on my part that I hardly 
sipped at the beer in front of me. The 
club was maybe three-quarters full, and I 
remember that there was no talking or 
clinking of glasses. Or perhaps I just 
heard nothing else but Coleman’s band. 
After the first set, I stopped Coleman on 
his way to the men’s room and asked him 
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to sign the napkin I thrust toward him. 
He did so with a scrawl that I could not 
read. I kept my souvenir through several 
moves, until it disappeared. I wish I could 
say that I have stayed as true to Cole- 
man’s music, but I have not. Nothing I 
have heard of his has so held me as these 
first recordings. 

Of all the quotessim the accompanying 
booklet, Charles Mingus’s “It’s like orga- 
nized disorganization or playing wrong 
right . . .” speaks to me of the inspiring 
freedom of Coleman’s music. Another 
American original, Charles Ives, wrote a 
note to his copyist to remind him that “all 
the wrong notes are right.” The beauty of 
Coleman’s music is such a rare thing pre- 
cisely because the “wrong” of his individu- 
al imagination shines through so boldly. O

what my hyped sense of expectation once 
made opaque: the way McLean assimilated 
his recent discoveries into his hard-bop 
ethos, the way his personal attitude devel- 
oped into a personal voice. 

Each of these sets has a distinct flavor. 
It’s Time is a tight quintet date, McLean 
sharing the front line with Charles Tolliver, 
who, like fellow trumpeter Woody Shaw, 
was a hard-bopper very comfortable on the 
edge of freedom and with a similar fleet ar- 
ticulation and feel for the dramatic possibil- 
ities of discreet envelope pushing. The two 
main points of reference are modes and the 
blues, the new and old earthiness. McLean 
maintains his earlier sense of near-crisis, 
but he speaks more succinctly and manages 
not to fall off the planet squealing. 

Action is also a quintet session with Tol- 
liver, but with Time’s grandiloquently im- 
pressionistic Herbie Hancock replaced by 
vibist Bobby Hutcherson. The sparer ac-

Finally, Right Now is a quartet 
date, most of the songs using vamps or riffs 
to frame the modal weightlessness. This 
one has the box’s only previously unre- 
leased cut, a rougher alternate take of the 
title song that was probably deemed not up 
to McLean’s new, more mature approach. 
The three sets that were not immediately 
issued all offer fine playing, but their late 
release is not too puzzling when you con- 
sider the abundance of material McLean 
was recording for the label. Jackknife has 
memorable songs and playing by trum- 
peters Tolliver and Lee Morgan, but 
McLean fits into its scheme more like a 
sideman than like a leader. Consequence, 
with a quintet co-led by Morgan, is so echt 
Blue Note as to be redundant (no reflec- 
tion on its excellence). High Frequency, 
another quartet date, is the anomaly, a 
wonderful curio. I can think of no other 
McLean recording where he sounds less 
like himself. It’s not just the many Trane- 
isms; it’s the eerie melancholy in his tone, 


which gives the weird impression that this 


hardest of hard players has been deboned. 
It’s as offbeat as Consequence is cookie- 


cutter. 


Whereas the Mosaic box shows McLean 


settling in for the long haul, The Jackie 
Mac Attack Live picks up the story 25 years 
later. This quartet date’s main message is 


that the man still burns. Most of the cuts 


are marathon speed races, and McLean 


runs the course with authoritative ease. The 
rhythm section is just okay and the live 


recording is pinched and trebly, but it’s a 
treat to hear McLean in such a vigorous 
mood. A quarter of a century after reaching 
the first plateau of his maturity, he’s still 
playing like an up-and-comer warding off

If you worked for a major label and 
somebody offered you a choice of an 
international ska compilation, a 
bunch of ugly rock guys doing truck- 
driving songs, or another Pearl Jam 
clone, we all know which one you’d 
pick. So thank God for the small in- 
die labels that just put out the ska 
collection The Shack, on Bim Skala 
Bim’s BiB label, and the second of 
Diesel Only Records’ truck-and-roll 
compilations, Rig Rock Truckstop 
(because that label puts out only sin- 
gles, it’s licensed this CD to the Jer- 
sey-based Fruit of the Tune label). 

The Shack is more of a mixed bag, 
and not just because the participants 
range from first-generation ska-sters 
(Laurel Aitken) to English “Two- 
Tone” veterans (the Nutty Boys, In- 
ternational Beat, and Golding & Sta- 
ples — spinoffs of Madness, the En- 
glish Beat, and the Specials, respec- 
tively) to unestablished British and 
American bands. Actually, the lesser- 
known bands tend to contribute their 
best stuff, whereas the established 
groups are represented by demos, 
covers, or previously released album 
tracks. (Unfortunately the Selecter, 
who were the highlight of the recent 
“Skavoovie” tour, aren’t here.) New 
York’s Toasters may not be a better 
band than the International Beat, but 
their infectious “Social Security” is 
clearly a better track than the IB’s 
slick “Magical Feeling” (neither of 
the English Beat spinoff bands has 
yet been able to get near the old 
group’s glories). The only veteran 
band to stand out are the Nutty Boys, 
with a rootsier sound than the Brit- 
pop leanings of Madness. 

A song by a new UK band, Maroon 
Town’s “Nostalgia,” comes closest to 
Two-Tone’s heyday, sounding less 
like pop ska and more like the 
punked-up reggae that arose in the 
Clash’s wake. Reminiscent of the 
Clash’s dissing of the Beatles and 
Stones, the tune dumps on a pile of 


| ’60s icons: “Miniskirts in magazines, 


and goodbye Miss Norma Jean... 
and don’t forget the goddamn Who!” 
But they must have some affection 
for the ’60s, else they wouldn’t have 
nicked their oT line from the surf 
classic “Pipeline 

Although it doesn’t include all of 
Diesel Only’s best A-sides (where’s 
the Havorka single?), Rig Rock 
Truckstop is an unqualified hoot. By 
all odds, this label shouldn’t work as 
well as it does. Given the idea of a 
bunch of (mostly) New York pop/ 
rock renegades doing country-rock 
and trucking songs, and given its oc- 
casional fondness for joky numbers, 
Diesel Only has all the makings of a 
novelty outfit. Instead it’s become to 
country rock what the legendary Stiff 
label was to English new wave: a 
smart, irreverent company that con- 
sistently turns out good songs by 
artists you haven’t (yet) heard of. 

The quality likely stems from the 
fact that these singles are indeed be- 
ing pitched to truckstops, where 
dumb songs or artsy pretensions will 
get you beaten up. So the love songs 
have a low-key sweetness (Courtney 
& Western’s two numbers are charm- 
ers), the hard-driving songs (notably 
Gwil Owen’s “Hot Black Coffee,” 
originally pressed on brown vinyl) 
have a lived-in authenticity, and the 
funny tunes avoid getting too cute. (A 
pair of Mojo Nixon tracks and the 
one Boston contribution, the Wheel- 
ers & Dealers’ “Out of the Frying 
Pan (Into Desire),” lead in the humor 
department.) 

But the Diesel aesthetic is best 
summed up by its flagship band, the 
World Famous Blue Jays, whose 
“Cheeseburger Deluxe” is a beefy 
honky-tonker that demands just what 
the title says. From most bands, a line 
like “Put some gravy on my fries!” 
would have been a sexual innuendo. 
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In this case, you can be sure you’re 

dealing with a bunch of hungry guys 

who’ve got no time to screw around.

As I’m on the phone with Jeff 
Tweedy, the bassist/vocalist for Un- 
cle Tupelo, a tremendous roar rum- 
bles through the receiver. “Oh man! 
That was a jet about a foot off the 
ground,” he says in amazement. “I’m 
at a pay phone in the middle of, like, 
a desert in west Texas, and there’s 
nothing in every direction I look.” 
The future of Tweedy’s band, 
whose members include guitarist/vo- 
calist Jay Farrar and drummer Ken 
Coomer, is no desert. Although they 
are back now on what seems an eter-

“Garth Brooks is country in the 
same way that Pearl Jam’s a rock 
band,” Tweedy points out. “Things 
have changed a lot, and nothing goes 
by the original definition anymore. 
We’re not on a mission; we’re just 
trying to use sounds that we think 
sound fresh and try to make it real. 
That stuff’s not real.” 

Striving for that “fresher” sound, 
they recorded the album entirely live. 
“For us, it just makes more sense, be- 
cause we've got enough people to

nal tour, it’s not so long ago that they 
were in Austin — just over 300 miles 
from that desert phone booth — 
recording their first major label re- 
lease, the new Anodyne (Sire). 

“There’s a refocus to some differ- 
ent things on this record,” says 
Tweedy. That refocus is part of a 
gradual transformation the band have 
made since their first two albums, No 
Depression and Still Feel Gone (both 
for Rockville), which showed listen- 
ers their detachment and their dissat- 
isfaction with their textbook-defini- 
tion Midwest hometown of Belleville, 
Illinois. 

Growing older and wiser in their 
revelatory years of discovering the 
world through the windows of a tour 
van and in the faces amid the smoky 
fog of clubs, Uncle Tupelo began to 
change with the folksier acoustic 
third album, March 16-20, 1992 
(Rockville). Songwriters Farrar and 
Tweedy learned that the world is 
much more than the oppressive dead 
end of Belleville. On this fourth al- 
bum, they seem to have crafted a 
tranquilizer to quell pains from the 
past. 

The band’s sound has also evolved 
through the further shedding of their 
rock/punk tendencies and the adop- 
tion of a more countrified style. They 
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play all the parts the first time 
around, so why go slap it together 
later? We said, “‘We’re just going to 
make a record, and when we get 
done with a take that everybody likes, 
then that’s it.” 

They were concerned about their 
new label’s reaction to their uncon- 
ventional methods. “We expected to 
have at least some skepticism when 
we told them we were going to Texas 
to this little studio they’d never heard 
of and make a record completely live 
with a producer that hasn’t really 
done any major-label records, but 
they just let us do what we do. That 
was it.” 

For now, Tweedy concludes, 
“we’re just looking at it from show to 
show. We’re still playing in Phoenix 
tomorrow night, where there’ll be 50 
people, and we’re traveling in a cou- 
ple of vans. It’s hardly rock stardom.” 
He notices that a “local” is staring 
him down for the use of the pay 
phone. “We just try to focus on keep- |} 
ing everything fun. That sounds kind |, 
of cliché, but we don’t pay too much 
attention to all the other stuff because |, 
itll drive you crazy.” a

ere’s why the box set was 
invented: the five-CD col- 
lection The Art Ensemble 
1967/’68 (Nessa) re- 
stores three important 
early albums by the band who became the 
Art Ensemble of Chicago, deepening our 
understanding of their working methods 
and extraordinary range. More than half 
the box — in fact, nearly three hours of it 
— is previously unreleased. Most of the 
unissued material is entirely new (compo- 
sitions, rather than alternate takes). And 
the alternate takes yield genuine insight 
into one of the most important improvis- 
ing groups of the past 25 years. 

The three albums the Art Ensemble 
made in Chicago for Nessa show that the 
seeds of their approach had sprouted be- 
fore they went into their famous self-im- 
posed exile to Europe in 1969. Founded in 
December 1966 by reed players Roscoe 
Mitchell and Joseph Jarman, trumpeter 
Lester Bowie, and bassist Malachi Favors, 
they were joined by percussionist Don 
Moye in Paris in 1970 to become the Art 
Ensemble of Chicago of today (“of Chica- 
go” was added by a French promoter in 
1969). The founding four are all members 
of the Association for the Advancement of 
Creative Musicians (AACM) — the collec- 
tive that fostered the new music of Muhal 
Richard Abrams, Anthony Braxton, and 
many others. Mitchell, Jarman, Favors, 
and Bowie recorded Numbers 1 & 2 under 
Bowie’s name in 1967; without Jarman 
they made Congliptious with drummer 
Robert Crowder in 1968 and Old/Quartet 
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‘Art history —

with drummer Philip Wilson in 1967 
(though it wasn’t released until 1975). 

These albums are an unmistakable call 
to arms to the jazz avant-garde. And the 
Art Ensemble were giant-slayers. On these 
early albums, every musical form — in- 
cluding bop, funk, European classical, and 
the New York jazz avant-garde — fell be- 
fore their tough-minded, often bitterly 
satiric skepticism. In the course of any of 
these iconoclastic performances, they test- 
ed established categories, pushed them to 
their limits. And on tunes like Mitchell’s 
“Old,” they discarded the unsatisfactory, 
reworking jazz’s past into something new. 
On “Number 2” and “Quartet,” they 
thumbed their noses at “classical” music 
by blurring the line between the written 
and the improvised in suites linked by im- 
provised segments that cohered as well as 
the notated material. 

Part of their search for new and relevant 
forms included a broadening of their 
sound palette through the use of “little in- 
struments” — bicycle horns, door bells, 
cap pistols, and other “noise” makers. 
They maintained a precarious balance of 
personalities and temperaments among 
themselves, turning their differences into 
an essential part of their modus operandi. 
The constant tension between antic de- 
struction and their careful, even deliberate, 
creation of new forms — or between 
Lester Bowie’s often satiric celebrations 
and Mitchell’s rigorous analytical methods 
— gave their work unparalleled drama 
and an unpredictable edge. Their music 
could be quiet, spacious, minimal, or 
melancholy one instant, ornery, dense, 
hostile, and chaotic the next. 

The unreleased material paints a fasci- 
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nating portrait of the band at work. The 
original issue of “Number 2” spliced to- 
gether two different takes of Mitchell’s 
multi-part composition. The box has an 
unreleased trio version; it also restores the 
original, separate quartet performances 
without the splices. Comparing the two, 
you can hear how much creative leeway 
the writing allowed the improvisers while 
establishing a recognizable outline. 

A half-hour assault on Steven Foster’s 
“Oh, Susannah” by Mitchell, Favors, and 
the late Wilson may not be the most disci- 
plined performance, but it’s rich in ideas. 
The set includes the first two perfor- 
mances by the band with drummer Thur- 
man Barker that have ever been released,

even several takes of two short tunes in- 
tended for AM radio airplay. 

Over the years, the Art Ensemble of 
Chicago have mellowed, and their concerts 
have become more routine as the members 
have gone on to individual projects. But 
the music on this box set, full of excite- 
ment, confidence, even impudence, is any- 
thing but routine. Q

Underground record companies 
are fans’ dreams come true

n the mythology of rock and roll, 
bands and record-label folks have 
an uneasy relationship at best. You 
know the story: the fat cats at the 
labels sit back and rake in the cash 
while the bands go out and suffer for their 
art — maybe writing a nasty song about 
| the label after they get famous. 
Those divisions get blurrier in indepen- 
| dent music, particularly when it comes to 
| the lower levels of alternative rock. Here 
| you’re more likely to find label owners get- 
| ting as creative as the bands, taking the 
| same leaps of faith, and more often than 
| not losing just as much money. 
Sonic Bubblegum and Pop Narcotic are 
| two small wonders of the Boston under- 
| ground who’ve quietly given some of the 
| area’s more adventurous pop groups their 
| vinyl debuts. Then there’s Boston Skyline, 
| run by rabid musicologist and Berklee pro- 
fessor Wayne Wadhams, who’s issued sets 
of Renaissance dance music, obscure ’70s 
| art rock, children’s songs, and jazz on the 
same label — commercial considerations 
be damned. 
“What’s in it for me? Well, ultimately 


the biggest form of being a music fan is to 
put out a record by a band you like,” says 
Mike Hibarger, who is Sonic Bubblegum’s 
founder and president, and 50 percent of 
its staff. “When you get your first single 
assembled or you get the CDs back and 
hold them in your hand — that’s a great 
feeling. I have a good job as an electrical 
engineer by day, and I don’t mind chan- 
neling my own money into the label, be- 
cause I don’t have a life beyond music.” 
“Initially this was started for pure plea- 
sure,” echoes Bill Peregoy of Pop Narcot- 
ic. “If I tried to make it any bigger, the 
business aspects might overtake the fun.” 
This may not be where the big money is, 
but there’s enough of an underground net- 
work for enlightened fans like Peregoy and 
Hibarger to tap into. Their records are 
likely to sell to the few thousand folks in 
the Boston area who listen religiously to 
college radio, check out the latest fanzines, 
and turn up at club gigs to catch the open- 
ing act. If the releases are good, the label 
is likely to see a snowball effect and attract 
slightly higher-profile projects: perhaps a 
spinoff project by members of a cult band, 
or a national compilation with a dozen- 
odd acts. And sometimes successful bands 
go back to indie roots. While Nirvana kept 
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good job as an electrical engineer, 


and I don’t mind channeling my money into the label.” 


a few million fans waiting for In Utero, 
they quietly slipped a seven-inch single to 
a small Seattle label. 

Sonic Bubblegum and Pop Narcotic 
aren’t at the national-breakout point yet, 
but they’re growing. Hibarger, who moved 
to Boston from Madison, Wisconsin, three 
years ago, started his label because “I’d 
edited a fanzine for four years, and I'd al- 
ready interviewed everyone I’d ever want- 
ed to meet, so it was time to move on.” He 
began by signing unestablished bands he 
happened to love: Cold Water Flat, Bulk- 
head, Crazy Alice, and his own band the 


Tulips. Two of those got enough attention 
to make the next step. Cold Water Flat are 
now being courted by bigger labels; Bulk- 
head have a second album coming on 
Shimmy Disc, the label run by Bongwater 
founder Kramer. If those records sell, fans 
will seek out the back catalogue and Sonic 
Bubblegum’s profile will grow. Still, Hi- 
barger says it’s quality rather than money 
he’s after. So if the next Tulips record 
doesn’t sell, he won’t feel obliged to drop 
himself. 

Currently Sonic Bubblegum has two big- 
ger projects. The latest is a seven-inch EP

by Belt Buckle, featuring Lou Barlow of the 
Northampton band Sebadoh, whose built-in 
audience made them the label’s biggest sell- 
er to date (around 3000 copies, enough to 
turn a profit). The next CD is by Boston 
noise-rockers Green Magnet School, who 
are signed to Sub Pop but recently turned 
in a batch of demos that the label didn’t 
like. Hibarger likes them fine and is about 
to release them as a mini-album, Revision- 
ists, with Sub Pop’s blessing. “Don’t ask me 
why they rejected it; to me it’s the band’s 
most cohesive record to date. Sub Pop just 
said, ‘If you really want to put this out, go 
somewhere else,’ and they came to us.” 

Pop Narcotic also started small. So far 
its entire output consists of five seven-inch 
singles. A pretty strong batch, though, 
with key tracks from Helium, small facto- 
ry, the Dambuilders, Versus, and the 
Swirlies. And Peregoy does a beautiful job 
with packaging, pressing each disc on col- 
ored vinyl that matches the sleeves. Heli- 
um’s latest single was either peach or 
salmon-colored, depending on which 
pressing you got. 

“I try to be friendly with the bands, and 


| that seems to pay off,” he says. “The 


longest contract I’ve ever had is 10 lines; 
maybe we'll bring it up to 25 when we do 
albums. At this stage, nobody has the mon- 
ey to hire lawyers and fight each other if it 
doesn’t go well. But you can break even 


| with singles [the label presses up 2000 


copies of each release and sells most of 
them], and to me they’re the perfect form 
of music. You capture two of a band’s best 
songs and you’re basically capturing a mo- 
ment. It’s a lot more immediate than an al- 
bum. The bands usually get half of the sin- 
gles and sell them at gigs, and that can 
work out better than if I gave them money.” 

Pop Narcotic has-a higher-profile pro- 
ject on the way: the double-10-inch vinyl 
compilation Why Do You Think They Call 
It Pop?, featuring most of the above- 
named bands plus Bostonians Twig and 
the highly touted North Carolina band 
Polvo; the two discs outline the label’s 
taste. “My view of pop is pretty skewed. 
Everything we put out has some kind of 
hooks, though it’s buried under sludge 
and noise. I’m still looking for songs that 
you listen to and hum for the rest of the 
day.” So far Peregoy’s instincts have been 


geod,.the.Swirlies became a national band, 


after signing with Taang!, and the Dam- 
builders and Helium both appear to be on 
tHe.verge of big-label deals. Which means 
that the Pop Narcotic singles will likely be 
collectors’ items, though Peregoy tries to 
discourage such things. “That’s what real-

When it comes to labels who release 
’60s rock and solo-harpsichord recordings 
back-to-back, Boston Skyline may be 
number one in a field of one. Founder 
Wayne Wadhams’s background is no less 
diverse. In the ‘60s he got some AM-radio 
success with the Connecticut bubblegum- 
pop group Fifth Estate; currently he teach- 


| es record production at Berklee. Two 


years ago he was approached with tapes by 
two bands he’d produced or engineered in 
the past. One was Tracks, a Yes/Kansas- 
type band who played a bunch of college 
gigs in the ’70s, the other was classical 
group Trio Sonata. “They had existing 
tapes; Tracks wanted something to sell at 
20-year reunions and Trio Sonata needed 
material to sell at shows. I got them both 
to contribute to the design and printing, 
gave each of them half the CDs and cas- 
settes. And suddenly there was Boston 
Skyline, with two different releases and 
two different artists.” 
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HOT VINYL: Claire Harding of Stranger Than Pretty saves Patsy 
Cline’s “Crazy” from the clutches of Ross Perot. 
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Wadhams proceeded to channel all his 
tastes into the label, which meant a jazz al- 
bum (by local artist Brurio Rayberg), a 
children’s album (by the New Hampshire 
group Pegasus), even a Fifth Estate com- 
pilation. That meant having to get to know 
a different crew of radio, magazine, and 
record-store people every time he put out 
a recording in a different genre. “It’s very 
tough getting into record bins. How do I 
know this? Because I’m getting mail or- 
ders like crazy, not thousands, but defi- 
nitely hundreds. People who’ve heard one 
of our records on the air and called the 
station to get the label address. Mean- 
while, it’s hard to convince distributors 
that they should spend a few minutes of 
their time to sell classical music. They 
don’t know how to pronounce Dvorak, 
and you have to convince them that classi- 
cal can help them meet the bottom line.” 





Boston Skyline found its calling when it 
occurred to Wadhams that one of his fa- 
vorite records, the 1961 Archive Records 
release Dance Music of the High Renais- 
sance, had never been on CD. He wound 
up licensing the tapes and using his techni- 
cal know-how and a Berklee studio to beef 
up the sound. The CD turned the label’s 
first profit. It now seems possible that Bos- 
ton Skyline will become classical music’s 
equivalent of Rhino or Razor & Tie, doing 
painstaking reissues of albums that the ma- 
jor labels let fall through the cracks, along | 
with new ones by like-minded artists.

Busoni’s Turandot joins 
Puccini’s as a great opera

he princess waits, naked, 

beautiful, for the execution- 

er to hand her the severed 

head of her latest victim. As 

erotic and disturbing an im- 
age as Western civilization has dreamed 
up, this could be an illustration for Oscar 
Wilde’s Salome, or for Yeats’s A Full 
Moon in March. In fact it’s an illustration 
for Turandot, the story of the Chinese 
emperor’s daughter who requires her suit- 
ors to solve three riddles and has them be- 
headed when they fail. 

Turandot began life as a commedia 
dell’arte play by the 18th-century Venetian 
count Carlo Gozzi (whose The King Stag 
and The Serpent Woman have surfaced lo- 
cally at the ART); in this century it’s 
achieved fame as Giacomo Puccini’s last 
and perhaps greatest opera. But it’s actual- 
ly two operas — the other is a magnificent, 
virtually unknown two-acter by Puccini 
contemporary Ferruccio Busoni. This year 
both works are getting early Christmas 
presents. Puccini’s opera receives its first 
CD recording in 10 years. Busoni’s makes 
its first widely distributed appearance on 


CD, with two new releases arriving 
simultaneously. 
Busoni’s Turandot premiered on 
May 11, 1917, at the Stadttheater 
in Zurich, but before it had any 
chance to establish itself, it was 
eclipsed by Puccini’s bigger 
canvas, which debuted in 
1926. Certainly Busoni’s 
work stands outside the tra- 
dition of grand opera. At 
75 minutes, it’s short. The 
libretto is in German 
(Busoni’s mother was 
German, and he lived 
much of his life in 
Berlin and Zurich); 
some of the dia- 
logue is spoken. 
There are no big 
arias. Yet there’s also 
no macho posturing, no 
neurotic striving for sexual vic- 
tory. Puccini’s Turandot is ruled by the 
score; Busoni’s lets the score and the libret- 
to walk hand in hand, a telling commentary 
on the relationship between his hero and 
heroine. In the end, there’s no choosing be- 
tween Puccini’s adaptation and Busoni’s. 
The good news is that now we have both. 
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For all its popularity, Puccini’s Turandot 
doesn’t get recorded as often as Tosca or 
La Bohéme; this is just the third CD release 
in the last 20 years. Turandot’s vocal line is 
as ferocious as the ice princess herself; very 
few sopranos can manage it. So it’s no sur- 
prise to see Eva Marton back for her third 
attempt at the title role (she appears on the 
1983 Maazel/Vienna CD and on the 1989 
Levine/Metropolitan Opera videotape- 
/laserdisc), but this new recording does 
seem redundant. The interpretation — 
long on power and pride, short on tender- 
ness — is what it always was; the voice is a 
little worse. Marton remains the best Tu- 
randot around, but if you have either of her 

previous efforts, you don’t need this one. 
Especially with this supporting 
cast. As Calaf, the Un- 
known Prince who 
solves Tu-

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dot’s riddles and then wins her love, young 
Canadian heldentenor Ben Heppner offers 
a lyric, sensitive performance that misses 
out on the obsessive adoration of our hero 
— when he calls out Turandot’s name in 
challenge, he sounds as if he were admiring 
a Botticelli, not staking his life. He’s good; 
it’s just that he’s competing with Pavarotti 
(who appears with Joan Sutherland on 
Decca/London’s 1973 release), José Car- 
reras (on the Maazel CD), and Placido 
Domingo (on the Levine video). 

Margaret Price’s Lid, the slave who’s in 
love with Calaf, is fine; so are Jan- Hendrik 
Rootering’s Timur (Calaf’s father) and 
Claes H. Ahnsj6’s Emperor Altoum. But 
Roberto Abbado (Claudio’s nephew) seems 
too well-adjusted to get at the sensuous- 
ness and perversity of Puccini’s score. He 
doesn’t build any tension during “Perché 
tarda la luna” (the crowd, clearly into 
S&M, yells for the moon to rise so that the 
Prince of Persia, an unsuccessful suitor, 

can be executed); when this long pas- 
sage resolves (in the “sunny” 
key of E-flat yet), there’s 

no release. At big 

moments, 

like Turan- 

dot’s ini- 

tial ap- 

pearance, 

his phrasing 

tends to be 

wooden. He’s 

not helped by 

the recording: 

the chorus is so 

far back, you can 

barely make out the 

words, and both or- 

chestra and chorus 

sound oddly recessed. 

RCA also missed an 
opportunity to try out 
Franco Alfano’s uncut 
conclusion. When Pucci- 

ni died, in 1924, his Tu- 
randot was completed only 

as far as the death of Lid. 
Alfano was asked to finish the 
opera from Puccini’s sketches; 
Toscanini, who was to conduct 
the premiere, felt the result had 
too much Alfano in it and not

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enough Puccini, and he compelled his col- 
league to cut the conclusion from 377 bars 
back to 268. (At the premiere, Toscanini 
laid down his baton at the point where 
Puccini had stopped, saying something on 
the order of “Here the maestro died.”) 

The omitted material amounts to only 
five minutes’ worth, and I’m not sure that 
Toscanini wasn’t right-(you can hear Al- 
fano’s complete ending as an appendage to 
the SRO recording of his opera Risur- 
rezione — never mind that there’s no men- 
tion of Turandot on the outside — and on 
Josephine Barstow’s “Final Scenes” recital 
disc from Decca/London). Still, this re- 
lease would have been more competitive if 
it had let us evaluate the alternative in the 
context of the entire opera, and from 
singers as accomplished as Marton and 
Heppner. RCA doesn’t seem to have put 
that much care into the packaging: there’s 
no information about the performers, the 
cover photo of Marton is from the current 
Met production, and there are numerous 
mistakes in the libretto. 

Busoni may not have Puccini’s glorious 
melodies, but he hews closer to Gozzi’s in- 
telligent, touching entertainment. His Tu- 
randot began life in 1905 as a 20-minute 
suite (this has just appeared on a new Sony 
CD, in a scintillating performance by Ric- 
cardo Muti and the Orchestra of La Scala). 
In 1911, the suite became the incidental 
music for Max Reinhardt’s staging of 
Gozzi’s play at Berlin’s Deutsches Theater; 
the critics were unimpressed, suggesting 
that Busoni’s score was too heavy for such 
a “light” theater piece. Busoni himself con- 


| cluded that he needed to turn the music 


into an opera, but World War I intervened. 
Only in 1916, when he had completed his 
hour-long opera Arlecchino (about the ad- 
ventures of the roguish Harlequin) and 
found he needed a companion piece to fill 
out the evening, did he turn his attention 


| back to Turandot. 


The result eschews Puccini’s neuroses 


| while underlining the Gozzian virtues of 
| mutual care and trust — as Busoni’s Kalaf 


tells the princess, “I don’t want to win at 
the cost of your unhappiness.” Gone is 


| Timur. Gone is Lid, replaced by the small- 


er role of Adelma, a practical, calculating 
slave who hopes to win Kalaf for herself. 
Puccini’s Chinese-minister trio of Ping, 
Pang, and Pong have reverted to their orig- 
ifial Venetian personae: bumbling chief eu- 
nuch Truffaldino, stuttering Tartaglia, 
ayuncular Pantalone. 

There’s no “In questa reggia” or “Nes- 
sun dorma,” but Busoni makes a stirring 
motif out of Kalaf’s repeated “Tod oder 
Turandot!” (“Death or Turandot!”) and 
the princess’s determined reply, “Rat’ oder 


| stirb!” (“Solve or die!”). And there’s gentle 





humor in Pantalone’s warning to Kalaf that 
he won’t be getting easy riddles like “What 
fruit has cherrystones?” or “Which animal 
mews?” The music is almost chamber-like, 
Stravinsky with hints of Wagner, Borodin, 
Mahler, and Prokofiev. There’s an overar- 
ching rhythmic figure that sounds like a 
Native American war chant (did Busoni 
subscribe to the theory that the American 
Indians came to this continent from the 
Orient?). Not to mention a perplexing 
cameo appearance by “Greensleeves.” 
Although the Capriccio CD claims to be 
a “world premiere recording,” both it and 
the Virgin set were anticipated by a 1988 
Foyer release of what seems to be a live 
performance in Bern in 1959, with Melitta 
Muszely, Fritz Uhl, and the Bern State 
Orchestra conducted by Otto Ackermann. 
Despite some cuts in the dialogue, this is a 
solid production, but the sound is con- 
stricted, and the disc is almost impossible 


| to find. 









No such qualms attach to these two 
new performances, which are different in 
style but about equal in achievement. Vir- 
gin’s sound is lean and up close and a lit- 
tle hard-edged; Capriccio, recording in 
the Jesus-Christus Kirche in Berlin, offers 
a more natural aural perspective. Virgin’s 
Turandot, Mechthild Gessendorf, has a 
darker, tougher voice; she brings out the 
princess’s imperious, Puccini-like side. 
Capriccio’s Linda Plech is more conversa- 
tional, and more vulnerable, but her 
lighter soprano can be shrill at the top. As 
Virgin’s Kalaf, Stefan Dahlberg sings 
nicely but seems a little overwhelmed; 
Capriccio’s Josef Protschka makes a 
stronger, more forthright hero. Capric- 
cio’s dialogue has tiny cuts; the Virgin 
group do a splendid acting job. Conduct- 
ing honors go to Capriccio: Gerd Albrecht 
is more forceful, more menacing, more 
mysterious, and his rhythms are much 
more kinetic. Kent Nagano is fractionally 
less pointed: the “Indian rhythm” is sub- 
merged, and he doesn’t make as much of 
the first-act March or the second-act 
waltz Intermezzo. 

The Capriccio CD has, alas, a serious 
drawback: no libretto. A note explains that 
the company was unable to meet the high 
financial demands of the publisher; there’s 
a synopsis, but it’s no substitute for Bu- 
soni’s text. Virgin, with the financial mus- 
cle of parent EMI behind it, does offer a li- 
bretto (so does Foyer, though without 
translation), as well as a fuller synopsis. 
The Virgin release comes as a two-CD set, 
sO you pay twice as much, but you do get

Busoni’s witty, scherzo-like Arlecchino, this 
time Stravinsky with hints of Mozart. Giv- 
en that we’ve had to wait 76 years for these 
recordings, perhaps it wouldn’t be too in- 
dulgent to invest in both. 

And if you want to see Busoni’s opera, 
there is a videotape. It’s from the 1988 
Wexford Festival; the lighting is weak and 
the sound is only fair, but Kristine Ciesin- 
ski offers an emotionally complex Turan- 
dot. It’s available from Lyric Distribution 
Incorporated (18 Madison Avenue, 
Hicksville, New York 11801; 800-325- 
9742). Lyric also has on video the best-act- 
ed performance of Puccini’s princess this 
side of Maria Callas: Gwyneth Jones in a 
1987 London production by Andrei Serban 
(who did the ART’s Gozzi stagings). The 
transfer is poor — fuzzy picture, wobbly 
sound — but the huge masks Serban cre- 
ates for the heads of the executed princes 
are stunners. And Jones is heartbreaking, a 
Turandot of fire as well as ice. Q

The rhymes and crimes of 
‘rapper Snoop Doggy Dogg

welve months ago Snoop 
Doggy Dogg was an un- 
known, wanna-be rapper 
and a small-time convict 
out on parole for cocaine 
| possession. Now he is pop music’s 
fastest-rising star and a big-time murder 
defendant out on $1 million bail. This 
| combination of rare show-biz success 
| story and all-too-common criminal 
| tragedy presents a startling contrast, but 
| to many cultural observers, it seems the 
| logical outcome for a superstar of gangs- 
| ta rap — a style where being as “real” as 
| your fantasies of violence is the highest 
compliment possible. It’s a style where 
Snoop Doggy Dogg is now the prevailing 

| champion. 

Stardom and murder and the nature of 
reality were all on Snoop’s mind a year 
ago when his coincidental friendship with 
Dr. Dre’s brother earned him a shot as the 

| main rapper and lyricist behind The 
Chronic, the ex-N.W.A DJ’s solo debut of 
| last January. There, Snoop’s unique com- 
bination of smooth, nonchalant vocals and 
brutal Wyrics became the rage with literally 
| millions of kids. By September, The 
| Chronic was not only the biggest rap al- 
| bum of 1993 but the biggest selling gangs- 
| ta rap album ever. And 22-year-old Snoop 
was saddled with the public expectation of 
| making his success even bigger with a de- 
| but album of his own. 

Musically — in Dre’s production and 
Snoop’s vocal performance — Doggystyle 
(Death Row/Interscope) not only meets 


those expectations, it largely exceeds 
them. Dre’s success with The Chronic 
has afforded him the opportunity to 
utilize all the technology you can buy 
in modern recording to create a rap 
album as well-made as any I have 
ever heard. He takes The Chronic’s 
supple bass lines, super-chilled funk 
textures, and cheesy one-note syn- 
thesizer hooks and treats them as 
a rough blueprint for Doggystyle’s 
mansion of funk styles. The re- 
sulting grooves range from high- 
drama choruses and organ wash- 
es to Onyx-style hyper-raps to 
suave late-night soul stylizations. 
Snoop, for his part, proves that 
his soft-spoken vocals are versa- 
tile enough to master the stylistic 
switches; whatever the number, 
he rides Dre’s wonderworks with 
cold finesse from start to finish. 

At first it seems that with this 
broader musical challenge Snoop 
has also set himself a wider horizon 
conceptually. In a few winning sec- 
tions, he actually dares to undermine 
the celebration of gangsta killing with 
a celebration of good-time living. The 
opening scene in the album, for ex- 
ample, climaxes with a doorbell ringing 
in what sounds like a set-up for a bloody 
ambush but turns out to be Snoop’s 
homies dropping by for an impromptu 
party. The party flows in and out of the 
CD’s first half, providing the loose, funky 
context for excellent cuts like “Gin and 
Juice” (sure to boost Tanqueray’s sales) 
and an inspired cover of Slick Rick’s 
“Lodi Dodi” (sure to inspire a whole

ocratic and tolerant than you might have 
believed possible. 
At least, if you have the same ap- 
pendage hanging between your legs 
that he does.

His last cut on The Chronic 
was the infamous “Bitches Ain’t Shit,”;

0 music anthology—two CDs or more—released in 1993, it 
would set you back $65,000. By the time the final holiday 
boxes hit the racks, over 150 such retrospectives will have been 
released in the U.S. and overseas. 

Here’s a very abbreviated, selected guide to the ‘93 boxes, with 
special emphasis on titles released since late summer. For our 
purposes here, a boxed set is any catalog-culled release with two or 
more compact discs in a single package. Included are the “mini- 
boxes” that contain two CDs in a double-thick—or even a standard 
single—jewel bok. Regardless of packaging, boxed sets usually 
include a booklet with an artist bio, details about the music and 
historical photos. In recent years, packaging standards have become 
uniformly excellent. 

Early Rock’n’Roll 

By now, nearly all of early rock’n’roll’s pioneers have been boxed, 
but that hasn’t kept labels from boxing them again. Elvis Presley 
made his most vital music in the ‘50s, and he cut some awful turkeys 
during the next decade, but his non-film ‘60s sides showed 
substantial growth as an artist. Elvis: From Nashville to Memphis—The 
Essential 60’s Masters I is this year’s five-CD followup. RCA omitted 
all of Presley’s soundtrack and gospel sides, which leaves Elvis’ rock,

blues, country and ballad cuts. Much of it is feeble, but there’s also 
enough good music to make a case for Presley’s continued vitality 
during the ‘60s. 

Buddy Holly—The Collection (MCA): 50 from the ‘50s, two CDs. 
Duane Eddy—Twang Thang: The Duane Eddy Anthology (Rhino): Two 
CDs of guitar, talking like no one but Duane Eddy can make it talk. 
Roy Orbison—The Golden Decade, 1960-1969 (Sequel): Three CDs 
including all of the classic Monument hits. 

Between Elvis and the Beatles 

Surf music launched Brian Wilson and the Beach Boys into fame 
(and one of the wackiest careers in rock history). The five-CD box 
Good Vibrations (Capitol) tells it best: with music. One of the most 
talked-about—and highly praised—boxes of ‘93, it’s a model 
compilation, mixing hits, flops, oddities and rarities in just the right 
amounts, concisely defining just who the Beach Boys were. It also 
makes a case for Brian Wilson as one of rock’s few real geniuses. 

Annette Funicello was never a serious musical artist, but for kids 
in the ‘50s, she was a role model and idol from her days on Disney’s 
Mickey Mouse Club TV show through her many costarring film roles 
(with Frankie Avalon) in “beach party” movies. She didn’t have much 
of a voice, but she made plenty of records, which Walt Disney Records

The Dave Clark Five, although barely remembered outside of collectors’ circles today, was once 
seriously considered the Beatles’ greatest rivals. This year Hollywood Records got the rights to the DC5 
catalog—until now kept off market by Clark, its owner—and issued the two-CD The History of the Dave 
Clark Five with great fanfare. The modestly packaged, 50-song set even made the Billboard charts. 

Capitol didn’t go out on a limb by reissuing the two so-called “Red” and “Blue” Beatles albums— 
properly titled 1962-1966 and 1967-1970—exactly the way they were first issued years ago. Still, Beatles 
fans gobbled them up—the two double-disc collections (which, at about 150 minutes total time, could 
have fit into one double-disc box) are the closest Capitol has ever come to issuing a Beatles greatest-hits 
set. 
Classic Rock 

Atlantic must figure it can never put enough Led Zeppelin out there; it released two different 
packages in ‘93, to follow its 1990 triple-platinum box. Those who already own the first set might opt for 
Boxed Set 2, a two-CD collection with all the band’s studio tracks that didn’t make the initial Led Zeppelin 
box. Like that original repackage, this one shuffles familiar playing order for a fresh look at the Zeppelin 
catalog. But with only one previously unreleased song added, “Baby Come On Home,” there isn’t much 
new here for anyone other than advanced collectors. The Complete Studio Recordings is the second set, 10 
CDs with all nine of Zep’s original studio albums (one a double) in original sequence, with four bonus 
tracks. 
Modern/Alternative Rock 

The box the trade mags predicted to be the year’s smash is A&M’s Police set, Message in a Box—The 
Complete Recordings. They may be right: The Police rode to popularity on the back of punk rock, 
although the band was leagues ahead of its peers in musicianship. Then it sold enormous quantities of 
records in its 10-year lifespan; Sting is still as popular as ever. The four CDs here comprise all five Police 
studio albums in entirety, augmented with assorted B-sides, live tracks, etc., including the band’s rare 
debut single, “Fallout” /”Nothing Achieving.” 

Rykodisc acquired U.S. rights to Elvis Costello’s Columbia catalog this year, and began releasing 
them one by one. For collectors, Ryko took the first three albums—My Aim Is True, This Year's Model and 
Armed Forces—along with the former bootleg Live at the El] Mocambo and boxed them, calling it Two and a 


Half Years. Essential.

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or many of us with an affinity for music and 

recordings, the prospect of listening to 

Christmas and holiday music has about the 
same appeal as a Michael Jackson concert at a 
retirement home. There is, in other words, a 
palpable lack of electricity. It is as though the 
phrase “Christmas music” is a contradiction in 
terms. 
Despite such curmudgeonly forebodings about the 
music of the holidays, there is a larger public 
whose members infrequently wander the aisles of 
record stores and who cannot have enough of the 
holidays and their concomitant music. Every year 
the record industry takes aim at these recalcitrant 
consumers and fires off salvos of holiday classics, 
reissues and new megastar releases to draw these 
unwary customers into the madness of holiday 
shopping. Any idea, no matter how mindless, is not 
left untried. No one, for example, would ever 
dream of buying a Beatles record performed by 
barking dogs; make the recording one of carols 
performed by those same dogs, or singing cats, or 
even, God forbid, pseudo-chipmunks, and the line 
of customers goes around the block. 
Occasionally, however, lightning gets captured in a 


bottle and the holiday music that results, like 
Christmas itself, is miraculous. The list of holiday 
classics that is included herein, despite the 
diversity of artists, possesses one unifying 
characteristic—this music, the holiday season 
notwithstanding, sounds just as wonderful in May 
or September as it does in December. And this year 
the coast is clear: there are no singing animals here.

REMEMBERED (Verve). Mc- 
Laughlin has two distinct sounds. 


| First the tough, amplified pyrotech- 


nics that made him famous with 


| Miles Davis, Tony Williams, and

almost finicky acoustic resonance 
of Shakti, his recent trio records, 
and this album, his most com- 


| pelling work since 1971’s Devo- 


tion. 

Time Remembered is the gui- 
tarist’s celebration of pianist Bill 
Evans’s compositions and his own 


| “Homage,” meticulously arranged 


for an acoustic-guitar chamber 
group (the Aighetta Quartet plus 
an acoustic-bass-guitarist). 
Evans’s music is a natural vehicle 
for expressing McLaughlin's 
romanticism, technique, and taste, 
as well as their shared spirituality. 
The guitarist’s creative influence 
on the band’s performance cre- 
ates an eerie effect, as if 
McLaughlin were indeed playing 
all six guitars simultaneously. The 
selection includes a poignant 
“Waltz for Debby” and nine other 
Evans compositions.

** 1/2 Scott Lindenmuth Group, 
ALBUM THREE: PENALTY 
PHASE (Dark Stream). Can this 
really be called fusion? It's light- 
years beyond most of the high- 
tech swill that passes for fusion 
these days. So let's skip the genre 
definitions and get to the point: 
Scott Lindenmuth is a master gui- 
tarist from Seattle, and more peo- 
ple should know about him. Like 
all fusioneers, he’s got speed and 
he’s not afraid to show it, but he 
tends to favor a more melodic, 
less chops-heavy approach, which 
can be heard at its best on “Folk 
Song” and “Minor Matter.” 

His complex compositions also 
show he’s got an ear for the 
unusual. Check out the intermit- 
tently odd harmonies of “Fun in 
the Dungeon,” or the way the dif- 
ferent sections of “Penalty Phase” 
interact. Even a full-steam-ahead 
stomper like “Let’s Be Frank” has 
time for a quiet interlude. 
Lindenmuth is obviously an origi- 
nal; the only thing he lacks is a 
distinctive tone. He often falls back 
on generic lead-guitar sounds 
rather than developing new ones 
that would make his solos stand 
out even more. Writing and play- 
ing of this quality deserve a unique 
sound. (Write to Dark Stream at

Like J Mascis, Berry expresses 
himself abstractly, slurring his 
words just enough to obscure the 
object of his longing. On the 
intensely introspective “Gone,” 
phrases like “I'll talk you down” and 
“Couldn't find your way” hint at the 
tragedy suggested by Berry’s 
morose intonation, and the abra- 
sive distortion underpins Martin’s 
acoustic strumming. Pure ambient 
anguish, it’s the kind of soothing 
downer that’s therapeutic.

**1/2 SIRENSONG (indepen- 
dently released). Given that Man 
Ray is located just across the 
street from the Middle East, it’s 
surprising that there’s been almost 
no cross-pollination between the 
local goth crowd and the guitar- 
rockers. But it’s finally starting to 
happen with bands like Chainsuck 
and Opium Den springing up, and 
now with the debut three-song EP 
by this ethereal outfit. 
sirensong beg the question of 
what a rock band can do when 
they’ve got a classically pretty 
female voice up-front. Do they 
cover the voice with grunge or sail 
with the beauty and risk sounding 
too much like the Cocteau Twins? 
sirensong did the latter in their 
early gigs; here they’ve picked up 
a little of the necessary guitar 
muscle. The voice, which belongs 
to Michelle Poppleton (one of the 
Phoenix's traffic coordinators), is 
indeed a grabber; and each song 
gives her at least one chance to 
make a soaring leap into the high 
registers. The band sound is still 
too atmospheric for my taste, but 
guitarist Adam Buhler throws in a 
few interesting licks (notably the 
jazz chording at the start of 
“Thorn”), and if there aren’t any 
outright hooks, there are some 
appealing melodic bits floating 
about.

**1/2 The Reverend Horton 
Heat, THE FULL-CUSTOM GOS- 
PEL SOUNDS OF THE REV- 
EREND HORTON HEAT (Sub 
Pop). Less campy than the 
Cramps and more ornery than the 
Stray Cats, the Reverend Heat, 
drummer Taz, and bassist Jimbo 
expose the dark side of rockabilly 
with as much vigor as they put into 
paying homage to its roots. In 
“The Devil's Chasing Me,” we find 
the Devil, having given up the 
ghost of Robert Johnson, hot on 
Heat's trail — in a red and black 
tuxedo no less. The mood is 
molten and features a guitar solo 
as slithery and poisonous as a 
sidewinder. . 

The turbo-charged “Lonesome 
Train Whistle” takes a fairly tradi- 
tional train song and projects it 
into the nuclear age. On the 
bawdier side, Gospe/ Sounds also 
includes a good smattering of self- 
explanatory tunes like “Wiggle 
Stick,” “Nurture My Pig,” and “Beer 
30.” The closing track, “Gin and 
Tonic Blues,” combines the sober 
and the silly in one big glorious 
distortion of the blues, as seen 
from the bottom of the bottle.

** ELEANOR McEVOY (Gef- 
fen). McEvoy, a star in Europe, 
owes far too much of the noisy 
sumptuousness of her US debut to 
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amentation set the mood. 


Pat Moran’s production. At the 
Paradise recently, her singing tilt- 
ed awkwardly from sluggish to 
cranky; she needed too many of 
the seething treble note runs of 
guitarist Bill Shanley to carry her. 
Worse, she showed an incomplete 
mastery of a whole range of 
sources: the Parisian-monologue 
style of Patricia Kaas, Laura 
Nyro’s piano soul, Chrissie 
Hynde’s mellow yell, Sinéad 
O’Connor’s Irish hip-hop, and Kate 
Bush’s sorceress poetry. (Credit 
her, though, for listening without 
prejudice.) 

Fortunately none of these faults 
mars McEvoy’s steamy perfor- 
mance in the studio. Sultry, inti- 
mate, and tuneful in “Music of It 
All” and “Not Quite Love,” dreamy 
as a Eurodisco diva in “Finding 
Myself,” glowing and theatrical in 
“For You,” she either reclines her 
crunchy alto gently against 
Shanley’s wispy, arabesque fig- 
ures or rises up above the rhythm, 
softly and grandly, like an actress’s 
eye opening to welcome a spot- 
light. Highly personal lyrics further 
enhance the sexy temperature of 
her music.

**1/2 The Wonder Stuff, CON- 
STRUCTION FOR THE MODERN 
IDIOT (Polydor). On their fourth 
release, the Wonder Stuff have 
taken yet another step beyond the 
three-minute power pop of their 
debut. The band continue their 
exploration of Celtic, country, and 
folk accents that began on 1991’s 
Never Loved Elvis, but without 
abandoning the unabashed guitar 
hooks that have defined their 
music. The album overflows with 
vocalist Miles Hunt’s smart lyrics 
and the band’s simple but tight 
interplay. Heavier guitar, violin, 
and Hammond organ fill out the 
sound. 

It’s the more adventurous 
tracks that illustrate how much this 
band has grown. “Hot Love Now” 
rejoices in love with full orchestra- 
tion and soulful horns. Hunt opens 
up about his own shortcomings 
over the meandering rhythm and 
country harmonica of “Storm 
Drain.” The anthemic guitar of 
“Hush” shimmers; that’s followed 


by the pastoral “Sing the Absurd,” 
which closes the album with an 
appropriate elegy to immaturity.

*%**x Emmylou Harris, COW- 
GIRL’S PRAYER (Asylum). Em- 
mylou surprises again. After 
retrenching to the acoustic roots of 
country music on 1992’s Grammy- 
winning Live at the Ryman, she’s 
gone back to her earlier eclectic, 
sometimes electric approach, 
recording country pop, ballads, 
even a bit of white soul with gritty 
blues guitar. 

This understated CD’s consis- 
tency lies in its mood.*Her fragile 
but supple soprano rises amid the 
ashes of her third failed marriage, 
lamenting her guilt in her own dev- 
astating “Prayer in Open D” and 
closing the set with dreams of 
reckless passion in Leonard 
Cohen's vividly metaphorical 
“Ballad of a Runaway Horse.” The 
arresting “Jerusalem Tomorrow” 
(her first spoken-word track ever) 
breaks from matters of the heart; 
with unexpected jazzy clarinet 
flights, it shows a religious huck- 
ster in Biblical times competing 
with a soon-to-be-crucified Christ.

*x*x* Johnny Adams, GOOD 
MORNING HEARTACHE (Roun- 
der). Veteran R&B singer Adams 
finesses a jazz album with such 
ease and versatility, you’d never 
guess it’s his first shot at such an 
animal. He veers between large- 
combo and quartet arrangements 
of standards and vintage obscuri- 
ties with a sure touch, bringing a 
gruff authority to the neo-saloon 
song “Back to Normal,” and 
declaiming “You Don’t Know What 
Love Is” with a detachment Dinah 
Washington would approve of. 
The more intimate numbers 
won't satisfy those who prefer raw 
feeling to smooth professionalism 
in their vocalist (or instrumental- 
ists). But Adams’s expansive, 


good-humored touch is perfectly | 


suited to lighter stuff like “Teach 
Me Tonight” and the breezy “I Just 
Found Out About Love,” which. is 
equally well-matched to arranger 
Wardell Quezergue’s big-band 
swing. Both are showcased to 
good effect on a lively take of the 
Gershwins’ “But Not for Me.” If 
Adams and producer Scott Billing- 
ton err, it’s on the conservative 
side. But this is a solid, respec- 
table effort.

**1/2 Luscious Jackson, IN 
SEARCH OF MANNY (Grand 
Royal/Capitol). The surprise is 
that, despite the radio single “Life 
of Leisure,” Luscious Jackson are 
more than a white, female rap/hip- 
hop band, and they’re good at 
everything they do. Their lazy, 
bluesy rap style rumbles by 
smoothly like a subway under the 
sidewalk; it’s deeply feminine and 
seductive without losing the sting 
of the in-your-face rhymes. 
“Daughters of the KAOS” and 
“She Be Wantin’ It More” sound 
more heated as well as more per- 
sonal. The seven tracks wind 
down from hip-hop, increasingly 
adding more-guitar until finally los- 
ing the repetitive beat altogether. 
“Satellite” takes things a step fur- 
ther, into a jangly, driving country 
punk reminiscent of the B-52’s.

(1993). The Addamses are a 


| nuclear family that even the 


Quayles could love. Since they 
have no dysfunctional relation- 
ships, the only threats to family 
harmony come from the degraded 
society of the outside world. In this 
sequel to 1992’s The Addams 
Family, there are two such threats: 
scheming nanny Debbie (Joan 
Cusack) and a WASPy summer 
camp. Debbie is courting Uncle 
Fester (Christopher Lloyd) in 
hopes of marrying him, killing him, 


and inheriting his fortune. To get 
Wednesday (the deliciously dead- 
pan Christina Ricci) and Pugsley 
out of her way, Debbie sends them 
to summer camp. Any plot, howev- 
er, takes a back seat, or maybe the 
trunk, to cinematographer-turned- 
director Barry Sonnenfeid’s hyper- 
kinetic camera work, special 
effects, and elaborate sets and 
costumes. Unfortunately, there’s 
no room left for Morticia (Anjelica 
Huston) and Gomez (Raul Julia), 
and too much focus on Debbie, but 
the macabre sight gags and snap- 
py dialogue make these Values 
worth adhering to.

**1/2 THE AGE OF INNO- 
CENCE (1993). Martin Scorsese’s 
version of Edith Wharton's novel 
boasts opulent set decoration and 
Oscar-caliber performances com- 
parable to those of Merchant and 
Ivory’s artful adaptations, but it 
adds extensive voice-over narra- 
tion taken from the text (read by 
Joanne Woodward), and Scorsese 
seems unable to allow a gesture 
to pass without having Woodward 
comment at length on it. At times, 


the film ambles on like a splendid- 
ly illustrated, impeccably per- 
formed audio book as it tells of 
good-natured weakling Newland 
Archer (Daniel Day-Lewis) and the 
love he shares with the disgraced 
Countess Olenska (Michelle 
Pfeiffer), despite the obstacles 
presented by his wan betrothed 
May Welland (Winona Ryder) and 
the rest of New York's Gilded Age 
society. But the simplest scenes, 
as when Archer and Olenska meet 
in her apartment and their 
embraces underline their doom, 
do capture much of the pathos, 
passion, and melancholy that 
transport Wharton's story. Nickelo- 
deon, Fresh Pond, West Newton, 
suburbs. 


*1/2 BAGDAD CAFE (1988). 
Director Percy Adion once again 
teams up with the hefty Marianne 
Sagebrecht (the star of his 1985 
Sugarbaby) for this occasionally 
amusing but desperately contrived 
oddball of a movie. Sagebrecht is a 
German traveler who, after splitting 
with her husband, ends up at the 
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title café, a rundown Mojave Desert 
hangout for a collection of American 
weirdos who are dominated by a 
bitter, dispirited owner (CCH Poun- 
der). It’s up to the newcomer to 
enliven things, which she does by 
posing nude for the resident painter 
(Jack Palance), among other things. 
But Sagebrecht is the only appeal- 
ing member of the lot, and Adion 
ODs on the cloying device he intro- 
duced in Sugarbaby, filming every- 
thing through candy-colored filters.

BANK ROBBER (1993). Patrick 
Dempsey’s the thief, Lisa Bonet is 
the girlfriend he’s hoping to 
impress.

**x *x BLADE RUNNER (1982). 
Ridley Scott's detective thriller, set 
in 21st-century Los Angeles, is an 
extraordinary visual achievement, 
with sunny LA getting turned into a 
nightscape of smoke, neon lights, 
Third World squalor, and retro-tech 
detritus. The story is adapted from 
the Philip K. Dick novel Do An- 
droids Dream of Electric Sheep?, 
about a bounty hunter called on to 
“retire” four dangerous androids 
who have escaped to Earth from an 
off-world colony. With Harrison 
Ford as the bounty hunter, Rutger 
Hauer as his most deadly enemy, 
Joanna Cassidy, Sean Young (per- 
fectly cast as the robot who 
believes herself to be human), and, 
memorably, Daryl Hannah as the 
murderous doll Pris. Shown here in 
the “director's cut” version, which 
means no voice-over narration and 
a different ending. Brattle. 

BLIND (1986). Frederick Wiseman 
takes us to the Alabama School of 
the Blind. Harvard Film Archive. 
BLUE (1993). The visual of Derek 
Jarman’s meditation on AIDS 
(which he himself suffers from) is a 
blue screen. That's it. The audio is 
music, and voice-over by Jarman 
and others, including Tilda Swinton

**x*xA BRONX TALE (1993). 
Directing with a surprisingly sure 
hand (thanks partly to the natural- 
ness and neighborhood flavor of 
the amateur-filled cast), rookie 
Robert De Niro breathes new life 
into this film’s familiar scenarios: 
boy tastes good life via neighbor- 
hood goodfellas; poor-but-honest 
dad faces off against rich sleaze- 
ball; and Romeo and Juliet fall in 
love. As he ages, the boy is 
played first by Francis Capra, then 
by Lillo Brancato; De Niro is his 
bus-driver father and Chazz 
Palminteri (who also adapted the 
screenplay from his autobiographi- 
cal piay) his wise-guy idol. What 
twists the Flamingo Kid-meets- 
GoodFellas piot is the boy's court- 
ing of a black classmate, to the 
violent dismay of his thuggish bud- 
dies. What twists De Niro’s often 
Scorsese-like filmmaking are the 
personal touches: his film keeps 
plugging away, suggesting a 
placid, intelligent surface, then 
erupts with shocking fury. Arling- 
ton Capitol, Chestnut Hil. 


* 1/2 CARLITO’S WAY (1993). 
The good news about this movie is 
that it may be the first from Brian 
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De Palma in which a woman is not 
brutally murdered or viciously 
assaulted. But the bad news could 
fill the Sunday Times as a stellar 
cast, including Al Pacino, Sean 
Penn, and John Leguizamo, strug- 
gle in vain against the overwhelm- 
ing triteness of Brian De Palma’s 
vision — it’s another step in the 
decline of one of America’s most 
audacious, if uneven, filmmakers. 
Taken from two novels by Edwin 
Torres and set in New York, it 
revolves around legendary Puerto 
Rican mobster, Carlito Brigante 
(Pacino), who, after being sprung 
from jail by his shyster lawyer 
(Penn, in an inspired tour de 
force), tries to stay clean and earn 
enough money to co-own a legiti- 
mate business in the Bahamas. 
Chief among the hazards he must 
face in pursuing his goals is his 
own loyalty to the code of the 
street, which he sticks to even as 
every character in the movie 
screws him over. He also has his 
vapid dancer girlfriend (an annoy- 
ing Penelope Ann Miller) to deal 
with. A relentless farrago of 
stereotypes, with some of the 
most inane dialogue ever uttered 
on screen, not to mention inept 
Storytelling, this film is almost 
enough to make you long for the 
misogynist De Palma of old. Cheri, 
Fresh Pond, Circle, suburbs. 

* x COMBINATION PLATTER 
(1993). Tony Chan’s feature-film 
debut is a kind of Asian-American 
soap opera trying to explore the 
subtle and not-so-subtle cultural 
barriers between different ethnic 
groups, as members of them cross 
paths in a Chinese restaurant in 
Queens, where the protagonist 
works as a green-card-less waiter. 
It’s most successful when it delves 
into. the rifts between natives of 
Hong Kong and Mainland China, 
and those between American-born 
and native Chinese, but on the 
whole this Platter is long on theme 
and short on plot.

**x*1/2 FAREWELL MY CON- 
CUBINE (1993). This Cannes 
Golden Palm winner by Chen 
Kaige is a pop epic, dense, dizzy- 
ing, intoxicating, and messy, at 
once brutally candid and hope- 
lessly romantic. It covers Chinese 
history from the 1920s to the 
1970s, as experienced by Dieyi 
(Leslie Cheung) and Xiaolou 
(Zhang Fengyi), lifelong friends 
who are the stars of a Peking 


Opera troupe. Their story involves 
art, homosexuality, politics, infatu- 
ation, chaos, drugs, prostitution, 
and pageantry. The film takes its 
title from the pair’s signature 
opera, in which Dieyi is a concu- 
bine who’d rather die than leave 
the side of the fallen king, Xiaolou. 
Off stage, the situation is as des- 
perate: Dieyi has an unrequited 
crush on Xiaolou, who falls in love 
instead with the prostitute Juxian 
(Gong Li). Mixed with this ménage 
is constant political strife, Peking 
Opera’s demise, and questions 
about how high art is achieved — 
Dieyi and Xiaolou must survive 
torture to create it. As director 
Chen has found in the censoring 
of his films by the Chinese govern- 
ment, Farewell suggests ruefully 
that art is inextricably bound to 
history and politics.

**x*x1/2 FEARLESS (1993). 
Whereas films like Sleepless in 
Seattle turn death, the ultimate 
feel-bad subject, into feel-good 
date movies, Peter Weir's film has 
the courage of its own profundi- 
ties; his characters confront death 
without flinching, and the result is 
not a treacly reconciliation but 
something akin to transcendence 
and spiritual exaltation. 8ased on 
screenwriter Rafael Yglesias’s 
novel, the film focuses on an 
architect (Jeff Bridges) who sur- 
vives a plane crash and is trans- 
formed into a Nietzschean Uber- 
mensch who’s conquered his fear 
of death. Superbly played by 
Bridges as aloof, charismatic, and 
terrifying, he finds his new attitude 
playing havoc with the rest of his 
life — particularly his relationship 
to his wife (isabella Rossellini) and 
a strange, delicate, affecting 
romance with a fellow survivor 
played by Rosie Perez. Here’s a 
film that believes it’s more impor- 
tant to touch the soul than to 
exploit it. Copley Place, Arlington 
Capitol, suburbs. 

*&*x x THE FUGITIVE (1993). In 
this version of the 60s TV show, 
Richard Kimble (Harrison Ford) is 
still trying to clear himself in his 
wife’s murder, and his flight from 
the US marshal (Tommy Lee 
Jones) obsessed with bagging him 
leads him into a prosthetics lab, 
through underground sewer pipes, 
and over the top of a gigantic 
reservoir. Ford plays Kimble as a 
likable Everyman, compensating 
for lack of paranoia with a kind of 
sheepish innocence and nerves of 
steel. And Jones makes a worthy 
opponent. This is an action film 
that has both head and heart; if it’s 
short on psychological underpin- 
ning, it has a surplus of intelligent 
visual verve. Arlington Capitol.

*GEORGE BALANCHINE’S THE 
NUTCRACKER (1993). Macaulay 
Culkin as the Nutcracker Prince 
sounded like a bad idea — and it 
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is. He can’t dance; the other chil- 
dren (with the benefit of years of 
study at the School of American 
Ballet) make him look clumsy. And 
there are no snappy lines or clever 
plot twists to help him out. But 
Culkin is far from the prime culprit 
in this disappointing attempt to turn 
the work of our century’s greatest 
choreographer into pop fare. The 
late Emile Ardolino’s direction hits 
you with more camera angles than 
Citizen Kane, David Zinman’s con- 
ducting is routine; and the sound is 
nothing to write home about. The 
dancing — notably by Darci Kistler, 
Damian Woetzel, and Kyra Nichols 
— is splendid, but the stage is 
underlit, so the film looks as if it 
had been made on the cheap. Stay 
home and watch the 1977 Amer- 
ican Ballet Theatre version (with 
Mikhail Baryshnikov and Gelsey 
Kirkland, on PBS this weekend), or 
go out and enjoy the Boston Ballet 
production.

**1/2 GETTYSBURG (1993). 
More than four hours in length, 
meticulously detailed, and boast- 
ing performances that capture the 
Spirits of great figures from the 
past, Ronald F. Maxwell’s epic 
lacks one important detail in re- 
creating the bloodiest war fought 
on American soil — the blood. The 
film allows us to enjoy the specta- 
cle of great armies clashing over 
conflicting ideals, and Maxwell 
coordinates all the elements in a 
manner befitting the most brilliant 
general, but he hasn’t much 
patience for subtleties, depth, or 
style. Those qualities are supplied 
by the actors, particularly Jeff 
Daniels, Martin Sheen, and Tom 
Berenger. When Daniels’s Gener- 
al Chamberlain stirs up strategies 
in the Battle of Little Round Top, 
he brings about one of the most 
thrilling moments in any war film 
ever made. But for all the sound 
and fury and fine acting, Gettys- 
burg hasn't the impact of a single 
Matthew Brady photo of the bloat- 
ed corpses that were the battle’s 
aftermath. Charles. 


**1/2 HIGH HOPES (1989). This 
British comedy drama about life 
under Thatcher is really two films 
in one. In the best scenes, 
writer/director Mike Leigh homes in 
on the end-of-the-century romantic 
melancholy of two working-class 
leftists who find they have nothing 
in life but each other. Cyril (Philip 
Davis), who works as a bike mes- 
senger, clings to his low rung on 
the social ladder as a sign of defi- 
ance; his partner, Shirley (Ruth 
Sheen), is a goofy hippie earth 
mother who badly wants a child. 
The scenes with these two have a 
beautiful quietude. On the other 
hand, Leigh surrounds them with 
some broad farce in which he “sav- 
ages” Britain’s new yuppie culture. 


| The comedy is shrill and a little off- 
| putting, since the idea seems to be 


that people with money aren't 
worth the same human treatment 
that Cyril and Shirley get. (If 
Britain's nouveau piggy-wiggies 
were all this boobish, they would 
never have taken over.) Still, in the 
scenes with David Bamber and 
Leslie Manville as a pair of rich 
young snots, Leigh the entertainer 
defeats Leigh the moralizer. These 
two are like evil puppets, and their 
scenes together have a demented 
glee. Brattle.

| (1993). Nancy Savoca’s adaptation 
| of Francine Prose’s novel about a 














woman (Lili Taylor) who goes 
crazy while doing housekeeping 
never quite rings true, probably 
because Savoca doesn’t commit to 
a full-fledged parody of Catholicism 
or more than a fanciful flirtation 
with magical realism. But the fable 
that takes up the first half of the 
film is intriguing. It's the story of the 
woman’s father, Joseph (Vincent 
D'Onofrio), and how he won her 
mother, Catherine (Tracey Ull- 
man), in a pinochle game. Mari- 
nated in the superstitions of post- 
war Little Italy, it tries to tell us 
what a miracle is, but Savoca’s 
true magic lies in making us under- 
stand how a vital guy like Joseph 
can be attracted to someone like 
Catherine, who’s dour and ugly but 
spirited as hell.

***1/2 INTO THE WEST (1993). 
This story of two Irish ragamuffins 
who steal a magical horse and, in 
their flight to freedom, restore their 
father’s spirit embraces life in all its 
joy, loss, and ambiguity. Screen- 
writer Jim Sheridan demonstrates, 
as he did with My Left Foot, that he 
can handle emotionally loaded 
material without being mawkish. 
Director Mike Newell imbues the 
picture with the mist, murk, and 
melancholy of impoverished mod- 
ern Ireland. As a widower unable 
to provide for his children, Gabriel 
Byrne reveals a palpable anguish, 
seeking solace in whiskey, despair, 
and the dole. Meanwhile, the kids 
(Ciaran Fitzgerald and Rory 
Conroy) must watch Westerns to 
find heroism, until a mysterious 
white horse enters their lives (and 
their small urban apartment) and 


eventually carries them west. 
Byrne, as well as the police, gives 
chase, but for a time the children 
gallop ahead on their steed of 
imagination, above the encroach- 
ing dust of the real world.

JOSH AND S.A.M. (1993). A road 
movie for kids, or at least starring 
kids. Josh and S.A.M. are broth- 
ers, but S.A.M. also may be a 
Strategically Altered Mutant, and 
the two must flee government pur- 
suers.

**1/2 THE JOY LUCK CLUB 
(1993). Challenged by the multiple 
points of view and numerous story 
lines of Amy Tan’s novel, the film- 
makers use eight narrators, plus a 
dizzying array of flashbacks, to tell 
tales spreading over two conti- 
nents, eight decades, and three 
generations. What results is an 
uneven stew of clichés and occa- 
sional epiphanies — and the 
unique and sometimes exhilarating 
achievement of a feature film 
exclusively about Asian-American 
women. Each of these women — 
members of the titular club and 
their daughters — fades out of a 
party and into a past trauma. In the 
daughters’ cases, it’s usually some 
petulant scene of well-intentioned 
parental cruelty, or a moment in 
some ineffectual marriage — all of 
which is put in absurd relief by the 
epic hardships revisited by the 
older generation. Although the film- 
makers do keep all the players and 
their plights straight, Tan’s myth- 
making gets reduced to the stature 
of pop-psychology platitudes.

* *x x JURASSIC PARK (1993). 
Steven Spielberg's film of Michael 
Crichton’s bestseller is the most 
spectacular special-effects movie 
ever made, and one of the most 
exciting, visceral, and hilarious 
amusement-park rides ever com- 
mitted to film, so it hardly matters 
that normal essentials like charac- 
ter, plot, and theme look like endan- 
gered species. Richard Atten- 
borough is the billionaire impresario 
who, with a team of genetic engi- 
neers, brings dinosaurs to life in a 
theme park off the coast of Costa 
Rica. Jeff Goldblum (playing his 
part with off-the-wall wit) is the 
mathematician who insists some- 
thing has to go wrong; Sam Neill 
and Laura Dern are the scientists 
touring the island to give Atten- 
borough their imprimatur. Spielberg 
may have muted Crichton’s vio- 
lence, but at times he’s also 
achieved that rarest of film qualities:

**xxLIKE WATER FOR CHOCO- 
LATE (1993). The title is Mexican 
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slang for being agitated or sexually | 


aroused, and Alfonso Arau’s film, 
which spans the years 1895-1934, 
is about the power of Love, Food, 
and Tradition over a widow (Regi- 
na Torne) and her three post-ado- 
lescent daughters. Even more than 
the film’s incendiary magic realism 
or its Babette’s Feast-like ode to 
emotion-laden food, it’s the perfor- 
mances of the four women that 
stand out.

**MALICE (1993). There’s not 
much originality to this thriller, but 
it deserves credit for mingling so 
many resources, including Pacific 
Heights, Jennifer 8, Psycho, and 
even Dead Ringers (its medical 
instruments). Set in a small-col- 
lege town plagued by a serial 
killer, it has as its main players 
assistant dean Bill Pullman, wife 
Nicole Kidman, and a cocky doc- 
tor, Alec Baldwin. Pullman, a sim- 
pering pup, and Baldwin, a pit bull, 
make a compelling pair, but it’s 
Kidman who becomes the film’s 
focus when a malady sends her 
under Baldwin's knife. From here, 
led by the dark-and-stormy-night 
camera of Gordon Willis (The 
Godfather, the film spins into a 
twister, albeit a restrained one — 
and there’s a great line about the 
Red Sox.

**x*xA PERFECT WORLD (1993). 
Touching, funny, and jolting as it is 
at times, Clint Eastwood's film is 
flawed in its inability to depict, and 
at times face up to, its world’s 
imperfections — not the least of 
which are basic implausibilities and 
lack of clarity in plot. Director 
Eastwood also stars as Red 
Gamett, a Texas Ranger in charge 
of a manhunt for prison escapee 
Butch Haynes (Kevin Costner), who 
has kidnapped an eight-year-old 
boy. In the role of the lethal, laconic 
outsider normally taken by East- 
wood, Costner is as tough as he’s 
ever been — but he’s still Kevin 
Costner, nice enough underneath 
his violent veneer to attract the child 
he’s kidnapped. The two develop a 
convincing, endearing, relatively 
unsentimental chemistry that under- 
mines its necessary atmosphere of 
menace.

*&kxxTHE PIANO (1993). A pro- 
found allegory of sex, power, love, 
and language, a tale of passion that 
resonates on every level, this is a 
consummate work of cinema art 
that marks its writer and director, 
Jane Campion, as one of the 
world’s great filmmakers. In an 
astonishing performance, Holly 
Hunter stars as Ada, a mute woman 
sent to the backwoods of 19th-cen- 
tury New Zealand as the mail-order 
bride of the puritanical Stewart 
(Sam Neill). She arrives with her 
changeling-like daughter (Anna 
Paquin) and a piano. When Stewart 
won't take the piano to his home, 
his uncouth neighbor Baines 
(Harvey Keitel) takes it himself; then 
Baines hires Ada for piano lessons 
that lead to sexual favors and, 
eventually, intense love scenes that 
are triumphs of female sexuality. 
The relationship changes Ada and 
arouses the ire of the tyrannical, 
tragic Stewart. Right through to its 
brutal and beautiful outcome, this is 
a sensuous meditation on lan- 
guage, sublimation, fate, and the 
flesh that touches on the kinds of 
feeling and meaning only music can 
convey.

The 
butler Stevens (Hopkins) can only 
stand mute as his master, Lord 
Darlington, consorts with the Nazis 
in the late 1930s — and as his 
love, the housekeeper Miss Kenton 
(Thompson), looks elsewhere for a 
life.

The title refers to undoc- 
umented workers at a London con- 
struction site who are converting a 
hospital into luxury condos; the 
dregs of the English class system, 
they are truly different from most 
people you see on screen.

***1/2 RUBY IN PARADISE 
{1993). Writer/director Victor 
Nufiez’s movie is that rare film that 
attempts to take a novelistic look 
at a character's inner life; and in 
Ashley Judd, he’s found a rare 
actress capable of making that 
inner life visible on screen. Judd, 
whose mother and sister are coun- 
try stars Naomi and Wynonna, 
plays Ruby, a young woman who 
flees the unnamed horrors of her 
hillbilly Tennessee hamlet for an 
abandoned resort area in Florida. 
She is a heroine for our era of 
diminished expectations who 
expects to find fulfillment not 
through material success or worid- 
ly accomplishment but through a 
personal search for meaning, a 
search relayed with disarming 
candor by her diary and voice- 
over, as well as her face, which is 
the movie’s second screen. As he 
tells Ruby’s story, Nufiez is per- 
haps a bit too smart, but Judd is 
just about perfect.

In this 
freestyle documentary on the nature 
of time and perception, he’s a little 
like Jackson Pollock, too: the seem- 
ingly random focus of his camera, 
which reaches to Iceland and 
Tokyo, is puzzling at first, then mes- 
merizing, and after a while you 


begin to see the patterns. “The 
Magic function of the eye is at the 
center of all things,” says the female 
voice-over (who reads a third-per- 
son male narration — point-of-view 
is one of the mysteries Marker is 
out to explore), and Marker's magic 
eye is at the center of this picture, 
which saturates you with startling 
images. One of the great films of 
the '80s.

***1/2 THE SECRET GARDEN 
(1993). This compelling, lovely 
movie has all the elemental magic 
and uplift of Frances Hodgson 
Burnett’s book, but to reach its 
enchanting ending, its characters 
have to confront their darkest 
impulses and brave very real child- 
hood terrors. The unsympathetic 
protagonist, Mary Lennox (Kate 
Maberly), is a spoiled but neglect- 
ed English girl who, after her par- 
ents’ death, is sent to the Rebec- 
ca-like Yorkshire manor of her 
uncle. There she discovers a 
locked, untended garden and her 
sickly cousin Colin (Heydon 
Prowse). The classic story of how 
she brings them back to life is yet 
improved by a couple of subtle 
changes that make it more female- 
oriented. Screenwriter Caroline 
Thompson (Edward Scissorhands) 
and director Agnieszka Holland 
(Europa Europa) have made a chil- 
dren's film that will satisfy parents 
but also keep younger viewers in 
rapt wonder. Arlington Capitol. 
*** 1/2 SHANE (1953). Alan Ladd 
is the tight-lipped title tough who 
settles with a homesteading family 
to help around the farm. Brandon 
de Wilde is the tow-headed boy 
who idolizes him. Jack Palance is 
unforgettable as the Villain. 
Directed by George Stevens, this is 
a visually stunning, patiently paced 
picture that sent its hero straight 
into the Hollywood pantheon, and it 
deconstructs Cold War politics to 
boot. Coolidge Corner. 
***1/2 SHORT CUTS (1993). 
Director and co-screenwriter (with 
Frank Barhydt) Robert Altman has 
thoroughly Altmanized nine short 
stories and one poem by Ray- 
mond Carver, weaving them into a 
three-hour-plus funky fugue of 22 
lives. The result is brilliant, frus- 
trating, and outrageous; it ex- 
plodes Carver's homespun haiku 
with perverse and puckish inven- 
tion. Among the many stars, Tom 
Waits plays a boozy chauffeur 
married to waitress Lily Tomlin; 
Andie MacDowell and Bruce 
Davison are parents to a little boy 
hit by Tomlin’s car; Matthew 
Modine is the doctor who treats 
the boy; Jack Lemmon is Davi- 
son’s father. The film offers 
scenes of hypnotizing, sometimes 
unbearable dramatic intensity 
where the characters stand naked 
(sometimes literally). And in that, 
Altman achieves genuine Carver 
minimalism: he strips the world of 
its irony, chaos, and chance and 
reveals its human soul. Copley 
Place, Janus, West Newton. 
*1/2 SLEEPLESS IN SEATTLE 
(1993). In Nora Ephron’s senti- 
mental and simpleminded film, a 
young boy (Ross Malinger) whose 
mother has died needs to find a 
, So he calls a national 
radio talk show to ask the advice 
of an on-the-air shrink, then tricks 
his dad (Tom Hanks) into talking 
on the extension. Among the 
resultant avalanche of female lis- 
teners wanting to adopt father and 
son is pert reporter Meg Ryan; you 
can guess the rest. What prevents 
the movie from ringing false at 
every moment is Hanks, who con- 
jures some genuine magic out of 
the trite script. Somerville Theatre. 
**xSTATE OF THE UNION 
(1948). Time has not been kind to 
Frank Capra's deftly directed ver- 
sion of the Howard Lindsay- 
Russell Crouse play about a busi- 
nessman persuaded by a sharp 
lady publisher to run for president. 
But Spencer Tracy and Katharine 
Hepburn are in fine form and ably 
assisted by Angela Lansbury as a 
millionairess backing the cam- 
paign and Van Johnson as its 


manager. Brattle. 


**xTHE THREE MUSKETEERS 


(1993). The ‘90s version of 
Dumas'’s tale, featuring the small- 
er-than-life quartet of Chris 
O’Donnell, Kiefer Sutherland, 
Charlie Sheen, and Oliver Platt, is 
certainly apt for our age of self-ref- 
erential irony and mean-spirited 
violence. Better to call it 7 
Mutant Ninja Musketeers as the 
Young Swords wisecrack anachro- 
nistically, offer primers in drinking 
and wenching, and graphically dis- 
patch scores of foes. As their chief 
foe, Tim Curry camps it up; as 
Milady, Rebecca De Mornay goes 
for poignance despite the cam- 
era’s bodice obsession. Breezing 
by on its genially cynical attitude, 
this film is summed up by Curry’s 
corruption of the Musketeers’ 
motto: “All for one, and more for 
me.”

*x*x*xTIM BURTON’S THE 
NIGHTMARE BEFORE CHRIST- 
MAS (1993). Once, as an obscure 
Disney animator, Tim Burton wrote 
a parody of Clement C. Moore’s 
poem The Night Before Christmas. 
A decade later it’s a delightful ani- 
mated musical fantasy produced 
by Burton and directed by Henry 
Selick that immerses us in a 
Halloween world of ghouls and 
goblins and haunted mansions, 
combining the genteel black 
humor of Charles Addams and 
Edward Gorey, the skewed angles 
of German Expressionist films, Dr. 
Seuss, and Czech stop-motion 
animator Jan Svankmajer. The 
tale here is slight: Jack Skellington 
is an elegant bag of bones bored 
with his job as creative director for 
Halloween who stumbles into 
Christmas Town and usurps 
Santa’s throne. The songs are by 
Danny Elfman — most in a won- 
derfully gloomy Kurt Weill mode 
antithetical to the usual Disney 
saccharine. But parents needn't 
worry — there’s nothing here any 
scarier than TV’s Beetlejuice car- 
toons.

Todd McCarthy, who wrote the 
script and directed the film along 
with Arnold Glassman and Stuart 
Samuels, interviews some two 
dozen of the major contemporary 
American and émigré photogra- 
phers (the movie’s focus is almost 
exclusively on Hollywood), whose 
impressions of their predecessors 
shape the film’s historical perspec- 
tive and whose reminiscences 
bring it into the modern era. The 
only mistake (and it’s a stupid one) 
is projecting silent films at sound 
speed.

that race, an illuminating and 
unsettling story behind the story 
that somehow makes the whole 
convulsive episode seem more 
surreal. The title refers to the hec- 
tic Little Rock office where Clinton 
strategists shaped and spun the 
war of images, led by James 
Carville and his sidekick, commu- 
nications director George 
Stephanopoulos. That the film 
proves PR and packaging to be 
political trump cards is no surprise;

(1993) Ang Lee’s comedy gently 
explores a variety of tensions and 
conflicts without making anyone 
feel bad. It's about a gay New 
York City yuppie landlord who tries 
to stop his tradition-bound parents 
from hounding him by arranging a 
marriage of convenience with a 
tenant who needs a green card. 
But his parents surprise him by 
coming over from Taiwan for the 
ceremony. Lee’s twists on the 
well-worn false-marriage premise” 
make for an ideal farce, though 
the plot is eventually driven toward” 
its resolution not through farci 
unraveling of the deception but 
through a melodramatic upending 
of expectations.
